D) to win the 800cc class while Terry 
Thompson (BSA) won the 540cc class. 
Scott McNeely (Hon) and David Wat- 
son (Hon) finished second and third, 
respectively, in the 540cc class. 


Three-time World Champion Luca 
Cadalora has signed a two-race contract 
to ride the official factory Suzuki in the 
Dutch and British rounds of the World 
Championship Road Race Series, sched- 
uled for June 27 and July 5, respectively. 
Cadalora, 34, signed the two-race deal 
after setting fastest time on the bike dur- 


ing private tests at the Catalunya GP cir- ~ 


cuit in Spain. Without a full-time ride in 
1998, Cadalora raced in the last two GPs 
as a substitute rider for Jean-Michel 
Bayle on the Team Rainey Yamaha. The 
Italian was fighting for the lead on the 
YZR500 in the Madrid Grand Prix on 
June 14 when the bike suffered an engine 
failure. Cadalora seemed to get along 
well with the new Suzuki in his first out- 
ing. "I was faster almost immediately," 
Cadalora said. “Of course, it's not per- 
fect, but it seems like à very good bike - a 
smooth bike. It’s a new design, so I think 
it has a lot of potential. I am looking for- 
ward to the chance of trying to help with 
the development." The Suzuki team 
should benefit from Cadalora's 15 years 
of GP-racing experience. “He helped us 
a lot in his first day," team manager 
Garry Taylor said. "We were able to get 
through a huge amount of work. As he 
has had not other commitments, we 
offered him the chance to race the bike in 
the next two rounds to continue devel- 
opment." Cadalora will join Nobuatsu 
Aoki on the team, replacing the injured 
Yukio Kagayama. 


Hot on the heels of the announcement 
that Cadalora will ride the factory Suzu- 
ki comes word from Yamaha that Jean- 
Michel Bayle may still not be ready for 
action in the Dutch Grand Prix on June 
27. Bayle participated in the recent two- 
day test in Spain, but the 29-year-old suf- 
fered headaches that caused him to end 
the test early. The headache is a remnant 
of the injury that has kept him out of 
action since a preseason crash in 
Malaysia. “Jean-Michel knows what he 
has to do to be ready," team owner 


- Wayne Rainey said. "He knows the line 


that exists for me to be satisfied that he 
can race because he feels exactly the 
same. I told him after the test to spend 
the next couple of days on a motocross 
bike so that he's sure he is up to à full 
Grand Prix next weekend. I’m waiting 
for him to let me know what his decision 
is. If he doesn't ride next weekend (at 
Assen), then he won't ride at Donington 
either because it's only a week after. As 
far as Luca (Cadalora) is concerned, I 
wish him well. I asked him to do a job 
for me and he fulfilled everything asked 
of him. I wanted him to prove that the 
Yamaha is a good bike and he did it.

Unfortunately, with our cir- 
cumstances with Jean-Michel, we were 
not in a position to commit to Luca 
beyond two races and Suzuki obviously 
was. I haven't ruled out Jean-Michel, but 
if he is not ready then I think we shall 
only run (Norick) Abe."

merican Honda's Miguel DuHamel (right), the 
"B AMA/MBNA Superbike Series points leader going into the 
New Hampshire International Speedway round of the 
ampionship on June 21, saw his title hopes end when he suf- 
ered a double compound fracture of the left femur in a turn-one 
fash in a wet qualifying session on June 19. 
DuHamel crashed just after completing a fast lap, the motor- 
ycle chasing him into the completely unprotected turn-one 
all. The femur in his left thigh broke through the skin, knock- 
ng the kneecap out of place. He was transported to Concord 
ospital in Concord, New Hampshire, where he underwent five 
ours of surgery to place a rod in the femur and insert pins on 
both sides of the knee. He was said to be awake and alert and 
sted in good condition in the orthopedic unit of the hospital, 
hough tired. He is being evaluated to see if more surgery is 
eeded. 

"Its a season-ending injury,” said Gary Mathers, director of 

otorcycle motorsport for Honda. "You can't turn left in the 
pouring rain. Everyone was looking for a fast lap early on 
»ecause of the impending weather. We tell our riders to come in 
f they start getting drops on their shields. The rain moved into 
e area of turn one first while the rest of the track was dry."

"They're (the doctors) are saying his knee is going to be the 
biggest time," Mathers said. "The leg is a five, six-week deal. The 
knee could be three months. But riders always seem to pop back 
sooner." 

Mathers said that the decision would be made later this week 
about whether to replace DuHamel on the RC45 superbike and 
that the rider would come out of the Erion Racing Honda sup- 
port team - most likely Eric Bostrom. 

"We'll probably put them on it down the road," Mathers said. 
"So many riders came asking if they could ride it this weekend. 
The only riders we'd put on it is somebody we already have a 
contract with. Eric (Bostrom) is the first choice in my mind." 

Part of the indecision regarding Bostrom has to do with 
Bostrom's standings in the Pirelli Formula Xtreme Champi- 
onship, which he currently leads, as well as the Pro Honda Oils 
600cc Supersport championship. Mathers also said he wanted to 
make sure that whomever gets the ride is able to test before hav- 
ing to race the bike. 

"We'll have to look at where and when we can test. I wouldn't 
want to put someone on it before testing. It's not a jump-on-it- 
and-go deal."

Long live the two-stroke? 


ed, according the president of HRC, Mr. Takashi Shinozaki 
- and Honda has no intention of dropping them from their 
model lineup. 

The sensational news - a contradiction of earlier reported state- 
ments that Honda planned to cease all two-stroke production by 
the year 2002 - came in an exclusive interview at the Grand Prix of 
Madrid, where Shinozaki was on hand to conclude sponsorship 
agreements with Spanish sponsors Repsol. 

The "no more two-strokes" stories broke late last year, from Mr. 
Nobuhiko Kawamoto, president of the Honda Motor Corporation. 
It was in the wake of this announcement that the current discus- 
sions to switch GP racing to four-strokes came about. 

"We have made no statement like this, but the reports were not 
completely wrong," said Shinozaki. 

“What Mr. Kawamoto said was that Honda would concentrate 
on four-stroke engines. Where there was an alternative in a partic- 
ular application, we would concentrate on the four-stroke ver- 
sion," he said. 

But Honda's motorcycle research and development facility at 
Asaka had by no means abandoned the two-stroke engine, and 
was still looking at radical solutions to solve some of its problems. 

“At Asaka, there are many engineers who are very enthusiastic 
about two-strokes, and we have an experimental two-stroke 
engine that offers almost the same fuel consumption and exhaust 
pollution levels as a four-stroke," he said. "We recently submitted 
details of this research to the Society of Automotive Engineers in 
the USA." 

Shinozaki revealed that Honda still "share opinions" with the 
Australian two-stroke development engineers Orbital Co. He 
added: "People say that four-strokes are cleaner than two-strokes, 
but that is only with a catalyzer." 

There was also a new two-stroke scooter proposed for next 


R eports of the imminent death of two-strokes are exaggerat- 


year, which uses the ARC (Advanced Radial Combustion) two- 
stroke technology pioneered by Honda in the Paris-Dakar rally. 

Shinozaki did not rule out the return of sporting two-stroke 
road motorcycles in the future. “I think that it is possible that there 
is a future for the two-stroke sportsbike. But there are some appli- 
cations where a four-stroke is better - for example for scooters or 
small city bikes, where you do not need a lot of power. The noise is 
better with a four-stroke, and it is a more friendly engine," he said. 

Regarding suggestions that the current generation of two- 
stroke 500s should be replaced by four-strokes in Grand Prix rac- 
ing, Shinozaki responded by suggesting even more sweeping 
changes for the future of GP racing. 

The idea is being discussed by the Grand Prix Manufacturers 
Association, including all the major manufacturers in the GPs, 
after a request from Dorna to submit a proposal along these lines. 
Yamaha's head of First Engineering, Mr. Toshimitsu lio, also 
enthusiastically mooted the idea. 


"Honda has experience with the NR500 how difficult it is to 


build a four-stroke to race against two-strokes. And so, so expen- 
sive. 

"The reason Yamaha is talking about four-strokes so much is 
because of cost. They have the R1 streetbike that they could easily 
modify for racing. It wouldn't cost that much. 

"But in my opinion, we don't have to stick too much to two- 
stroke or four-stroke rules. We need a different structure for racing 


' for the new century. For example, a rule about fuel consumption.” 


In this way, engineers would be given a limited amount of fuel 
to use as they wish. Shinozaki hinted at other ideas for a new rac- 
ing formula, but would not expand. 

"Top secret," he said with a smile. "That is the kind of agenda 
we will discuss with the GPMA. We have already met once, and 
we will talk about it again."

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Just say noto 1000s 


I totally disagree with Steve Whitelock 
and others who believe that changing 
Grand Prix racing to 1000cc four-strokes 
will result in faster bikes and better rac- 
ing. 

His estimation of 240-250 horsepow- 
er is somewhat suspect by current tech- 
nological standards. If 750cc superbikes 
currently make approximately 213 
horsepower per liter, where will the 
additional 15 percent (with larger 
engines giving lower horsepower / liter) 
come from? What will the powerbands 
be like? If current Pro-Stock drag bikes 
need 1500cc-plus to get 250 horsepow- 
er, what technology is being held 
secret? Why not turbos, nitros... six- 
cylinder, 275 horsepower 750cc two- 
strokes? 

Even if it were possible to get the 
mere 200 horsepower that Dennis Noyes 
proposes, today's 190 horsepower 500s 
are at full throttle less than 20 percent a 
lap on some tracks. How will more 
horsepower, more weight, frame-flex- 
ing, tire-spinning and less tractability be 
faster? 

-Whitelock conveniently overlooks 
the reason for 500cc lap-time stagnation 
- the 130-kilo (286-pound) weight limit. 
Before this rule the bikes weighed 240 
pounds. So why not drop this require- 
ment if faster lap times are the goal? 
Closer racing? Unlikely. Whitelock also 
believes this new technology will spawn 
350-pound streetbikes. Did Yamaha for- 
get something with their underpowered, 
overweight R-1, or did they misread the 
demand for $50,000 production bikes? 

Some argue that the 500s are not rele- 
vant to street bikes. Exactly - that’s the 
point! The fact that they don’t look like 
production bikes is why they’re so excit- 
ing to see ridden on the edge. Formula 
One and Indy cars figured this out years 
ago and this anomoly of street to race 
doesn’t stop billions from watching 
these cars. Why? Because they sound 
great, corner at four Gs, go fast and 
everybody admires the talent it takes to 
drive one. 

There are already World Superbikes, 
numerous National-level superbike, 
Supersport, Formula USA/ Xtreme, 
Twins, Supermono, SoS, Thunder, Pro- 
duction and Historic four-stroke classes 
(talk about sponsor dilution). Do we 
really need another four-stroke class? 

What will happen to World Super- 
bike? Why would anyone go to see glo- 





rified (restricted) 750cc streetbikes when 
they can watch unfettered 250 horse- 
power, tire-smoking 1000s doing 180 
mph wheelies that only two guys in the 
world can ride? 

What about cost? Does anyone 
believe an unlimited pneumatically 
valved, computer-controlled, fuel-inject- 
ed, Beryllium four-stroke would be 
cheaper to build, develop and run than 
a simple two-stroke? Perhaps in the 
defense department. 

What will happen to Ducati, Bimota, 
Aprilia, BMW, MV, Moto-Guzzi, 
Harley-Davidson, the Australian bikes, 
Norton, and any others who can't afford 
multi-billion-dollar budgets yet ? Racing 
will revert to eight-to-10-Japanese-facto- 
ry-work-rider processions. It would be 
team domination - just what GP racing 
is trying to get away from (no disre- 
spect, Mick). 

We need look no further than the 
Formula USA /Xtreme paradigm to see 
of the future of 1000cc GP racing. Where 
are 180-horsepower-plus bikes faster 
than the superbikes? Nowhere. Where 
do they put on a better show? Despite 
the best efforts to promote this series, 
they have engendered little rider or 
spectator support. More ominously, the 
current number-one team (with the 
biggest budget) domination portends 
the uncompetitive future for unrestrict- 
ed GP racing. 

Just because Mick Doohan doesn't 
like more tractable bikes negating his 
skill advantage, does that warrant a 
change? Will the NBA go to a 12-foot 
basket when Jordan says it will showcase 
his awesome talents better? The current 
trend toward more competitive races 
(did you see Madrid?) and not Doohan 
runaways, with more riders dicing for 
the lead and more diversity (two- and 
four-cylinder Hondas, Yamahas, 
Suzukis, Modenas and MuZs), makes for 
great spectacles - and that is what GP rac- 
ing is all about. Four-stroke 1000s - why?

ad Team Yamaha's Doug Henry 
finished no better than 20th but 
left the Budds Creek National 


with all of his body parts intact, he 
would have been satisfied - perhaps 
even happy. 

Three years ago, Henry suffered a 
nearly career-ending broken back at

Budds Creek, and just last year he broke 
both arms here. But today he not only 
left the facility in one piece, he also won 
- putting an end to the Doug Henry 
Budds Creek curse once and for all. And 
he did it in front of 12,423 sun-drenched 
spectators. 

On a hot and balmy day in southern 
Maryland - quite the contrast to the 
mudbath the week before in Southwick, 
Massachusetts - Henry chased teammate 
Kevin Windham to a second-place finish

in the first moto. Then things pretty 
much picked up where they left off at 
the start of the second moto, with Wind- 
ham leading and Henry running second. 
This time, however, Henry was able to 
wear down his nearly 10-year-younger 
counterpart, passing him at the halfway 
point and running off with the moto 
win and the overall victory. 

It was a very satisfying win for the 
ever-popular Easterner who seemed to 
have nothing but bad luck at this track. 









"This was one of my goals this year, 
to win Budds Creek,” Henry said. “I’m 
just so glad to be able to come here and 
do it. I wasn't sure if I was going to do 
my best here, but I did. I won it, and I'm 
really happy." 

Despite fading back to fourth before 
the second moto was over, Windham 
still nabbed second overall, giving Team 
Yamaha a well-earned 1-2 sweep. Wind- 
ham led Henry and the rest of the 40- 
rider pack around the long and hilly 
Budds Creek track the entire 30-minute- 
plus-two-lap first moto, never really 
pulling away from Henry but staying 
ahead just enough to take a confidence- 
boosting win. 

Just as he had done in the first moto, 
Windham grabbed the holeshot in the 
second moto and again led Henry 
around for half the race. But this time, 
however, fatigue set in. He first suc- 
cumbed to Henry, then to Mike LaRocco 
and finally to Mickael Pichon before set- 
tling into fourth for good. 

"I m coming around,” Windham said 
of his coming back from his separated 
shoulder suffered earlier in the year. “I 
just got tired. I was seeing like four of 
everything and just feeling real tired. I 
mean the heat was incredible. l'm com- 
ing around and doing what it takes. I 
mean the competition is so tough. I’m 
riding on top of my game right now, but 
it's real depressing when there's one 
simple thing - getting in shape. I mean 
it's one of the hardest jobs to do, but it's 
the one thing that everybody can do: 
Not everybody can go out there and 
ride fast, I feel like I do that pretty well, 
but that one thing that everybody can 
get, I don't have right now." 

For someone who said he is not used 
to riding in the heat, Team Suzuki's 
Mickael Pichon fooled a lot of people by 
putting together two solid third-place 
rides for third overall. Pichon was never 
all that far behind Henry and Windham 
in the first moto, and he was close 
enough to catch a tiring Windham in the 
second moto to take third behind Henry 
and LaRocco. 

"It was a great day," said the French- 

n. “I tried very hard. I didn't think I 
would do that good in the heat because I 
am not used to it, but my Suzuki is 
working really good and things are com- 
ing together. It was tough out there." 

Fourth overall went to Mike LaRocco 
on the Factory Connection /Jack in the 
Box/Shockware Honda. In the first moto, 
LaRocco got off to a 15th-place start but 
quickly threaded his way up through the 
pack, and by the eighth lap he had con- 
trol of sixth, where he would eventually 
finish. LaRocco gated much better in the 
second moto and had a lock on third by 
the end of the first lap. He followed 
Windham and Henry around for a num- 
ber of laps, and when Windham started 
to fade, LaRocco seemed to step it up a 
little bit more and began working really 
hard on the new leader, Henry. 

LaRocco gave it everything he had 
but just couldn’t quite break the approx- 
imately four-second barrier Henry had 
built between first and second. 

“I caught up a little bit,” LaRocco 
said of his charge on Henry. “But I 
struggled with lappers, and it was really 
tough to make up anything on this 





track. If you lost it, it was hard getting it 
back." 

Rounding out the top five overall 
was Team Suzuki's Greg Albertyn, who 
was hoping to pick up some ground on 
Henry in the series points chase but 
instead lost 10 points. But things could 
have been worse. 

“I injured my shoulder last week (at 
Southwick) and haven't been able to 
ride all week," said the three-time 
World Champion. ^I had to have a corti- 
sone injection on Thursday because I 
couldn't even move it, so I'm pretty 
-happy just to have gotten points today 
and maintain my second place." 

Albertyn went 5-7 on the day. 

A pair of eights gave Canadian Jean- 
Sebastien Roy, on his Two Wheels- 
backed Kawasaki, top-privateer honors 
in sixth overall. He was followed by 
Kawasaki of Mexico/Tecate's Phil 
Lawrence and local favorite Kevin 
Crine, from nearby Mechanicsville. 
Crine rode his Gaulding's Kawasaki / 
RRP-backed KX250 to a pair of 10th- 
place finishes. 

The Budds Creek National was yet 
another disaster for Team Honda. After 
losing 125cc rider Steve Lamson at 
Southwick after he reinjured his broken 
collarbone, the team lost its remaining 
rider Ezra Lusk for an undetermined 
amount of time after he suffered a bro- 


ken arm in a second-moto, first-turn . 


crash (see Briefly...). Lusk was still cred- 
ited with ninth overall via his fourth- 
place ride in the first moto. He did not 
finish the second moto. 

Completing the top 10 overall was 
Heath Voss on his Great Lakes Aviation 
Honda. Voss went 13-12 on the day. 

The Budds Creek National wasn't 
particularly kind to either Team 
Kawasaki's Jeff Emig or Team Suzuki's 
Larry Ward, with both riders carding a 
DNF in the first moto. Emig had his bike 
lock up while running sixth on the 10th 
‘lap, and Ward was forced to retire after 
having someone's footpeg sheer off a 
bunch of his front wheel's spokes 
through the first turn. 

Emig and Ward returned to do battle 
in the second moto, with Emig. finishing 
fifth and Ward sixth. 

With five rounds now completed in 
the 12-round series, Henry has opened 
up a 28-point lead over Albertyn, 201- 
173, and he is also the first double win- 
ner of the series, his first win coming 
just one week earlier at Southwick. A 
close third is LaRocco with 170 points, 
and closing in fourth is Pichon with 168. 


MOTO ONE 


With temperatures hovering in the 
low 90s, making this the first significant- 
ly hot race of the year, Windham 
grabbed what would end up being for 
him the first of two holeshots on the 
day. Settling in right behind him was his 
teammate Henry and another Yamaha 
being ridden by Japanese rider Takeshi 
Koikeda, who would quickly drop off 
the lead pace and eventually finish 16th. 
Pichon had his Suzuki running in third 
by the second lap, followed by Kawasa- 
ki of Mexico's Pedro Gonzalez, Alber- 
tyn, Emig, Kawasaki rider James Evans 
and Lusk. Buried way back in the pack 
were such notables as Lawrence and 
Ward, who would eventually pull out of 
the race at the halfway point. 

"[n the first turn, somebody came in 
on the inside and my front wheel got 
caught in his footpeg and ripped half 
my spokes out," Ward said. "There's a 
lot of drop-offs here, and every lap it 
(the front wheel) was wobbling more 
and more and more, I was scared. The 
spokes were dangling. I was afraid it

(the wheel) was going to collapse off 
one of the downhills. I stopped and my 
mechanic told me not to go anymore." 

Up front, Windham had opened up a 
modest lead over Henry, while Pichon 
stayed close in third. Albertyn got 
around Gonzalez for fourth, but was too 
far back to mount any kind of a serious 
challenge to the leading trio. 

By the halfway point, Henry had 
closed up the gap on Wfhdham but not 
close enough that he could attempt a 
pass. Lap after lap, Henry chased Wind- 
ham but no progress could be made, as 
Windham held on for the win. 

“I tried to catch up to him," Henry 
said, "I caught up but started to make 
mistakes, I just had to settle for second. I 
knew I wasn't going to be able to get 
him unless he made a mistake, but he 
just wasn't doing it." 

Late in the race, Pichon began to 
drop back slightly but still had plenty of 
room to spare over Albertyn, who start- 
ed hearing heavy footsteps by Lusk late 
in the race. : 

Lusk caught Albertyn with about five 
laps to go, but slight bobbles here and 


there by the Honda rider prevented . 


Lusk from trying a serious pass attempt 
and had to settle for fifth. 

After his poor start, LaRocco slipped 
into sixth on the eighth lap, but had no 
real chance of catching the dicing Alber- 
tyn and Lusk. . 

After rounding the first lap in 18th, 
Honda of Troy's Mike Craig hurtled 
himself up to a distant seventh by the 
time it was all over, and Roy nipped 
Gonzalez on the last lap to take eighth. 
Finishing 10th after running as high as 
seventh was Crine. 

Already resting in the pits and get- 
ting ready for the second moto was 
Emig, whose bike came to a screeching 
halt on lap eight. 

“We lost the bottom-end again," said 
Emig's tuner Jeremy Albrecht. “We lost a 
bottom-end at Glen Helen, too, but I 
don't think for the same reason. At Glen 


Helen, it slowly went away - here it defi- 
nitely stopped. I haven't been able to take 
it apart yet to find out what happened." 

Albrecht replaced engines between 
motos. 


MOTO TWO 


The start of the second moto was 
nearly a carbon copy of the first, with 
Windham's Yamaha jumping out in 
front of Henry's booming four-stroke, 
but this time LaRocco put his Honda 
into third ahead of Pichon's Suzuki. 

Among those left behind in a first- 











turn pile-up were Lusk and Craig. Both 
the Honda riders, and the other five or 
six riders involved, remounted, but 
Lusk would pull out of the race a couple 
of laps later with a broken left arm. 

And things didn't get any better for 
Craig, either. Less than a lap later, he 
crashed over a jump and was carried off 
the track with a broken leg (see 
Briefly...). 

Meanwhile, up front, Windham con- 
tinued to lead the way, but he couldn't 
put any real distance between himself 
and Henry as he had done in the previ- 
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-Just when it appeared that Team Honda's Ezra Lusk was fully 
healed from his previous injuries, he suffered a new injury at 
Budds Creek that will most likely put him out of action indefinitely. 
Initial reports indicate that Lusk broke the large bone in his left 
forearm about two inches above his wrist. The injury occurred 
when he got caught up in a first-turn, second-moto pile-up. 
According to sources in the team; Lusk said that when he got up 
from that crash his arm felt numb and he resumed racing. but 
when he landed off-a big jump about a lap later, he felt a snap And 
a sharp pain. It-is believed that he may have only cracked the 
bone in his arm in the crash, but broke it entirely when he landed 
off the jump. Lusk was taken to a hospital for X-rays before the 
race was over. "He was in a lot - a /ot - of pain," reported a Team 
Honda member. 


Early reports from the Honda of Troy pits 
reveal that Mike Craig has broken his femur 
as a result of his second-moto get-off. "He 
came off the finish-line drop-off jump and land- 
ed in.a hole," said Honda of Troy mechanic 
Marshal Plumb. “He just cartwheeled and.land- 
ed at the bottom.” Craig s bike hit the ground 
so hard that it crumpled the front wheel (right? 
and a new wheel had to be installed just so the 
bike could be ridden back to the pits. Craig 
was airlifted to a nearby hospital. 


Another rider who had a miserable day at 
Budds Creek was FMF Honda rider Danny 
Smith. His day began with a hard get-off dur- 
ing the first 125cc practice session, then his 
bike seized in his first qualifier. Smith's team 
managed to replace the engine with only a few 
minutes to spare before his final consolation 
race, where he would finish third and qualify 
for the day's main 125cc program. In the first 
125cc National moto, Smith finished 14th, but 
in the second. a rider landed on him and broke 
his left leg just below his knee.

ous moto. Not too far behind the lead 
duo were LaRocco and Pichon. A ways 
back came Emig, followed by Crine and 
Ward. Slowly moving up after a 15th- 
place start was Albertyn. 

Windham finally couldn't take the 
pressure any longer and gave up his 
point position to Henry on the eighth 
lap. Two laps later LaRocco got him, 
and two laps after that Pichon also 
moved around the tiring Windham. 
That made the running order Henry, 
LaRocco, Pichon and Windham. Emig 
was far enough back that Windham 
didn't have to worry about the defend- 
ing champ, who was safely ahead of 
Ward and Albertyn. 

With only a few laps to go, LaRocco 
was within striking distance of Henry 
but only if Henry made a big mistake. 
That, unfortunately for LaRocco, would 
never happen. 

“I knew he was there," Henry said of 
the persistent LaRocco. "But I just tried 
not thinking about him, just the track." 

At the finish, it was Henry taking the 
win with about five seconds to spare 
over LaRocco, who had about seven sec- 
onds on Pichon. Next was Windham, all 
alone in fourth, followed by Emig, 
Ward, Albertyn and Roy, who were all 
fairly spread out as they took the check- 
ered flag. Lawrence ended up ninth, 
while Crine finished 10th. 

“I was on a mission to put everything 
behind me," Henry said of coming back 
to Budds Creek and winning. “I had so 
many people pulling for me and sup- 
porting me, and that really helped those 
last five laps." €N

"We just had a major meeting just a few minutes ago with the FIM 
and some industry people, and we're trying to get the American 
teams to commit," said Beasley. “We're going to run the Grand 
Prix here on September 12, 1999. It's something we're only plari- 


ning on doing every two years. Hopefully, we're going to find 


someone on the West Coast to promote it every second year that 
we're not running here at Budds Creek. We are very happy to 
finally be able to bring Grand Prix motocross back to America.” 
Next year will also mark the 10th anniversary of professional :com- 
petition at Budds Creek. 


After leading four laps. of the first 125cc moto, Michael Bran- 
des decided to sit out the second moto with an already-injured 
thumb. "It hurt so much, | did all | could muster up," Brandes said. 


Since 1996, the year in which the Budds Creek course was 
first run in reverse, the racing has alternated directions each year. 
Beasley was more than willing to describe how the decision came 
about. "The main reason we turned the track around was to give 
the national riders some variety," explained 
Beasley. "The change in direction also coin- 
cided with Doug Henry's return to racing, and 
| thought it would be nice for Doug if he didn't 
have to look at that hill - since it was only his 
third race since returning (Henry suffered a 
broken back in a crash at Budds Creek in 
1995). | thought it would be nice for him and 
would also be a great change for the riders.” 
This sentiment was echoed by such riders as 
the current 125cc points leader John Dowd. 
"| think this track is pretty good either way," 
said Dowd. "In either direction there's still a 
lot of off-camber turns and plenty of neat 
uphills and downhills." Defending 125cc 
National. Champion Ricky Carmichael shared 
Dowd's opinion of the reversed Budds Creek 
course. ."| like it," he after practice on Satur- 
day. “It seems pretty much the same in either 
direction, | think. But, | do like it, so hopefully 
| can pull out a win tomorrow and get back in 
the points chase." 


Team Honda's Steve Lamson has been 
sidelined indefinitely with a serious shoulder 
injury that he reaggravated in the first 125cc 
moto at Southwick. "Steve had major surgery 
Monday night,” said Team Honda consultant 
Jeff Stanton "He broke the same collarbone 


that he broke several months ago. The bone has never healed 
properly so they had to go in. cut both ends off and attach them 
with a plate. There is also some muscle and ligament damage. 
They did a lot of work, almost two hours worth of surgery. The 
doctor said he will fully.recover but Steve will, most likely, miss 
the rest of the year." Lamson took the overall win at Budds Creek 
in 1994, '95 and '96. Last year, he finished second to Carmichael. 


With Lamson’s injury and the expiration of his Honda contract at 
the end of the year comes much speculation as to the two-time 
125cc National Champion's future at Team Honda. Although 
Stanton openly admitted to scouting several new prospects, the 
six-time National Champion was quick to recognize the possibility 
of Honda's rewarding Lamson for the success that he has brought 
them in recent years. "We actually have a broad range of riders 
that we're currently looking at and, obviously, Steve's in there,” 
Stanton said. "He's done an outstanding job for us in the past. 
It's really too early to tell. At this point, we're still talking to a lot 
of different people." 


During Saturday's practice, Team Honda technicians installed à 
trick cowling device on the radiator of Ezra Lusk's factory- 
prepped Honda CR250. The device, which appeared to be 
made from riveted-together radiator-guard sections, was intend- 
ed to provide additional airflow in the extreme Budds Creek 
heat and humidity. "It's just to try to get a little more airflow 
through the. radiator," said. Honda's Cliff White after the first 
Saturday practice session. "It's a pretty warm-and humid day 
and we're going to try to cool the bike down a little bit. At the 
moment, it's running a little hotter than we would like it to. If 
the ambient temperature is as high tomorrow as it is today. 
we'll. probably run it. We'll see what affect it has when Ezra 
goes out for the second practice." The cowling remained on 
Ezra's bike for Sunday's National. 


Ricky ‘Carmichael's: tuner Chad Watts shed some light on his 
rider's first mechanically induced DNF, suffered. in the first moto 
at Southwick. "Although we detuned the bikes a little bit for that 
race because of the conditions, we were still running too much 
compression, too much horsepower," Watts said. "We probably 
should have backed it down a little bit, but in practice we had no 
problems as the bike was running really cool. In the first moto, it 
just ate the head gasket. It's unfortunate and just one of those 
freak things. At Southwick, we detuned the bike even more for 
the second moto, but here at Budds Creek we're running the 
same setup we always have. No.changes. " Obviously, none were 
needed. as Carmichael raced to a perfect 1-1 finish in Sunday's 
national. :

t must have felt like 1997 all over 

again for Team SplitFire/Pro Cir- 

cuit/ Axo/Kawasaki's Ricky Car- 
michael as the 18-year-old Floridian 
charged to the overall win at Budds 
Creek MX Park for the second year in a 
row. Carmichael, who marked his third 
overall victory of the 1998 outdoor sea- 
son, flew his Chad Watts-prepped 
KX125 to a decisive 1-1 showing in front 
of the 12,423 die-hard racing fans who 
braved the oppressive Maryland heat 
and humidity. 

“I feel pretty good about today,” said 
Carmichael shortly after the second 
moto. ^I did my homework this past 
week, rode hard and it seems to have 
paid off, so I'm really happy." 

Also, for the second year in a row, 
Budds Creek marked a comeback, of sorts, 
for Carmichael, who was eager to improve 
upon his luck after suffering a first-moto 
DNF at the rain-soaked Southwick round 
the week before. The scenario may have 
been all too familiar to Carmichael, as he 
suffered a similar situation last year, falter- 
ing temporarily at the muddy Mount Mor- 
ris round, only to come back with a 


vengeance to score a commanding double 


moto win at Budds Creek. While he 
acknowledged the similarities between the 
two situations, Carmichael was quick to 
point out one very important difference 
between now and then. 

"I don't have a 36-point lead leaving 
Budds Creek this year like I did last 
year," said the defending National 
Champion. "So, this time, it's a totally 
different situation for me." 


MOTOCROSS 


AMA/MAZDA TRUCK NATIONAL 
CHAMPIONSHIP 125cc MX SERIES 
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Finishing second overall to 
Carmichael was Team Honda of 
Troy/Sinisalo/Oakley's Mike Brown. 
After having problems in both motos of 
the previous round and scoring zero 
points, Brown's strong 3-2 Budds Creek 
performance was just the rejuvenation 
the hard-charging rider was looking for. 

"This is the best ride I've had all 
year," Brown said. "I knew I could run 
up front but, I just haven't gotten good 
starts lately. It takes a better rider to 
come from the back, I guess, but it's a lot 
easier if you get a good start." 

Brown's impressive ride at Budds 
Creek catapulted him from 10th to sixth 
place in the series’ points standings. 

The final spot on the podium went to 
Team Yamaha's John Dowd with his 4-3 
ride. While it wasn't exactly the result 
Dowd had hoped for, the friendly 32- 
year-old was still pleased to make it 
through the historically tough event 
unscathed. 

“It wasn't the best of days, but I 
guess it wasn’t the worst of days either,” 
reasoned Dowd. "T just didn't really feel 
too comfortable out there today. For 
some reason, | was making a lot of mis- 
takes, especially in the turns. After con- 
centrating on sand for the last three 
weeks, it seemed like I was having trou- 
ble adapting to the face-forward riding 
style you need for hardpack and all of 
these off-camber turns. I had my prob- 
lems, but it wasn't too bad of a day. 
Hopefully, I can do a little better at the 
next few rounds." 

For the second consecutive week, 
Team SplitFire/Pro Circuit’s Casey 
Johnson finished fourth overall. The 
Californian’s 7-4 ride was followed by 
the consistent 8-6 tally of Team Primal 








Impulse Suzuki's rider Robbie Reynard 
for fifth overall. 

“I just didn't get good starts today 
and had to try to come from behind in 
both motos," said Reynard. "In the sec- 
ond moto, I started off not riding very 
well and then finally started to pick up 
my pace at the end. I feel good, though, 
the heat didn't bother me, at all. After 
this race we have a weekend off, so I can 
go home and put in some more work." 

For the second time in its nine-year 
history of hosting professional competi- 
tion, the beautiful Budds Creek course, 
built and managed by Jonathan Beasley, 
was run in the opposite direction (see 
Briefly...), throwing a new and unex- 
pected curve at the national riders. Also 
new for 1998 was a recently revised 
starting area and first turn, offering 
spectators greater visibility and accessi- 
bility to the racing action. 


MOTO ONE 


As the riders hit the Budds Creek 
start for the first time, it was Johnson 
blasting to the holeshot, followed by his 
teammate, Carmichael, Team Moto 
XXX's Brandes, Team Chaparral Yama- 
ha's Jimmy Button and Brown. 
Carmichael was the first rider to be bit- 
ten by the gnarly Budds Creek course, 
when he went down on one of the 
track's numerous and steep off-camber 
turns late in the first lap. 

“My front end just washed out," said 
Carmichael. "I got up and got going 
pretty quickly so it wasn't really a big 
deal." 

With Carmichael re-entering the race 


/ just inside the top 10, Brandes inherited 


the lead and rode strongly out front for 
the next several laps before eventually

falling into the clutches of Button just 
before the halfway point. i 

“I felt pretty good leading,” said 
Brandes later. “I was running at a pace 
that I was comfortable with and the bike 
was working really well, but I’ve recent- 
ly been struggling with a nagging left- 
hand-thumb injury that made it hard for 
me to hold on to the bike later in the 
moto.” 

As Button moved past the wounded 
Brandes for the lead, Carmichael contin- 
ued his relentless charge to the front, 
sailing past Dowd for third as the riders 
began lap number five. With the top 
four riders in the moto separated by a 
few seconds, Carmichael took the mea- 
sure of Brandes in the same turn in 
which he had crashed earlier, moving 
into the runner-up position. With the 
leader now in his sight, Carmichael 
began to hound Button for the top spot, 
eventually taking the position with an 
inside block pass in a tight, left-handed 
turn approaching Budds Creek’s mon- 
strous tabletop jump. 

“I kind of overjumped the double 
just before the turn and that allowed 
Ricky to get on the inside of me," Button 
said later. 

With clear track ahead of him, 
Carmichael put his head down and con- 
tinued to charge, increasing his lead on 
Button by as much as a second a lap as 
Brown, who charged back from outside 
the top 10 after falling early in the moto, 
attacked Dowd for third. 



















"After I caught up to John, he slid 
out in one of the tight corners before the 
finish line and I just went around him," 
said Brown. "It's kind of one-lined out 
there and to make a pass you have to be 
prepared to get a little rough. Luckily 
for me, he slid out and I got around him 
the easy way." 

_ With Carmichael now solidly in the 
lead and the two-lap board showing, 
Button fell under attack from the hard- 
. charging Brown but, somehow, man- 
aged to keep the inspired Honda of Troy 
rider at bay until the finish. 
—.. Carmichael went on to take the deci- 
sive moto win, followed by a season- 
best second-place ride from Button. 
Brown was third and visibly excited 
about his strong finish. 

“I feel great," Brown said. "I got a 
pretty good start, and then went down 
on the first lap and dropped back a few 
places. I’ve been riding good every 
weekend, but I just haven't been getting 
good starts. This time, I got a good start, 
went down and was still able to score a 
good finish, so I’m really proud of my 
ride.” 

Dowd, the current points leader, fin- 
ished fourth, followed by a strong ride 
for fifth from 1997 Eastern Region 
Supercross Champion Tim Ferry. 
Brown’s teammate Stephane Roncada 
was sixth. Johnson rolled in for seventh, 
followed by Reynard in eighth. Early 
moto leader Brandes held on for ninth, 
with Team Stiffie’s Shaun Perolio 
rounding out the top 10. 


MOTO TWO 


When the gate dropped for moto 
two, it was Team SplitFire/Pro Circuit's 
Nathan Ramsey rocketing to the 
holeshot, closely pursued by Brown. 
Carmichael was third, followed by 
Dowd and Team Stiffie’s Brian Deegan. 
Button and Roncada went down in the 
first turn and re-entered the race well 
behind the pack. Ramsey was the next 
rider to fall victim to the slick Budds 
Creek surface, with the early leader 
going down in a dry, left-hand corner 
before the end of the first lap - surren- 
dering the lead to Brown. 

With Carmichael in close pursuit, 
Brown put in one of the strongest rides 
of his career, pulling out to a four-sec- 
ond lead on the defending outdoor 
champion. As Brown and Carmichael 
went at it for the lead, Carmichael's 
teammate Nicholas Wey, who started 
just outside of the top five, moved 
around Dowd for third. Brown and 
Carmichael's intense battle for the lead, 
which pushed the dueling pair out to a 
12-second lead on the rest of the field, 
continued until the halfway point. At 
that point, after making several aggres- 
sive attempts at the lead, Carmichael 
took command of the moto when Brown 
fell in one of the track's tight, rutted 
turns. 

"| tried a new line on the inside of 
the turn," explained Brown. "It was 
really slippery where they had watered 
it and I just slid out." 

With a substantial lead on the next 
pack of-riders, Brown was able to quick- 
ly re-join the race before losing position. 

As the laps started to wind down, 
both Dowd and Johnson stormed past 
Wey, dropping the young rider to fifth, 
as they began a battle for third. 
Carmichael, with both fists in the air, 
rolled over the Budds Creek finish-line 
drop-off to take the moto win and over- 
all, pulling to within one point of Dowd, 
211-210, in the championship points bat- 
tle. 

Brown put in an outstanding ride for 
second, followed by Dowd. Johnson was 
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fourth, while Wey rounded out the top 
five. Reynard, who put in his most con- 
sistent ride of the outdoor season, was 
sixth. Deegan and Team FMF Honda's 
Brock Sellards were seventh and eighth, 
respectively. Honda of Troy’s Casey 
Lytle was ninth, followed by his French 
teammate Roncada, who after an 
ageressive charge through the pack, fin- 
ished 10th. CN

AMA/MBNA SUPERBIKE 


NATIONAL CHAMPIONSHIP

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 21 

he 75th Loudon Classic will for- 

ever be remembered as the 

weirdest AMA Superbike race 
ever run. From the time the bikes were 
unloaded on Thursday to when they 
were carted away on Sunday evening, 
nothing made much sense. There were 
horrific accidents that changed the 
nature of the championship, there was 
close racing, and there were mechani- 
cal failures and uncharacteristic crash- 
es by the steadiest of riders. Just when 
you thought you'd seen it all, you - 
and the 39,000 who showed up for the 
rain-plagued weekend - saw some- 
thing else. | 

When it was all sorted out, Yoshimu- 
ra Suzuki's Aaron Yates showed that he 
was fully recovered from the wrist 
injuries that took him out of three early 
races by winning an incident-plagued 
race late on a warm but cloudy after- 
noon. 

Yates came by his second career 
AMA. Superbike National win honestly, 
taking the lead from Yamaha's Jamie 
Hacking on the 11th of 39 laps and hold- 
ing him off to the end. Hacking took a 
career-best second, with Vance & Hines 
Ducati's Anthony Gobert third despite 
having a motorcycle that gave him little 
confidence in the front end. 

But before the race was even begun, 
the weekend was jinxed. American 
Honda's Miguel DuHamel, who was 
leading the championship entering 
Loudon, endured a horrible crash in 
turn one on a wet track in Saturday 
afternoon's qualifying session, suffering 
a compound fracture of the left femur 
and a broken knee. His championship 
season is certainly over and he may not 





return to racing this year. (See "In the 
Wind.") 

Harley-Davidson's Thomas Wilson 
also crashed in turn one. His spill came 
on Friday when he went into the wall 
feet first. He suffered bilateral femur 
fractures in both legs as well as a shat- 
tered pelvis. His season is over and it 
will be some time before he'll be able to 
walk. 

Those two incidents, and another in 
Pirelli Formula Xtreme practice, caused 
the AMA to make changes to the turn- 
one runoff area and forced a lot of riders 
to reconsider their strategy. 

“I couldn't ride yesterday,” 
Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin said on 
Sunday night, even though he'd quali- 
fied on the pole position for the fifth 
time. That didn't help him in the race. 

While leading the race on the 10th 
lap, Mladin had his engine expire 
between turns six and seven, the Aus- 
tralian stepping off of the Suzuki 
GSXR750 before it came to a stop. He 
walked back to the pits, got in his rental 
car, and left the facility. The team didn't 
know the specific failure, though 
Mladin speculated that it may have 
dropped a valve. It dropped one in prac- 
tice the previous week in Elkhart Lake. 
Mladin had set the fastest lap of the race 
on his last complete lap. 

Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler, 
the rider whose reputation is one of con- 
sistency, lost the front end and crashed in 
turn one on the final lap while closing in 
on second-placed rider Jamie Hacking. 

"To have such an opportunity to 
build a cushion (in the championship) 
and to throw it away on the last lap - 
I'm so pissed at myself," Chandler 
said. 

Because the field lapped up through 
eighth place, Chandler was credited 
with ninth place and moved into the 
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Ben Bostrom (11) led the early stages of 
the AMA Superbike National at New 
Hampshire International Speedway. 
Bostrom eventually crashed and 
remounted to finish seventh, leaving 
Jamie Hacking (92) to finish second 
behind race winner Aaron Yates. 





championship lead with 251 points, two 
more than Gobert. 

American Honda's Ben Bostrom, 
who carried Honda's hopes in this race 
in DuHamel's absence, also saw his race 
come to a premature end. While leading 
the race on the ninth lap, Bostrom went 
into the turn-six carousel too hot, 
straightened up, then rode off the track 
and tipped over. He remounted to take 
seventh place. 

“Mladin kept pressuring me and 
thats why I made the mistake," 
Bostrom said. 

He moves into third in the point 
standings with 240 points. 

As the attrition mounted, the field 
moved forward, with Yoshimura Suzu- 
ki's Steve Crevier taking up fourth place 
on the final lap when Chandler fell. Ear- 
lier, Crevier and the Suzuki TL1000R 
twin had been in a twins race, chasing 
the Ducati twin of Gobert and the 
Harley-Davidson VR1000 of Pascal 
Picotte. Picotte pulled in on the 24th lap 
when his engine died. The team made 
hasty repairs and he went back out for a 
few laps before calling it a day. He'd 
been running fifth when the engine 
failed. 

Moving up to fifth was Thomas 
Stevens, the Vance & Hines Ducati rider 
ecstatic that he could finish that high - 
his best this year - with a fractured clav- 
icle. Stevens had broken the right collar- 
bone during Saturday morning's prac- 
tice session. It was the same collarbone 








he'd broken at Laguna Seca in April, 
though the break wasn't as severe. 

"That's the best fifth place you could 
ask for with a fractured clavicle," 
Stevens said. 

Taking a career-best sixth was the 
struggling Tommy Hayden. Hayden has 
had a hard time on the Muzzy Kawasaki 
this year and he was hoping this would 
be a boost to his confidence. He made a 
late run at Stevens, but the Ducati rider 
turned up the pace and held him off by 
about 1.5 seconds. 

Then came Bostrom, charging to the 
finish and turning in the second-fastest 
lap of the race. 

Yamaha's Rich Oliver was eighth, the 
former 250cc GP champ appearing to 
have trouble getting into the corners late 
in the race, possibly due to brake prob- 
lems. Ninth went to Chandler, the two- 
time defending champion unable to re- 
start after the turn-one crash. 

Yoshimura Suzuki's Larry Pegram 
was 10th, lapped by Yates. 

Among the nonfinishers. were both 
Fast By Ferracci Ducatis. Tom Kipp 
crashed in turn two while running in 
third on the 11th lap. 

“I think I hit a slick spot on the 
track," Kipp said. 

His teammate Mike Hale injured his 
shoulder in a practice crash on Satur- 
day. After the spill, Eraldo Ferracci 
decided to terminate his contract, end- 
ing what was a troublesome year for 
both (see "Briefly..."). Hale left on Satur- 
day night without comment. 

The race began under a cloud, literal- 
ly and figuratively, late on Sunday after- 
noon. Bostrom jumped out front, fol- 
lowed by Hacking, Mladin and Kipp, 
with Mladin goind under Hacking in 
the turn-six carousel on the second lap 
and setting out after Bostrom. 

He applied pressure in turn six on 
lap four, going underneath Bostrom, 
with the Honda rider taking it back on 
the exit. It happened again on the eighth 
lap, with Bostrom taking it back further 
through the corner. The pressure got to 
Bostrom, because on the ninth lap he 
moved over to protect the line. 

“I was concentrating on protecting 
the inside line from Mat," Bostrom said. 
"It was hurting my lap times. He 
shoved it in there and I passed him 
back. That lap I went way inside, so far 
inside that I couldn't make the corner. I 
tucked the front end, saved it, then put 
it in the gravel trap. I picked it up, did a 
couple of slow laps to make sure the 
brakes and shifter were okay, then took 
off. I was trying to make up as many 
positions as possible." 

Mladin's term at the front was short. 
Going down the hill from turn seven on 
the 10th lap, his engine broke and he 
walked away, angry at his second non- 
finish in a row (he was taken out on the 
first lap of last week's race at Road 
America by Picotte). Mladin was in a 
prime position to make a move in the 
championship when the engine stopped, 
and he was understandably furious. 

Hacking inherited the lead on the 
10th lap, with Yates and Kipp trailing, 
but Kipp wouldn't be there for long. 

"I didn't do anything different," 
Kipp said of his turn-two spill. "I went a 
couple of feet lower, but I didn't go in 
any hotter. I went down in there and the 
next thing I know, I'm sliding on the 
ground. It's the first time all season I've 
lost the front in that situation." 

On the next tour, lap 11, Yates was 
out front, with Hacking attacking and 
Chandler next. 

That would be the order all the way 
to the final lap, when Chandler fell. 

"Stupid me," Chandler lamented. “I 





was making time on Jamie. I kind of got 
hosed in traffic. I wasn't trying to do 
nothing. I'd been having trouble with 
that seam. From the infield to the apron 
there are three patches, and the front 
end is suspect through there. I didn't 
think I was carrying any speed. I was 
looking at the next corner. I hit the rip- 
ples and that was it. Before I caught the 
last two lappers, I thought I'd be right 
with him." 

Chandler had closed to within seven- 
tenths of a second starting the final lap, 
having knocked tenths off of the lead for 
several laps before. 

The race hadn't been easy for Chan- 
dler. At the start, his Muzzy Kawasaki 
ZX-7R developed a misfire. Chandler 
diagnosed it as a problem with the 
speed shifter and he turned the electric 
shifter off with the handlebar switch. 

Yates won the race and afterward 
thanked his lucky stars. 

"Those two guys that went out in 
front of us, they sure made it easy," 
Yates said. "I worked my way around, 
got behind Jamie and showed him a 
wheel. He picked up the pace and I was 
like, ‘All right, let's go,’ and we kind of 
started closing in on the top two guys 
and I was kind of caught up in actually 
watching their battle up there. They 
were back and forth and it was a pretty 
good race, Ben (Bostrom) going out wide 
out there (in turn six). I was like, ‘All 
right. No reason for me to watch them 
two anymore, got to pay attention to 
what I'm doing'. And then the next lap, 
coming around and Mat's just kind of 
coasting through there. I’m like "Wow, 
what is this all about?' So I chased Jamie 
(Hacking). He slowed up just a bit there 
for a couple laps, and I closed in real 
close and managed to get around him 
and went on and stayed comfortable and 
counted down the laps. Actually, I had 
to make myself stop looking at the damn 
pit board there for a while, because I 
kept looking at it and counting the laps 
and that's how it went." 

Yates had one moment early in the 
race when he might have joined the oth- 
ers on the scrap heap, but he managed 
to save it.

“I got out there pretty wide, and I 
guess it's kind of out there in the mar- 
bles or something," he said. "I got a bit 
Of a chatter from the rear and it was 
like sideways and it flipped me up, 
and I did my regular old high-side 
save try thing and got on the gas as 
good as I could. I went on and came 
around and saw I had some time, so I 
was comfortable. This place really 
suits my style, I guess; I enjoy riding 
around here and I've always done well 
here. This Yoshimura Suzuki is just an 
awesome bike to be here on this 
track." 

Having missed three races, Yates 
isn't in the championship hunt, but the 
weekend gave him some perspective. 

"With Miguel going out, it opens it 
wide open because he dominated the 
last couple of races, and also Anthony's 
been doing really well and him being 
up here again and then Mat having 
another difficulty that kind of drops 
him back a bit," he said. "That's the 
way it went. This weekend's been pret- 
ty different." 

“I put this Yamaha out there and 
rode the wheels off of it,” Hacking said. 
“It kind of felt like the Daytona 200, but 





without a pit stop. My Yamaha was 
flawless. All the guys on the team are 
great. We did a great job on setting the 
bike up for the weekend for the long 
run. I’m not the fastest in practice. I've 


just been trying to get the bikes dialed in 
and not blaze around here in practice 
and set the world on fire, and then come 
to the race and not do anything at all.

Mladin takes 
the fifth 


tis a gross understatement to say that qualifying was a mess 

at Loudon. The first session was interrupted by rain and the 

second one was rained out completely. American Honda's 
Miguel DuHamel broke his leg (see “Briefly...”) on a wet track 
in the first attempt at the first session, about an eight-minute 
run. The entire one-hour session was later run, the qualifying 
ending at 7 p.m. on Friday evening. 

When it was finally done, Yoshimura Suzuki's Mat Mladin 
was again on the pole, the Australian earning his fifth of the sea- 
son with a new lap record of 1:12.209. Of all the riders, Mladin 
was the most critical of the safety conditions at the track, but it 
didn’t slow him down much. 

"I should have done 11s," said Mladin, who won here last 
year on the Fast By Ferracci Ducati. “I got held up by Rich Oliv- 
er for about 500 yards and he was sliding all over the place. If 
there are good conditions, it wouldn’t surprise me if people 
were doing 11s. It's going to take 11.7, 11.8 to get the pole, 
depending on conditions.” 

American Honda’ Ben Bostrom was second, .071 of a second 
behind Mladin, his best qualifying effort yet on the Honda 
RC45. 

“It went pretty good,” Bostrom said. "I knew Mat (Mladin) 
and Aaron (Yates) would be the guys to beat out this week, for 
sure. They just go so damn fast around this track. Both of them 
are really good riders. At the last couple of tracks I had a bit of a 
horsepower advantage, so I expected to outqualify them there, 
but here I knew it'd be tough. I put my head down pretty hard, 
did a 12.2. Mat put his head down; he also did a 12.2. His ended 
up being a few hundredths more than mine. Aaron I'm sure 


would've been real close, too, but he had a bit of a get-off, too. I 
just want to set pole. I’ve never been on pole in superbike. I was 
pretty eager to get out there, but my mind wasn't fully in it. 
Miguel (DuHamel) fell and (Thomas) Wilson and Brett Metzger 
(see “Briefly...”). I just couldn't stop thinking about that. I think 
everyone had that. In the press room, Aaron even said, ‘Yeah, I 
was backing off in one a bit.’ So I’m sure everyone had that on 
their mind. Otherwise, I'm betting that the three of us maybe 
even put it in the 11s, because everyone out there took some 
chances. I'm satisfied with it.” 

Mladin's teammate Aaron Yates killed any chances he had of 
improving above third when he crashed on his first lap on his 
qualifying tire. 

"It was going pretty good," Yates said. "On the second lap | 
went down through the esses, down the end of the Speedway, 
lost the front going through the right-hander and that pretty 
much ended my session. I went down, just a little low-side, and 
took the handlebar off. There wasn't enough time to get it all 
fixed up. The bike was working really good and I felt that I 
could've gone just as fast if not faster than the other guys. I was 
doing like 13.1s ever since day one. The race setup is pretty 
good." 

Yates said that, unlike some of the recent high-speed 
tracks such as Road Atlanta and Road America, the 12-turn, 
1.6-mile New Hampshire International Speedway suited the 
Suzukis. 

"The bikes turn really good and you can flick them good; 
you can stick them anywhere you want to and they'll stay there 
and that's what works around this place," he said. "That's why 
we went to the front. We put a lot of effort into getting the gear- 
box right for driving out of the tight turns and trying to get the 
power down and not spin it too much." 

Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler was fourth fastest, his 
best time of 1:12.911 on a qualifying tire. He didn't go faster in 
Saturday's free practice session. 

"| don't think anyone can do 12s on a race tire," Chandler 
said. "I could run pretty consistent high to mid-13s on a race 
tire. It'd be nice to get a couple more tenths out of it." 


Yamaha's Jamie Hacking started off the second row, having 
been knocked off the front row in the final minutes. 

"These last few races in qualifying, I’m taking my time, 
maybe working on my setup, changing it for a more precise 
feeling in the long run, in the race," Hacking said. “Qualifying - 
as long as I'm on the first two rows, I’m happy. Right now I'm 
more concerned with working on setup and being there in the 
race. This place is tough. You've got to get a good setup. I think 
we've got a good package for the race, something I can ride the 
whole 39 laps and not get off and be hammered. These guys are 
blistering off some paces, but I don't think - not around here, 
man - I don't think it's going to last. It's good to go out and get 
yourself pumped that you can go out there and do 12s in prac- 
tice, but when you've got 40 guys coming down your neck for 
39 laps... l've got a different strategy going than somebody else, 
but I think mine'll work pretty good." 

Tom Kipp turned in his best qualifying effort on the Fast By 
Ferracci, sixth fastest as he continues to make progress on feel- 
ing comfortable on the Ducati. 

"We've been changing stuff all weekend,” Kipp said, “main- 
ly just fine-tuning the rear shock and forks. We've been testing 
tires. Like today, we made it a priority in the morning practice 
to run race distance on what we thought was the race tire. I did 
a bunch of 14.0s and 14s. I'm going to have to go a little faster in 
the race on a dry track." 

Vance & Hines Ducati's Anthony Gobert was an uncharac- 
teristic ninth fastest, the victim of some bad setup choices, but 
mainly he was just spooked after seeing how badly DuHamel 
and Wilson had been hurt. 

"Yesterday, after seeing two of my friends get badly hurt, 1 
didn't want to get badly hurt,” Gobert said. 

He was able to go faster in Saturday's free practice, but he 
was unable to improve his grid position after Saturday's quali- 
fying session was canceled. 

“I learned where the track went a lot better," Gobert said. 
"We changed gearing, we changed suspension. Those three 
things helped. I thought I'd go faster in qualifying; then they 
decided to call qualifying."

really ripping." 

Hacking knew that someone was 
coming, but he didn't know it was 
Chandler. 

"I had no idea who it was behind 
me," he said. "I don't pay attention. The 
race is in front of me, not behind me. All 
I do is pay attention to my splits and 
just keep a nice, steady pace going. I 
noticed the gap closed up and the lap- 
pers were coming up and I was trying to 
pull a Miguel (DuHamel) on everybody 
and just get in there and stuff them up 
and give Doug the short of them and it 
looked like it came out on my side. 

"Those guys (at Yamaha) are really 
not looking for me to do anything this 
year, but if I can come out of this whole 
deal with a top five I'll just be tickled to 
death - that's a big accomplishment to 
me," added Hacking, who's tied for fifth 
in points with Mladin. "That's basically 
what I set out to do this year, and it 
looks like I’m going to end up doing it if 
I just keep riding smart and using my 
head and keep learning to ride this 
bike." 

Gobert finished about 17 seconds 
behind Hacking, having held off all 
challengers while struggling with a 
front end which wouldn't plant or turn 
on a track he didn't like. 

“I don't want to take anything away 
from Aaron (Yates), because he did a 
good race; all these guys did, really," the 
Australian said. "I didn't really give up, 
but I realized from the start that it was 
going to be difficult for me because we 
hadn't really had that much dry time. 
We've been chasing a setup the whole 
time since we've been here, and I just 
didn't feel that confident once I saw all 
the oil and stuff and with the front end I 
didn't want to risk going down because 
l've come a long way in the last few 
races. l've had a few mechanical prob-

lems, which dropped us way out. To 
make up so many points, I didn't want 
to just sort of risk crashing and throw- 
ing it all away.

If I’m not confi- 
dent with the front, then it takes me a 
long time to get going. Basically, here, 
once I stuck it in a few times on the 
front, then I didn't feel confident at all. I 


thought straight away that it was not 
worth really ending up on the side of 
the track. It was just sort of regroup and 
come back to the next race a long way 
behind. It was just the kind of thing 
where I wasn't happy with the way the 
bike was set up, so I didn't want to push 
it." 

Crevier was next, about 13 seconds 
back after losing touch. 

“I couldn't get ahead of Gobert and 
Pascal (Picotte) in the beginning," Crevi- 
er said. “They were getting a little better 
drives.

Harley-Davidson's Thomas Wilson suffered severe - possibly 
career-threatening injuries - when he. crashed in turn one during 


Friday morning practice at Loudon. According to H-D director of 


marketing Art Gompper. Wilson suffered bilateral femur fractures 
of both legs, a shattered pelvis, injuries to his lower right leg, 
some liver damage, and a. small puncture in one lung. More 
surgery is expected to stabilize the pelvis injury. "He was ripped 
open pretty good," Gompper said. Gompper said Wilson had 
been transferred from a hospital in Concord to Dartmouth Hitch- 
cock Medical Center and underwent surgery Friday night. He was 
listed in stable condition. His wife, Lynn. flew in from Ohio on Fri- 
day night. Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler was right behind Wil- 
son when it happened. “Ultimately, he locked the front and lost 
it," Chandler said. As he: was tipping it in, Chandler said Wilson 
caught his foot on the ground, possibly from hitting a false neutral 
or not backshifting. “Basically, he just low-sided," Chandler said.

Metzger Racing Suzuki's Brett Metzger was hospitalized in 
intensive care after crashing during Pirelli Formula Xtreme practice 
on’ Friday morning.

Among the .riders who were interested in riding for Ferracci this 
year was Luca Cadalora, the ltalian GP- veteran who rode the 
previous two 500cc GP's for Yamaha Team Rainey before signing 
on with Team. Suzuki for the next two. His contract with Suzuki 
expires after the. July 5 British GP. at Donington Park. "Now he 
might want to continue (on the Suzuki);" Ferracci said, "and | 
worry if l'm up to his expectations. " 


Mike. Hale was knocked out of the Loudon race when he high- 
sided during Saturday morning practice; injuring his right shoulder. 
The spill occurred in turn three, a looping. uphill right-hander. "It 
hurts like hell right now,” Hale said during Saturday's lunch break. 
"It felt like it came out of place. It hurt like hell for 20 seconds. 
then there was a sharp pain that went away. «Now it hurts again 
and it's not going away. | had a few close calls yesterday and we 
made. some chassis: adjustments. It made the bike real quick. It 
stepped out just like that." Hale left the area after being told he 
was being let go and was unavailable for comment. i 


The rash of bad crashes - more than had hit one AMA road race in 
one meeting than anyone could remember - caused a lot of riders 
to reconsider the tracks on which they're asked to ride. Fast By 
Ferracci's Tom Kipp had an admittedly emotional response. 
"We shouldn't’ be racing anywhere where the guy in charge of 
the track is not willing to work with us," he said. "If the guy has 
the attitude that he doesn't care, we shouldn't be here. l've had a 
lot to say about the trees (going over the hill after turn seven) to 


many different people. The answer | got two or three years ago is 


that they didn't want to cut trees down. They had some lame rea- 
son. Basically. they said it looked nice. That's hard. to swallow 
when guys àre getting broken legs. That's definitely the most dan- 
gerous part of the track." Kipp's solution is that the riders have to 
communicate to the AMA and the promoter what their needs are. 
“There are not that many people that have a good understanding 
of what's considered a safe or unsafé corner. It's difficult to 
understand unless you're on a 165-horsepower motorcycle. 
There's a lot more than how far it will slide if it goes. down. They 
have no comprehension of what happens on a high-powered 
motorcycle. ". He believes that a handful of riders should work with 
the AMA and that "the AMA has to take them seriously. There 
are a.lot of high-impact areas that go unnoticed. Ron Barrick does 














"The first 10 laps, they were just 
barely creeping away from me," Hay- 
den said. ^I don't know, a little over 
halfway they started coming back to 
me. They picked it up a little when I 
was trying to catch them. I was by 
(Oliver with less than six laps to go) 
and reeling in Stevens, and I knew the 


laps were winding down. And then I 
caught up to him and I don't really 
think he knew I was catching that fast 
until a few laps, and then he picked it 
up a little. I used a softer tire and just 
couldn't get around him coming off the 
corners." 

On the 35th lap Bostrom also. passed 
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Changes to come? 


A MA road race manager Ron Barrick was well aware of rider concern following the hor- 





rific injuries suffered at New Hampshire International Speedway, and he said the AMA 
would do all they could to address it. 

"Well, I think at least some of the comments that I read in the Sunday paper this morning 
were somewhat valid,” Barrick said. “Yes, the complexion of the sport and the machines are 
changing - the speeds they're attaining, the tires are better. They're able to jump out of the 
turns quicker. They are more powerful every year and that leads to new developments. The 
machines are getting more and more expensive - not that that should be a consideration one 
way or the other. Obviously, it's the riders we're concerned about. With everything that's 
come up, we need to rethink how we look at this track if we're going to return next year, and 
I'm not saying that we wouldn't return for this reason or that reason. Jerry Wood, who runs all 
the Penguin Racing Schools here and is obviously involved in a lot of the Loudon Road Racing 
Series stuff here - not only as a racer himself, but he also has two kids who race here. All these 
people, Rich Alexander, the like, they've never seen anyone hit a wall down in turn one. Nor 
have I. l've been coming here since 1982 - of course that was the old track configuration, which 
had its own unique set of problems. There's no track that's problem-free. From a rider's stand- 
point, every place could use some adjustments. 

"| fully agree with the riders on any issue that pertains to their well-being. We have to try 
to look at a track from their standpoint. It's just unfortunate that sometimes something this 
bad has to happen to several riders before everyone starts rethinking how they view their 
goals. Definitely, it's time to sit down with the promoter and track owner and talk about what 
we can do for next year - whether he would consider purchasing air fence to keep on-site here. 
We're not the only race here. We're the race that's going to produce the fastest lap times and 
the highest velocities with the motorcycles. But they do run a number of club races every year, 
plus all the Penguin Schools. It's a very active motorcycle track. It would seem that, yes, for 
our event, we'd like to see some different setup for next year. But in general I think the track 
may want to consider its options for having stuff that's on-site here permanently that they 
bring out for each event, Whether that turns out to be more of those tires that are strung 
together, which are effective in certain circumstances, or whether it's bringing in 500 straw 
bales, 1000 straw bales, whatever. That's another option. Obviously there's some state-of-the- 
art equipment like air fence. 

“It's kind of a combination, I guess. We go into a facility and we've been dealing with pret- 
ty much the same setup year after year in regards to placing the tire barriers and whatnot and 


the track's responsibility to do that. Obviously, as the road race manager, it's partly my - 


responsibility to tell the track, "Here's where I think som should be done,’ work together 
with them to do that. Now that this happened, clearly there's going to be a lot of discussion."

a really good job. with the way the series has been run here 
recently. Still, | think at times these guys are out of touch with. the 
reality of safety issues. " 


With American Honda's Miguel DuHamel out for the season, Ben 
Bostrom is left to carry the standard and he said he'd felt it. 
“Yeah, | felt a lot of pressure on Friday night.” he said. “! couldn't 
sleep. | tried to go to bed early and | just lay in bed for a few hours 
just thinking. All this crap going through my mind and. didn't like 
that. So | didn't get very much sleep yesterday. So then it worked 
out pretty good because last night | slept good. I'm feeling a bit of 
pressure, l'm more nervous today than | have been at any race. | 
keep getting faster. Right now we're on pole on the little bike 
(600cc) and right there for the big bike. | just want to go out there 
and do good for. the team. and | want to win my first superbike 
race real bad. | don't know what else to say..| know that the team 
looks at the big picture and there's championships involved and 
I'm not too far out of either one. |'m sure they don't want me to 
put it on the ground and | don't want to put it on the ground, but | 
also want to win. | don't know, l'm a bit nervous today. If some- 
one's trying to get away from me, | don't know how hard to go 
after them." 


There was more confusion when the AMA canceled the first eight 
minutes of Friday's qualifying session. The riders approached 
AMA road race manager Ron Barrick and voiced their displea- 
sure. Yoshimura's Mladin was among the more vocal. The AMA 
reversed their decision, allowing the first eight minutes to. stand. It 
became a moot point when everyone went faster on a dry track in 
the later session. Mladin's view was, had they not counted it, it 
meant that DuHamel went out and broke his leg for no reason. 
"He tried to put his head down thinking, like they normally do, 
they let the clock run if it starts raining, but this time they stopped 
it. What we all did, we all went out and put our heads down to try 
to do a fast lap. Then it started raining. And what they normally do 
is, they let the clock run, but this time they decided to stop it. 
Race in the dark, qualify in the dark. There's never any consisten- 
cy. Everyone who went down there (to. meet with Barrick) was 
going.to clock him. It's irrelevant now, because everyone went 
quicker, but that's not the point. The guy that's leading the cham- 
pionship broke his leg and it's pathetic. There's no consistency at 
all. It's a case of amateurism, really. It made the series look so 
unprofessional, seeing it." 


Vance & Hines Ducati's Anthony Gobert was making. his first 


visit to the New Hampshire. track. “They all have parts on the 
tracks where it's a bit dangerous, really, but this place has more 
of those spots," Gobert said. adding that "this isn't anywhere 
near as dangerous as Phoenix. | think it's ridiculous that we race 
there with concrete all the way around the final turn." Gobert 
went on to say that riders have rarely stood up for their own safe- 
ty. "We have to take extra caution here. Nobody likes to race that 
way. I'll be holding back a lot because I've got a lot to lose." The 
rash of crashes caused him to take a more cautious approach, 
"especially seeing someone | know - Miguel, he's a friend of 
mine, and | watched him crash and get hurt. | saw Thomas Wilson 
laying on the track as well and | could tell he was severely broken. 
It's not good to see friends. injured like that. It sort of puts you off 
a bit for the weekend." He also said that he had no intention of 
racing here next year, hoping to get a 500cc GP or World Super- 


bike ride. "If | was going to be racing here in the future, l'd make a 
bigger deal of it." As for how it affects the championship, Gobert 
said that; "It changes it for the better for us because Miguel's 


been our main opposition, really: | feel that we'd be in a total dif- 
ferent position, really, if we hadn't had the machine problems 
we've had. | had a lot of bad luck at the start of the year and then 
my mum said to me on the phone, ‘Soon it's going to be their turn 
to get the bàd luck because you've had it all the first part of the 
year.' Now it's starting to turn around. l've had some good races; 
the bike's been good. It just let me down a little bit in qualifying 
last weekend. Generally, it's been a lot more good:than.bad - it's 
been 70 percent good and 30. percent bad. The guys are starting 
to,.| think, sort of struggle a little bit, they're starting to feel the 
pressure now that l'm sort of back there. They started relaxing a 
bit thinking | was sort of out of. it. Now l'm coming back strong 
and I'm starting to pressure them. Miguel obviously was going for 
that extra point, thinking that might be his only chance at it, like 
we all sort of thought. Mat (Mladin) didn't finish last weekend as 
well, so, like, hopefully their luck is starting to run out a little bit 
and mine's actually starting to-get a bit stronger.” 


The rash of horrific accidents caused a number of the riders to 
consider whether the Loudon race should remain on the AMA 
schedule. Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler said that it was 
time the AMA looked into homologating tracks, as is done by the 
FIM for the World Championship and World Superbike Champi- 
onship. "It's not that we shouldn't just not race on them. We 
should give them a list of what needs to be done," said Chandler, 
who: crashed. uninjured in 600cc Supersport practice. “If it's not 


done, then we don't come: back." As to why the riders race on 


tracks like Loudon, Chandler wasn't willing to point fingers at any 
one entity. “! think we're all to blame: us, the riders, for accepting 
it: the manufacturers: the AMA for making us race here. It's 
almost to the point that we have enough tracks that we can 
choose. It wasn't that long ago that there were only eight races 
on the. schedule." Chandler believes that the safety issue has 
come to a head because of the higher level of talent and competi- 
tion. "Before, it was two or three guys. Now, you've got 12 guys 
pushing each other." 


Vance & Hines Ducati's Thomas Stevens rebroke his recently 
healed right collarbone when he crashed during free practice on 
Thursday. Stevens said that he hit a dirt-filled puddle in the seam 
in the speedway at the bottom of the hill where the new section of 
the track crosses the speedway: Stevens said he hit it “off-line, 
ran where the water had settled over a bunch of dirt; it threw me 
right down on the collarbone and | broke it again. Same one | just 
got done healing up from." Stevens qualified 14th and decided to 
race. "l'll tape it down and I'm going to go out there and have at 
it, finish." Stevens ended up a brave fifth in the National. 


Rain wreaked havoc on Saturday's schedule, with MBNA 
Superbike qualifying being canceled, along with Teamline 750cc 
Supersport qualifying, and the two Pro Thunder heat races. The 
Superbikes went out at about. 4:25 p.m. for a 20-minute practice 
session, though only 11 of 36 riders chose to take part because 
the track was partially wet. Some riders went out on rain tires and 
some on slicks. Fast by Ferracci’s Tom Kipp was fastest with a 
time of 1:15.043, about three seconds slower than Mat Mladin's 
pole time. "It was a lot drier than. most people expected,” Kipp 
said, but he agreed with Muzzy Kawasaki's Doug Chandler who 
said the track was. dirty, and lacked feel. "| was hoping the track 
would have still been wet,". said Chandler, who initially went out 
on rain tires. "| was hoping to evaluate it. Get an opinion on it. 
Even with it being dry it was fairly dirty going into one and the 
carousel. It was real. suspect on the brakes. It felt like-a low front 
tire. | couldn't get in the way | wanted. It felt like I'd tuck the front 
end." 


Next to Daytona, the Loudon event is the most lucrative on the 
AMA schedule, with a total purse of $113,000. Yoshimura 
Suzuki's Aaron Yates won $10,500 of the $65,000 Superbike 
purse, with Yamaha's Jamie Hacking taking $7000 for second and

he lap charts show that Muzzy 
Kawasaki's Doug Chandler led all 
the way in the Pro Honda Oils 
600cc Supersport race at New Hamp- 
shire International Speedway, but that 
doesn’t tell the full story. 

Chandler did get the lead in turn one 
and ran the race at his own pace, adjust- 
ing his riding somewhat for some both- 
ersome brake fade late in the race, and 
he did cross the line in front for all 24 
laps. But as the race wore down, 
Yoshimura Suzuki’s Aaron Yates made 
a run at him, coming up less than a sec- 
ond short at the finish. American 
Honda's Ben Bostrom, who held off 
Yates as long as he could, finished a dis- 
tant third. 

“I had a look on that last lap going 
over the hill," Chandler said of his pur- 
suit by Yates, "but other than that, I was 
reading the-board, and at the start I did 
kind of what I wanted, got out there and 
did some good laps and started getting 
away, and then I put it in the conserva- 
tive mode. Aaron (Yates), once he broke 
into second, here he come and I definite- 
ly had to put my head down the last 
three laps." 

There were backmarkers in bad 
places on the last few laps, but they 
affected both riders equally and Yates 
wasn't going to use it as an excuse. 

“I was really riding hard the last few 

laps," Yates said after coming up .714 of 
a second short. "I was kind of getting 
tired; I backed it off a bit. I was like, 
‘Come on, come on.’ When I finally got 
around him (Bostrom), I just wasn't as 
strong as I should be. I couldn't do noth- 
ing." 
With American Honda's Miguel 
DuHamel hospitalized with a broken 
leg (see Briefly...), the championship 
was thrown wide open, though the rider 
at the top of the standings didn't 
change. 

Yoshimura Suzuki's Steve Crevier 
continues to lead the title chase, despite 
finishing fourth after sliding all race 
long with what he thought was a bad 
tire. 

“Occasionally you can get something 
that’s not right,” Crevier said. “It was 
not driving forward, it was just spin- 
ning. We've been struggling with set- 
up, but not that bad. I got really done 
wrong.” 

Still, he’s atop the standings with 226 
points, 19 in front of Ben Bostrom. 
Chandler, by virtue of his fifth win of 
the year, moved into third with 210 
points. 

Chandler completed the 24-lap, 38.4- 
mile race in 31 minutes, 31.080 seconds 
at an average speed of 73.101 mph. It 
wasn't enough to break DuHamel's 
record from last year. 

American Honda's DuHamel had 
won here the previous three years, 
which meant that in his absence, there 
would be a new winner. Chandler want- 
ed to make sure it was himself. 

HyperCycle Suzuki's Jason Prid- 
more got the jump on the field - too 
much of a jump, AMA officials decid-

ed, and he was called in for a stop-and- 
go-penalty. 

Chandler had driven by him into 
turn one anyhow, and set off to make 
time on the 36-rider field. He quickly 
had a second in hand over Bostrom, 
upping it to 2.5 seconds on the sixth lap, 
and then to over three by the halfway 
point. The next lap, Yates would finally 
get by Bostrom and set out for the 
leader. 

The cushion would grow slightly 
before Yates began gnawing away at it 
in the second half of the race as Chan- 
dler ran into brake problems. 

“I had a little bit of brake fade,” 
Chandler said. "It was just one of those 
things. This track is real hard and you 
use a lot of brake. I tried to conserve 
what I had." 

Yates cut it below two seconds with 
five laps to go, knocking off a couple of 
tenths every lap until he was within 
about 10 bike lengths with two laps to 
go. Then they hit traffic in the final 
sequence of turns. 

Chandler got it first and then Yates, 
the pattern repeating itself on the final 
lap. By then it was too late and Chan- 
dler was able to jet across the line first. 

“I tried to figure out the end," Chan- 
dler said. "I knew he was coming. I was 
just hoping I could get through those 
backmarkers, the last couple of groups 
between." 

"Yeah, I was riding as hard as I could 
out there," Yates said. "I almost crashed 
about probably - how many turns are 
there? - 13 turns, 24 laps. I was pushing 
really hard, as hard as I could. I was 
really hoping to get around Ben 
(Bostrom) a little earlier than I did, but I 
just couldn't do it anywhere. Then it 
looked like he passed on the caution flag 


going into turn one and I thought that 
he'd get a meatball or come in for a 
stop-and-go or something like that. 
That's what the AMA said they would 
have done to me last year if there would 
have been enough laps remaining, and it 
looked like there were plenty of laps 
remaining this time. Maybe they didn't 
catch that or something - I don't know. 
Finally I had to stick it under him over 
there; I lost the front big time and I just 
managed to hold it in there. I figured 
he'd come by on me on the front straight 
because he did the time earlier. I held 
him off and from then I just started 
pulling and chasing Doug and pushing 
as hard as I could. I got to the point that 
I didn't care if I fell or not. I was just so 
out of shape backing it in." 

Bostrom found himself a lonely third, 
in no danger of being caught from 
behind and knowing he couldn't keep 
up with the front-runners' pace. 

“I was holding him up a little bit just 
trying to keep him behind me," Bostrom 
said. "Every time he passed me I tried to 
stuff him back real quick to make sure 
he didn't get some yards on me. Once 
he got by me, he started running Doug 
down and there was nothing I could do. 
I was just going to have to take third 
today. He seemed to go just a little 
quicker through the corners than I did. 
He was just running it really hard and I 
just wasn't shoving it in as hard as he 
was. Obviously, that was just costing. 1 
felt like my bike ran real good down the 
straightaway. I was going to get him 
back. He just kept working me over in 
the corners and especially in the back 
section. I just couldn't handle the pace." 

Yoshimura Suzuki's Crevier was able 
to run third early in the race before his 
teammate Yates dropped him on the 
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fourth lap. After that, Crevier ran the 
whole race alone, his rear tire keeping 
him from making any progress. 

"| put on a big strong charge to try to 
catch Ben and Aaron - I knew he'd be 
charging hard - but I tried to catch up 
and the back end was just coming 
around too much," Crevier said. "It was 
violent. I think it was just a bad tire. It 
might have been a bad tire. I had more 
chatter than normal on the way in, on 
braking - more chatter, really no grip at 
all. Looking at the other guys, it was like 
Holy Christmas - they were stuck. I 
wasn't anywhere with them on the exits 
and it just got. worse and worse and 
worse all through the race. So I just had 
to slow down - going into the corners I 
just had to slow down. I was really 
upset because I knew my lap times 
weren't good - they weren't showing me 
lap times - but I knew that I was doing 
those this morning in practice." 

His pace was strong enough to keep 
him in front of the battle for fifth, the 
best on the race track. From early on, 
HyperCycle's Nicky Hayden held the 
spot; then he was joined by Barnett Tool 
& Engineering's Richard Alexander and 
Erion Racing's Eric Bostrom. Bostrom 
had gotten a bad start and would spend 
the first several laps trying to make up 
for it. ; 

“I got a fairly good jump and them I 
missed a shift,” Bostrom said. “From the 
first turn, I got in there on the inside and 
Richie Alexander came by me from the 
row behind me and then he ran into 
Yates, and I ran into him and we were 
hitting all those cones down in one and 
knocking all them over and it was just 
total chaos. It kind of shook me up a bit. 
We had to pass (Todd) Harrington and 
(Tommy) Hayden and a bunch of guys 








on that first lap. It was just pretty 
nutty." 

By the 11th lap Bostrom was right on 
Nicky Hayden, taking four laps to get 
by with a pass, first in turns one and 
two, then the one that stuck in turn 
three. Immediately he pulled away to 
chase Crevier, but the Yoshimura rider 
was too far in front. He also had to fend 
off 4&6 Cycle's Todd Harrington until 
Harrington crashed his Kawasaki in 
turn two on the 22nd lap. 

"From then on, I saw Crevier up 
there, and I was just riding as hard as I 
could, trying to stay focused," Bostrom 
said. "I came up a little bit short, but I 
think maybe a couple more laps we 
could have maybe got up there and 
gave him some trouble and worked on 
fourth. All in all, considering the lousy 
start, we did pretty good." 

Hayden couldn't catch a break. After 
Bostrom went by, he was sucked in by 
his teammate Pridmore, who had to 
make up considerable distance after his 
stop-and-go penalty, and Alexander. 
The three gathered themselves into a 
trio for the final three laps, Hayden able 
to just hold Pridmore off, with Alexan- 
der eighth. 
| Then came Penguin Racing School's 
Eric Wood in ninth, chased to the end 
by 1-800-CYCLEGEAR’s Steve Rapp in 
10th. €N

PRIDMORE 
GETS HIS 
FOURTH

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 20 
ason Pridmore’s season has been 
up and down more than a manic- 
depressive elevator operator. Since 
the beginning of the season, the defend- 
ing series champion hasn't been able to 
put two strong races together - until 
now. 
After nearly crashing on the warm- 


up lap, the HyperCycle Suzuki rider 
took command on the sixth of 24 laps, 
used traffic judiciously, and then jetted 
off to his second win in a row (and 
fourth of the season) on a day of rapidly 
changing weather on the twists and 
turns of New Hampshire International 
Speedway. 

“I just want to win this champi- 
onship again for Suzuki and for Hyper- 
Cycle and Dunlop and everybody, 
because I’ve got the best bike out there 
and I just want to keep winning,” Prid- 
more said after winning the race in 
record time. 

The 28-year-old Californian complet- 
ed the 24-lap, 38.4-mile race in 30 min- 
utes, 48.500 seconds at an average speed 
of 74.786 mph. He lowered the. mark of 
74.298 mph held by Yoshimura Suzuki's 
Aaron Yates. His margin of victory over 
Barnett Tool & Engineering’s Richard 
Alexander Jr. was 5.075 seconds. . 

The more important margin is the 
one at the top of the championship 
standings. Pridmore took possession of 
second place with 223 points, nine 
behind championship leader Steve Rapp 
of the 1-800-CYCLEGEAR team. Rapp 
finished fourth today after giving up the 
spot to HyperCycle Suzuki’s Nicky 
Hayden (third today) with less than five 
laps to go. Alexander Jr. is third in 
points with 219. 

The sun peeked out from behind 
ominous clouds when the race began 
late on Saturday afternoon. Alexander 
took the lead, but Pridmore had already 


. had more excitement than he'd hoped 


for. 

"I tell you what, you guys, I don't 
know how lucky I am, because this is 
the first time all year I felt like I’ve had a 
little luck," Pridmore said. "I almost fell 
on the warmup lap. I thought it was 
over. It got totally sideways, both feet 
off the pegs, and I couldn't believe it. 
Then, when the race was going to get 
started, I stopped at the end of the field 
just to make sure I wasn't leaking any- 
thing. Richie (Alexander) thought that I 
was leaking some water or something 
and had me pull over. I thought, "Well, 
I’ll try to get a warmup lap in’ even 
though I thought there could be some- 
thing wrong and then come back here 
and look at it. And I didn't see any- 
thing." 

Pridmore said he didn't know what 
caused the turn-two incident, nor does 
he know how he saved it. 

Alexander, Rapp and Pridmore 
jumped to the front of the field, with 
Hayden and Ricci Motorsports' James 
Randolph just behind. 

Pridmore got Rapp on the fourth lap, 
Rapp took it back, and they went at it 
for a lap until Pridmore made it stick 
exiting turn two. He then set out for 
Alexander, whom he'd hound for the 
next lap or two, the pair running side by 
side across the stripe to end the sixth 
lap. Alexander Jr. was able to hold him 
at bay until the end of the lap. 

"When we got by Rapp and we 
pulled a little distance on him, I 
thought, "Well, if I can just try to get by 
Richie somewhere, and find a way to 
put distance on him, that would be 
good,” Pridmore said. "That's kind of 
what I did. Still, it'S easier when you're 
running at the front, I think. I was just 
trying to be as consistent as I could and I 
figure, if nothing else, it's going to pull 
Richie further ahead of Rapp, and that's 


.kind of what it was." 


Alexander held Pridmore off by tak- 
ing the inside in turn one, with Prid- 
more making another run exiting turn 
two for the run down the back straight. 
That didn't work either, so he was 


patient, waiting until the final turn, 
which Alexander botched by running 
off the track and through the grass. 

"Jason was trying to get under me 
and I was closing the door, not knowing 
that he was there, and I stood it up and 
he gave me as much room as 
possible," Alexander said of his off-track 
excursion. "And it was either me close 
the door and take both of us out, or me 
stand it up, run across the grass, and get 
back on the track, and that's what I did. 
And he was courteous enough to hold off 
a little bit and let me get back in front. I 
did notice that and I appreciate it." 

Pridmore tried to make a break but 
couldn't put much more than a second 
on Alexander. All the while Rapp and 
Hayden were inching forward so that 
they and Alexander were mostly run- 
ning as a trio just behind the leader. It 
wasn't until the halfway point that 
Alexander was able to gain a slight 
edge, with Pridmore not able to pull out 
any room in front. Then Pridmore got 
serious. 

With five laps he had more than 
three seconds, and that was the race. 

"When I see plus two or three, T usual- 
ly get sort of comfortable and that's kind 
of when I checked that I got a pretty 
good lead," Pridmore said. "We were 
going through backmarkers. I got held 
up a little bit, but I had a feeling that 
where I was getting by them, I thought 
Richie could be getting ahead of them 
somehow; I don't know if that was the 
case. I kept on waiting for him to come 
back and we started hitting backmarkers. 
I knew he was getting backmarkers." 

"Any time Jason's in front, it's hard 
to catch him and I'm starting to see a lit- 
tle too much of that," Alexander said, 
crediting Pridmore's riding more than 
lapped riders. "I think we kept about 
the same distance for a long time until 
we got into lappers, and no excuses. | 
ran as good as I could and Jason's a real- 
ly strong rider, and I was real happy to 
come home on my home track." 

Alexander said that, after the bad 
luck of the previous year, he just wanted 
to make sure he finished. 

“I just rode a conservative, good 
race," he said. 

With the leaders gone, the fight for 
the final ticket to Victory Lane was 
between Rapp and Hayden. Rapp 
looked to be leaving Hayden with about 
seven laps to go, and then Hayden

closed right up, hounded him, then 
made his move on the exit of turn six on 
the 20th lap. Rapp stuck to him for a few 
laps, then fell back just a little. 

"I was right behind those guys off 
the start and I just lost a little ground at 
the beginning and then I made it up," 
Hayden said. "I just couldn't seem to get 
by Rapp quickly enough. These guys 
kind of got away and, once they got 
away, I figured I'd just sit on him and 
wait for him to make a mistake, and he 
made a few, but I couldn't ever really 
get by him. Then, going into the bowl, I 
just sort of got underneath him." 

Ricci Motorsports' James Randolph 
was a lone fifth,.well clear of fellow 
Suzuki rider Jake Zemke. Zemke, on the 
Zero Gravity Suzuki, passed Hooters 
Restaurants' Paul Harrell less than four 
laps from the end for sixth. 

Local rider Charles Chouinard was 
eighth, by himself, and then came Jamie 
Bowman on the Cycles of Palm Beach 
Suzuki, with Hooters Restaurant's 
Mario DuHamel 10th. €N

THE SANDS 
OF TIME

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 21 
| eem Machine's Roland 
Sands held tough under constant 
pressure to win his third Elf Race 
Fuels/Lubricants 250cc Grand Prix final 
in a row, and he did it in record time on 
a dodgy track - all of which helped him 
increase his already burgeoning champi- 
onship lead. 

The title leader bided his time, taking 
the lead from World Sports Imports' 
Chuck Sorensen on the ninth of 24 laps, 
giving it back for the 16th lap, then lead- 
ing to the flag. Sorensen kept the heat 
high but crashed over the handlebars on 
the 21st lap while in close pursuit. 

That gave Erion Racing's Kurtis 
Roberts, who'd been right on Sorensen, 
the chance to chase the leader. Roberts 
was able to close up on Sands but ulti- 
mately finished 3.410 seconds back. 

Sands completed the 24-lap, 38.4- 
mile race in 30 minutes, 32.920 seconds 
at an average speed of 75.421 mph. The 
mark lowered Rich Oliver's record from 
1996 of 75.386 mph. 

"I'm just out there trying my hardest 
and that's been good enough so far to 
take the win," Sands said after winning 
his fifth race of the year. "I looked back 
there and I could still see Kurtis 
(Roberts) on the last lap. About the last 
lap was the only lap that I slacked off a 
little bit, just trying to take the victory. 
Because this is a rough track - this is a 
hard track to even finish the race - it 
seems like I'm just happy to be on the 
box today." 

Being on the top of the box paid off. 
Sands now leads Roberts by 50 points, 
274-224, after eight of 13 races. Sorensen, 
who remounted and rode hard to finish 
eighth, is third with 217 points. 

Third on this day was Erion Racing's 
Randy Renfrow in his first podium 
appearance of the season. The Virginia 
veteran, whose first win here came on a 
Honda RS500 triple in the 1986 Formula 
One race (the last one run here), was 
slowed when his forearms pumped up 
early in the race. 

“Physically, that was the toughest 
race I've ever ridden,” Renfrow said. 
“My forearms pumped up so bad that I 
couldn’t even close my left hand. I had 
to ride about three-quarters of the race 
with my left hand open. And I couldn't 
use the clutch to do any downshifts, so I 
was just banging it without using it. The 
bike ran good and the tires stuck great 
and everything was good and if I hadn't 
had the physical problems, maybe we 
would've been there." 

Fourth and fifth were a pair of first- 
timers who'd switched classes. World 
Sports Imports loaned James Randolph 
the injured Rodney Fee's Honda RS250 
for the race, and he brought it home 
fourth. Fifth went to Mark Miller on a 
Performance Machine Yamaha. 

It took a while to get this one started. 
A light drizzle caused the 1 p.m. start of 
the race to be delayed by 45 minutes. 
Then, at the end of their warmup lap, 
Erion Racing's Randy Renfrow reported 
that the track was still slick. The field 
was sent back to the pits and the race 





| 


was delayed again, this time for another 
40 minutes. Corner workers found that 
there was a line of oil that the sidecars 
(which had run during the lunch break, 
just prior to the 250s) had put down. 

The sun came out soon after and the 
riders were given two warmup laps 
before the race was green-lighted close 
to 2:25 p.m. 

"It was a start nobody wanted to 
win," Renfrow said. "Swear to God, I 
got a terrible start and was leading 
going into turn one. I was like, 'Nobody 
wants this.'" 

Sands also botched the start. 

“I’m not used to the short first that 
we run here for the chicane, for the 30- 
mph corner," he explained. "I just 
wheelied the thing superhard and I 
think I maybe should've started in sec- 
ond gear. I just absolutely blew it on 
that. People coming from the third row 
passed me. That was rough. And then I 
blew a couple of shifts. I think I down- 
shifted into first going in there. I was all 
confused. Man, the thing almost came 
around on me going into there." 

When it was all sorted out, Sorensen 
was out front, with Renfrow second in 
front of Roberts and Sands. Those four 
quickly left the rest of the 35-rider field 
behind. 

Sands was on the move, getting 
Roberts in turn three on the second lap 
and sitting on Sorensen for a lap before 
missing a shift and giving the spot back. 

“I got in there kind of hot, I think,” 
Sands said. "I was just sick of getting 
passed. When I passed somebody, 
they'd pass me back, so I was just really 
trying to get in there deep so no one 
would even think about passing me. 
And I grabbed first gear and I came out 
and nothing, my bike didn't work. Real- 
ly, there was nothing there - nothing, 
absolutely nothing. I just had to wait 
until the thing came back on and I was 
hoping that no one was going to run 
into the back of me. I was hoping that 
no one was going to hit me." 

Roberts picked up two spots, getting 
by Sands and Renfrow. 

“I was going to try to outbrake 
Roland and he was going to make sure 
that no one tried to outbrake him,” 
Roberts said. "So he went in deep, I 
squared it off behind and I think we 
might have been able to get him even if 
he didn't have a problem, because I had 
him set up and then the other guy (Ren- 
frow) just kind of went with it." 

Sorensen had more than a second in 
hand on the fifth lap, and then Sands 
began to close and Roberts and Renfrow 
began to fade. For Renfrow, it was the 
beginning of the end. 

"I'd like to have been there," Ren- 
frow said. "Physically I just wasn't up to 
it. My forearms pumped up about the 
fifth lap and they just got worse and 
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worse and worse. Eventually it got to 
where I couldn't close my left hand 
around the handlebar, so it made it real 
tough to accelerate the bike and stuff 
like that. It got to where my hands felt 
like claws, so just throttle control went 
away and brake control started to go 
away. It got to where I couldn't use the 
clutch on downshifts. I’d reach up to 
grab it, but I couldn't pull it in far 
enough to make it effective. Couldn't go 
any faster at that rate." 

So he settled into a spot that was safe 
from attack and rode out the race. When 
Sorensen crashed, he inherited the final 
podium spot. 

"| tell you, it was a goal of mine to 


get on the box here; as a matter of fact, - 


of course it was a goal to win it," Ren- 
frow said. “But I haven't been on the 
box all year. We've had some unusual 
luck." 

Sorensen had his hands full with 
Sands, especially when they hit traffic 
on the seventh lap. Sands took the lead 
on lap 10 with Sorensen sticking to him 
and Roberts closing in as his harder rear 
tire began to come in. On the 15th lap, 
first to third was covered by one sec- 
ond. 

Traffic helped Sorensen take the lead 
on 16, with Sands taking it back, and 
Sorensen wresting it away before the 
end of the lap, but not for long. Sands 
used a draft-pass into turn one to take 
over for good on the 17th lap. 

"For a minute there I thought that 
Chuck (Sorensen) was maybe going to 
be able to get away from me or Randy," 
Sands said. "I really tried hard a couple 
laps to catch him and Kurtis. He got by 
me a couple of times; I passed him; he 
got me back. I passed him and got him 
back. We Kind of scrapped a couple of 
times and I was just trying to get by him 
so I could catch Chuck. I was probably 
trying my hardest then. After I passed, I 
tried to relax and I was trying to get into 
a groove because this place will just take 
the life out of you if you're trying hard 
and you're really muscling the bike 
around - it really tends to take a lot out 
of you. I was really just trying to relax 
on the bike. A couple of times Chuck 
did get by. He looked quite a bit looser 
than I did. He was trying a little bit 
harder so I kind of knew that if I just 
kept relaxing and did not slide the bike 
too much I could probably pull the win 
off." 

He was trying to get away and 
Sorensen was trying to keep up when 
Sorensen crashed. 

"I m in one piece," Sorensen said 
after the turn-two crash. He said the 
back end stepped out, he was high- 
sided, and he did a somersault over the 
handlebars. "It may have been right at 
the seam in the track. I just wanted to 
keep right there. If I had a chance, I

could take the lead. It slid in a place that 
it hadn't cut loose before." 

The crash not only dropped him 
back, it also spooked Roberts, who was 
just behind. 

"He high-sided right in front of me,” 
Roberts said. "That took a lot out of it." 

Not so much that he'd give up the 
hunt. With less than five laps to go, 
Roberts set out for Sands, only to run 
into heavy traffic. 

"Two laps to go, I was right on him 
again," Roberts said. "A lapper - I don't 
know what, I guess he thinks that a race 
for 10th or 11th or 20th or wherever the 
hell he was is more important than the 
race for the lead. I was right beside him 
and he cut down and chopped off my 
front wheel going into the chicane. He 
had to know I was there. It was right 
after Roland had just got around him and 
it frustrated me a lot because it's uncalled 
for when you're in 11th place or 12th 
place. I don't care what battle it is, you 
watch out for the leaders. That allowed 
Roland on the last lap to have his lead." 

And that was that. 

"| saw on the second-to-the-last lap, I 
looked back and Kurtis was pretty close 
to me," Sands said. "T think that I got 
through some lappers pretty good and 
on the last lap I looked back and I had a 
pretty good distance; it was as much of 
a difference as I had." 

Renfrow was about 31 seconds back, 
but seven in front of Randolph, who 
was having his first ride on a 250. 

"It was a blast out there," the tall Cal- 
ifornian said. "I can't say enough about 
the World Sports guys. They prepared a 
great bike and put it under me. I'm just 
really thankful to get this opportunity to 
ride the World Sports bike." 

Miller was next across the line, with 
Ranson Street Racing's Jeffrey Vos mov- 
ing by Bobby Keith on the 21st lap. 
Keith faded to finish ninth. 

Penguin Racing School's Jeff Wood, 
whose father, Jerry, and brother Eric 
also teach and race, was seventh in his 
professional race debut aboard a Yama- 
ha TZ250. 

Sorensen recovered to take eighth 


and Chad Healy was 10th. CN

BOSTROM 
TAKES OVER

LOUDON, NH, JUNE 20 . 

rion Racing's Eric Bostrom took 
E lead in the Pirelli Formula 

Xtreme championship with a flag- 
to-flag win in the red-flag-interrupted 
race on an overcast and threatening 
afternoon at New Hampshire Interna- 
tional Speedway. 

Bostrom jetted to the lead from his 
pole position and was never headed. 
The race was stopped on the sixth of 24 
laps due to an accident on the front 
straight and shortened to 19 total laps, 
14 to be run after the stop, with grid 
positions set by the running order at the 
end of the fifth lap, the last one the 
entire field had completed. 

Bostrom again sped to the front and 
this time was going even faster. His 
margin kept growing and growing and 
at the end of the mostly processional 19- 
lap, 30.4-mile race, Bostrom had won by 
8.760 seconds. Because of the red flag, 
there was no average speed or time of 
race. 

"I couldn't do much wrong out there, 
to tell you the truth," Bostrom said after 
taking his sixth win in seven tries. “I 
was just pointing it off the turns and 
gassing it down the straightaways. 
These guys were doing a really great 
job; all weekend they've been chasing 
me around and chasing and pushing 
hard and I was hoping that Tripp 
(Nobles) and I would be able to get one- 
two, but I'm really happy to see (EMGO 
Valvoline Suzuki's) Tray Batey up here - 
he's a great competitor and a great 
guy.” — 

The win vaulted Bostrom ahead of 
teammate Tripp Nobles in the champi- 
onship. After seven of 12 races, Bostrom 
has 222 points, six ahead of Nobles, who 
was third today with a motorcycle 
which he couldn't get off the corners. 
Graves Motorsports' Mark Miller, who 
took fourth today with a crafty last-lap 
pass of local hero Eric Wood, the Pen- 
guin Racing School teacher, is third with 
184 points. 

Miller made the restart after being 
involved in the red-flag incident. He 
was inexplicably plowed into from 
behind on the front straight by Batey's 
teammate Grant Lopez. The exhaust 
pipe on Miller's Yamaha YZF-R1 was 
bent nearly vertical, but the team was 
able to change it before the restart. After 
rag-dolling down the front straight, 
Lopez sat out the race. 

Batey finished second but was never 
a factor. Bostrom had a lead of nearly a 
second and a half after the first lap of 
the restart and just kept it growing. 

“Well, you know, before we had that 
restart | was coming on pretty strong 
and I think that when we had a chance 
to stop, and everybody had a chance to 
kind of talk about what had happened 
on that first start, he took off a little 
quicker in that second one," Batey said. 

Erion Racing's Nobles stuck to Batey 
for a while but lost ground as the race 
wore on and finished about 2.5 seconds 
back. 

"Yeah, I just couldn't seem to put it 
together to get off these corners," the 





Georgian said. “I’m sure the fans in turn 
one enjoyed me backing it in there. And 
then, over in that bowl, turn six, I hope 
you all enjoyed it. I'm sure it looked 
good because I was just leaving big old 
black marks coming out of there, trying 
to make a run at Tray. He looks like he 
just had his rear end set up a little better 
than I could." 

The race for fourth was between 
Miller and Penguin Racing School's Eric 
Wood. Wood, who teaches at Loudon, 
stayed safely in front until the closing 
stages. That's when Miller ran him 
down and, on the final lap, when Wood 
got hung up in traffic, Miller was able to 
get around him coming onto the front 
straight to take fourth. 

Yamaha-mounted John Scheehser 
was sixth, by himself, with Fastrax Rac- 
ing's Dean Mizdal seventh in front of 
Michael Fitzpatrick. 

Greg White put his Suzuki in front of 
Xtreme Motorsports' Keith Marquez's 
Suzuki, with Marquez finishing 10th. €N

the year, this one at New Hampshire 
International Speedway.

Start to finish, this one belonged to 
Higbee: the Buell rider was able to keep 
Harrell at bay and pull out a comfort- 
able cushion as the race progressed. He 
won by 4.160 seconds. 

After eight of 13 races, Higbee has 
240 points, four less than Harrell, with 
Adams dropping back to third with 219 
after his rebuilt Triumph overheated 
toward the end of the race. 

Higbee reverted back to a single carb 
setup on his Buell Lightning 1200 and it 
worked flawlessly on the demanding 
12-turn, 1.6-mile track. 

"This thing is brutal on engines," 
Higbee said. "We were screaming the 
crap out of it. I was revving it way 
beyond its intended use and it held 
together all race long, ran strong start to 
finish. The Buell's awesome. It handled 
great. I couldn't be happier." 

Higbee knew that he was being 
hounded by someone, but he didn't 
know by whom and he didn't know that 
Adams had dropped out until a reporter 
told him. 

"To tell you the truth, I never really 
knew (how close Harrell was) because I 
passed some backmarkers and I'd look 
back, I wasn't sure who it was back 
there," Higbee said. "I wasn't sure if 
that was a backmarker or someone was 
tailing me. I've never used a pit board 
so I didn't have a clue to where I was. I 
just kept my head down. I started slow- 
ing up at the end, but my lap times - I 
felt like I was slowing up a lot, but my 
lap times stayed in there really good, 
minus the few incidents with the back- 
markers and lappers. I was real 
impressed with the lap times that we 
got down to. We went maybe almost a 
second faster in the race. I was really 
frustrated because we did low 18s right 
off the bat when we showed up. And 
then we were chasing some problems on 
the bikes, and I couldn't repeat that I 
was getting really aggravated and a lit- 
tle nervous that we might not be able to 
pull it off." 

It wasn't ever in much doubt. 

"In the very beginning I was watch- 
ing," Harrell said, "and I thought, 'Ah, 
this pace is okay - conserve tires, maybe 
get him at the end.' The Triumph really 
doesn't lean over as far I thought it 
would today. I tried as hard as I could, 
but he was just riding really well. It's a 
bummer that my teammate (Curtis 
Adams) didn't finish. I just - once again 











- couldn't get the job done. Maybe next 
month. I'm happy about that and I’m 
happy that the Triumph's once again up 
on the podium. And I hope we get the 
Buell next time, which I'm sure we 
will." 

Adams had run third for a while, 
though his bike was overheating from 
the start. Adams' team had been forced 
to rebuild the motor that morning. 

"The cases cracked and it was leak- 
ing water, Adams said after complet- 
ing 19 of 24 laps. "We tried welding it, 





but it didn't hold. It just started over- 
heating at the start and I rode it as far as 
I could." 

It was good enough for 23rd place 
and the eight points that go with it. 

Third would go to Eric Wood, the 
Penguin Racing School instructor who 
has had great success at his home track. 
Wood rode a Bimota 900 for the first 
time and he wasn't overly impressed. 

"| ve got to say it's positively the 
worst-handling motorcycle I’ve ever rid- 
den," Wood said of the bike on which 
he only got 12 laps of practice. "It ain't 
no Kawasaki, but they built us a great 
motor. We've been working to get on an 
AMA podium for a long time; we've 
done it in other organizations, and I 
hope this is the first of many." 

Motorcycle Online's Mark Foster was 
fourth, with Jerry Wood, Eric's father, 
fifth on a Ducati Supermono 570. Then 
came HMC Racing's Shawn Conrad on 
a Triumph 900 and Zazzi Racing's Kyle 
Zazzi on a Honda 800 twin. Cycles Etc.'s 
Vahan Buchakjian was eighth on a 
Ducati 750 in front of James Lickwar on 
his Triumph 900, and H-D/Buell of 
Boston's Buell-mounted Mark Reynolds. 

Local riders filled out the field of 27, 
one of the healthiest of the year. CN

'n a track that has always proved to 
be one of the biggest challenges for 
the RC45, Castrol Honda's Aaron Slight 
not only hit Ducati where it hurts most - 
the Italian marque's home circuit - but 
also put to rest any lingering questions 
about the machine's capabilities with a 
stunning double victory - the first in his 
long World Superbike career. 

Misano has, in fact, always been a 
difficult track for anyone not riding one 
of the factory Ducatis. Not only does the 
Brigada Rossa use the tight and twisty 
circuit very regularly for testing purpos- 
es, but on top of that, this is still one of 
the few tracks where their huge amount 
of torque can still make up for the red 
bike's comparative lack of top speed. 

But as proof that Ducati is far from 
out of the fight for victory, factory 996- 
mounted Troy Corser finished second in 
both races to keep his title hopes alive, 
though he is still waiting for his first 
win of the season. 

Slight's teammate Colin Edwards II 
found himself battling with - and yielding 
to - Corser in both races, the Texan com- 
ing away with third- and fourth-place fin- 
ishes. In race one, Edwards fought hard 
to retain the runner-up spot, but Corser 
pulled a surprise move on Edwards in the 
chicane to steal the spot. In the second 
race, Corser was past early, with Ducati's 
Carl Fogarty going by as well and finish- 
ing well ahead of Edwards. 

Fogarty's race-two third backed up 
his fourth the first time out, a much- 
needed boost considering his pair of 
I3th-place finishes at the prior round in 
Germany. 

Kawasaki's Akira Yanagawa was a 
steady fifth in both races, while Yama- 
ha's Scott Russell worked his way up to 
eighth in race one after nearly running 
off the track on the first lap; then he 
came out in race two to equal his sea- 
son-best finish of sixth.

Corser still leads the championship, 
but by only six points over Slight, 200- 
194. Behind the top pair, the point 
standings were mixed up considerably. 
Italian Pier-Francesco Chili drops to 
fifth after scoring no points on the week- 
end, giving third in the championship to 
the strong-finishing Edwards, who now 
has 167 points. Fogarty jumps to fourth 
with 163, 19 points ahead of Chili. Haga, 
who also scored no points after crashing 
in both races, is next with 144. 


RACE ONE 


When the lights flashed green on the 
first race, Corser led the way, with 
Edwards, Slight, Haga and the rest of 
the pack in tow. On just the second lap, 
Pier-Francesco Chili had already parted 
company when he crashed for the third 
time in three days. 

Corser held station at the head of the 
field for the first five laps, holding the 
hopes of the partisan crowd high at 
what amounts to Ducati's home track. 
But on the sixth circuit of the tight and 
challenging Misano track, Slight shot his 





faster Honda past the Ducati on the 
back straight to lead the breakaway 
group of four, Corser now second just 
ahead of Edwards and Haga. 

Deeper in the field, Fogarty was run- 
ning in seventh with Yanagawa and 
Whitham chasing him, while Gregorio 
Lavilla, Neil Hodgson and Russell were 
strung out behind to fill the top 10. For 
Russell, 10th wasn't a bad recovery 
after nearly running off the track on the 
first lap. 

Peter Goddard, who had battled with 
teammate Whitham for a few laps, was 
not so lucky and crashed in the early 
stages of the race. 

"The front end of the bike didn't feel 
quite right from the start and the tire 
slid away on the long left-hander at the 
end of the straight,” said Goddard of his 
fifth-lap fall. , 

By the halfway mark, the fight for first 
appeared to be over as leader Slight had 
pulled out a small margin on his pur- 
suers. Behind him, however, the battle 
for second was raging on. Both Edwards 
and Haga had gotten past Corser but the 
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Australian was by no means out of the 
running. With about 10 laps to go, Corser 
upped his tempo and started a charge: 
He made quick work of Haga and soon 
moved to within striking distance of sec- 
ond-place man Edwards. Corser tried on’ 
the inside of the Honda, on the outside, 
but never looked able to make up for the 
speed advantage of the RC45 on the long 
back straight, and Edwards would cling 
to the runner-up spot. But two laps from 
the checkered flag, the Ducati rider final- 
ly got in front of the number-45 Honda of 
Edwards and held the spot to the finish. 

Haga, meanwhile, looked set for a 
fourth-place finish but crashed out of 
the race, giving the spot to Fogarty, who 
had had a lonely race after the halfway 
point after having shaken off Yanagawa 
and Whitham.

“I am just happy to go well at Mis- 
ano," the New Zealander said. "I rode 
arder than that three years ago here 
and finished 16th, so it shows how 
much improvement we have made to 
he machines and the tires since then. 
is a really bogey track for me and if 
I'm going to win the title, I need to win 
at places like this. I had a good start, but 
en got passed by four or five bikes in 
e first corner. I made some aggressive 
moves to get back, including on my own 
teammate. But when I got into the lead, 
everything went just as planned." 

Corser wasn't too unhappy about sec- 
ond place, though his hope had been to 

in his first race of the season on this track. 

"I could have won if I hadn't gone 
straight at one moment," the Australian 
said. "I overshot a bit and Aaron could 
make a small gap. The Ducati is still 
slower at the back straight. I tried to 
make up the lost ground on the brakes, 
but that didn't work out completely as I 
hoped. In the second half of the race, the 
rear grip started to go and that was about 
it. I started to push Colin really hard on 
the back straight at the end of the race, 
and I am glad to have got past him." 

That Corser stole second from 
Edwards was a credit to the Ducati 
rider's race craft, as he had surprised the 
Texan - who said he had been struggling 
with drive on corner exits late in the race 
- with a pass in an unsuspected spot. 
"Troy tried to push me several times

at the end of the back straight, and I 
thought that was the only place he could 
pass me," Edwards said. "But he sur- 
prised me in the closing stages when he 
came by going into the chicane." 

Fogarty missed the rostrum once 
again, though he survived an exciting 
battle with slow starter Yanagawa to fin- 
ish fourth. Whitham was next, with 
Hodgson behind him. 

After an early-race mistake, Russell 
notched up an eighth-place finish. 

“I got the start I have been trying to 
get since the beginning of the season," 
the Georgian said. "I got a big draft com- 
ing down the straight and I wanted to get 
past as many as I could so I could ride 
with the lead group. But with a full tank 
and too much draft, I couldn't stop and I 
ran wide on the corner. I rejoined the 
race in 26th position and I was cutting 
through them. I wanted to get Hodgson 
but I didn't have enough time." 


RACE TWO 


The partisan crowd of 32,000 saw 
Fogarty blast off the start to head the 
field for the first two laps. He was fol- 
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lowed by fellow Ducati rider Corser in 
second place, and then Slight, with 
Whitham as a surprising fourth, though 
the Suzuki rider would quickly fade. 

It took just five laps for the lead 
group to form, but it wasn't Fogarty at 
the front anymore. Corser had taken 
over, while Foggy dropped to third 
behind Slight. Edwards brought up the 
tail end of the pack. Behind him, Russell 
was finally in a straight duel with his 
teammate Haga for the first time this 
year, though Yanagawa got by both of 
them around the halfway stage after 
recovering from a poor start. 

Up front, the leading group had split 
into a pair of pairs, with Corser leading 
the race in front of Slight, while Fogarty 
was under fire from Edwards. Things 
didn't stay this way for long, though. 
With the race moving into the latter 
stages, Corser was getting into real trou- 
ble trying to stay ahead of Slight, which 
seemed to slow them both down and 
allow Fogarty to close in slightly, while 
Edwards began to drop back. 

It was on the 18th lap that Corser 
finally made one too many mistakes,

roy Corser may not be the world's most convinced advocate of 

the Superpole formula, but that didn't stop him from taking his 

fourth pole position last weekend after another all-or-nothing 
blast around the bumpy and slippery circuit of Misano. The Ducati's 
domination wasn't really a surprise, as Bologna - where Ducati's head- 
quarters and factory are situated - is only 90 miles away, and the factory 
teams often come to the Adriatic coast to test their bikes. 

^We have done some testing here before," Corser said on Saturday 
evening. "We didn't change anything on the bike since we last came 
here after the Monza race. But the grip is not so good as it was during 
that test - probably due to the high track temperatures. Nevertheless, I 
succeeded in making the same lap times as then, which (makes us) 
hopeful for tomorrow's races. And it is about time that I win my first 
race of the year." 

Castrol Honda's Aaron Slight took second position. 

“We didn't change the bike at all since the last test we had here," the 
Kiwi said. "It has gone pretty well, especially considering the fact that a 
few years ago, I struggled to get 16th spot. This is a track where you have 
to flow on, and the Honda is just not as torquey as the Ducatis. Apart 
from that, the suspension is working well and irons most of the bumps 
quite efficiently. The biggest problem will be - as for everybody else - the 
tire for tomorrow. Until now, I have only found a tire which stays good 
enough for some six laps. And the race tomorrow is 25 laps..." 

Kawasaki's Akira Yanagawa was third on the grid, followed by 
another factory Ducati finishing off the front row - Carl Fogarty's. 
Despite being on the front row, the former World Champion wasn't all 
that pleased with his qualifying result. 

“I did my best, as I always do,” Fogarty said. "But I'm still not 100- 


percent confident in the bike in a corner. It's still difficult to have it hold 
the line. Fortunately, we picked up the pace a bit during the warmup 
session before Superpole. And finally, this is one of my least favorite 
circuits of the whole year. I will be glad when it is all said and done on 
Sunday evening." 

Colin Edwards II ultimately qualified fifth, leading off the second row. 

"At least I found a tire I am happy with for nine laps," the Texan 
joked. “I struggled a bit yesterday, but then we got the bike a bit more 
on the nose, which made it turn a bit better. Like Aaron, I'm just think- 
ing hard about rear-tire selection for tomorrow. One thing is for sure: It 
will be two tough races." 

Yamaha's Noriyuki Haga and Suzuki's Jamie Whitham and Peter 
Goddard joined Edwards on the second row. Australian Goddard was 
delighted to be on the second row for the first time since the opening 
round of the year at Phillip Island. 

“We now have the bike working much better and I have confidence 
in the front end - that adds up to a pretty good package," Goddard said. 

Scott Russell had to settle for 11th. 

"I'm starting from the third row, which before wouldn't have wor- 
ried me because I. could start well, but so far this season the starts have 
been bad, so I have got to get them right tomorrow," Russell said. "The 
track is also very slippery and I know our bike is not as quick as it can be 
at the moment. The race track is just not as good as it was before and it 
seems to have affected our bike more than the others. I have stuck with 
my setup from the tests we have had here but it's not working for me." 

The third factory Ducati - the one ridden by Pier-Francesco Chili - 
was down in 16th. After some promising lap times during qualification, 
"Frankie," celebrating his 34 birthday, had crashed heavily in the sec- 
ond qualifying session, striking his head and cutting himself with his 
helmet's strap. The local hero was all right, and having already bitten 
the dust the day before - bruising his left elbow - preferred not to take 
any chances and stayed in the pit for Superpole. 
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running a bit wide in a corner, and he 
lost the lead to Slight, who dived up the 
inside and into the lead. Fogarty had 
fully joined the party by this time and 
the lead trio was running in a tight for- 
mation. Five laps before the end, any 
one of the three leading men still had a 
chance to win this race. Fourth-placed 
Edwards' hopes for a rostrum finish 
appeared to be gone as he continued to 
drop off the pace of the leaders, and his 
attention would soon be focused on 
keeping the spot he had, as Yanagawa 
had hooked up with him. 

The Yamaha fight for sixth ended 
with just two laps to go when Haga, 
who had just taken over sixth place 
from his teammate Russell, went down 
in one of the chicanes. Russell was pro- 
moted back up to sixth place, with Lav- 
illa finally getting the best of Hodgson 
and Andreas Meklau after a race-long 
fight with both of them. 

The order up front would not change 
in the final laps and Slight won his sec- 
ond race of the day ahead of Corser and 
Fogarty. 

"| can't believe that I have won two 
in a day,” Slight said. “It has finally hap- 
pened. And I am especially surprised as 
it happened here, on a track that has 
always been so bad for me. We've 
always struggled here with front grip, 
but today I had the. impression that | 
was the only one out there having the 
bike going exactly where I wanted it to 
go. Tires played a crucial part today. 
Every rider out there knew they would 
be sliding about in the heat, so it was 
just a case of who handled it best." 

Second place was one place down on 
what Corser had hoped for before the 
beginning of the race. 

“I got a good start and went hard 
right from the early stages, but Aaron 
was breathing down my neck on the 
straights and I knew he would get 
away if he passed me," Corser said. "In 
fact, I was braking too hard and going 
too deep into the corners when he took 
the lead. Once he got past, I didn't 
stand any chance because of the Ducati 
being down on top speed. I still tried a 
few times, but I had to push the front 
too hard. I soon settled for third. Espe- 
cially on the back straight, the Honda 
each time took some five bike lengths. I 
had to do some crazy things I had 
never done before - braking (too) late 
to be good for you - but at the end, I 
had to let go." 
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For Fogarty, third was better than he 
had expected. 

"| could also have been on the rostrum 
after the first heat, but I had to come back 
from a poor start,” he said. “Fourth was a 
good result anyway, because I have never 
been able to hold the line on this circuit. 
And that is very important for me, as my 
racing style is based on a high cornering 
speed. We changed quite a lot for the sec- 
ond race, to have the bike steering better, 
and that helped a bit.” 

Edwards got home fourth and was 
happy to take the spot considering his 
battle with Yanagawa. 

“Riding around in that heat was hard 
enough work without Yanagawa all 
over me,” said the Texan. “I gave it one 
last effort on the final lap and got 
fourth. I would have liked to have been 
on the rostrum, but I couldn't stick with 
Aaron's pace at the start like I did in the 
opening race." 

Russell equaled his season's best 
result and took sixth place, lapping as 
fast as the front-runners, but after being 
balked at the start and then held up by 


Goddard, he was once again left out of 
the lead pack. 

"It was tough out there," Russell said. 
"I was hustling that bike in this race and 
it seemed to work, but it takes a toll on 
you. Toward the end of the race I was 
feeling tired and sick. It was so hot I 
couldn't breathe. The heat was also play- 
ing havoc with the tires and the front 
was pushing at the end, but it never felt 
like it was going to let go. I could put my 
bike in real deep at the end of the 
straightaway, and in this heat you can't 
really complain if your tires let you do 
that." 

Goddard had retired just before the 
halfway stage. 

"The engine cut out," he said. "It 
happened at the end of the straight but I 
reset the ignition and it started again. 
After a couple more cut-outs on the 
same lap, it finally quit altogether and 
that was that." EN

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Jimi Smith, clerk of the course for the Kyalami race, flew to Mis- 
ano to try to get some ideas about how a World Superbike round 
is ‘run in 1998. "The Kyalami circuit has a five-year contract with 
SBK International," he said. "And the Automobile Association of 
South Africa, which (has owned) the track since 1993, has some 
very ambitious plans for the future of the track. They have spent 
some 30 million rand to buy the circuit, and invested more or less 
the same amount in getting it up.to the international standards: 
We have bought some 700 meters of Airfence to get the security 
to an even higher level. And within.the short term, we also want to 
. get Formula One car racing back to Kyalami.” At the same time, 
the existing Welkom circuit (some 250 miles south of Kyalami) is 
being prepared to host international events starting next year. The 
organizers at the Welkom circuit hope to include Grand Prix on 
their calendar for 1999. 


A few days before the Misano round, Ducati decided to put the 
new version of its factory bike on the plane to the Kyalami and 
Laguna Seca circuits, but the new bike will see its first race in the 
United States. As reported two weeks ago, the new engine - fea- 
turing modified cylinder heads and airbox - required a slight frame 
modification, and thus. had to be homologated. ."All the necessary 
forms should be with the FIM before the 30th of June," said 
Davide Tardozzi of the Ducati team. “Then, the approval procedure 
within FIM can take one or two weeks. Which means that we will 
probably not be allowed to use the new parts and chassis in South 
Africa.". Still, according to the official team manager, Ducati has 
built nine identical factory bikes for this year, six for the two official 
World Superbike teams, two for the Vance & Hines team in the 
States and one for testing purposes. “The engines’ performance 
differs 2-bhp maximum. The biggest differences concern the map- 
ping, with the riders tuning it for less or more engine braking. (Pier- 
Francesco) Chili prefers the most engine-braking power and (Carl) 
Fogarty the least, with Corser somewhere in between. The biggest 
problem is now the gearing. Not so for Misano, where we spend a 
lot of testing time during winter and in between races. Basically, 
we could arrive here on Saturday morning. put in three laps in the 
morning and then show up for Superpole. Even though we are 
some 15-bhp down on power (at the rear wheel) compared to the 
Honda, the Ducati is still very hard to beat. Development work is 
now on getting the engine even more user-friendly. " 


Top representatives of Honda, Yamaha, Suzuki, Aprilia and. Ducati 
met unofficially during the Misano race weekend to talk about the 
future of World Superbike racing. They apparently agree 
now that staring in 2000, 30 to. 50 kit bikes will be made available 
for. purchase, which should narrow the gap considerably between 
the factory. bikes and the "privateer" bikes. The manufacturers 
are expected to give their propositions to the FIM.a few weeks 
before the FIM autumn congress, where everything will be dis- 
cussed in detail and finalized. 


During testing. Ducati tried a new rear shock, working air-circuits 
for compression damping and oil for rebourid. The main advantage 
of the so-called Double System shock is the lighter weight and - 
theoretically - more linear operation. All three factory riders used it 
in private testing and Pier-Francesco Chili even used it Friday 
morning, setting his fastest time of the session before crashing 
one lap later. All the factory riders agreed that the system is still 
not safe enough. An oil leak on Carl Fogarty's bike during testing 
made the system collapse - a potentially dangerous situation. As 
soon as those problems are solved, the system is expected. to 
reappear again. John Kocinski used a similar system on his 
Superbike in the past. 


The Castrol Honda team made a timid comeback in the 
World Series Supersport at Misano after the disastrous 
Monza weekend, with the fatal accident of Michael Paquay and 
the heavy crash of James Toseland. "Our contract with Flammi- 
ni states that we cannot miss more than one race." team man- 
ager Neil Tuxworth said, "But due to the very particular circum- 
stances, we. were granted one more race to miss. To. replace 
Michael, we looked for an experienced rider who knows the 
World Superbike circuits. Honda specifically asked us not to try 
to deal with riders who had already a contract with an existing 
team. As part. of the project is financed by Honda Europe (and 
Castrol), a European rider was the preferred choice, but nobody 
was available. Then somebody came up with the idea to talk to 
Kirk McCarthy, the former Suzuki works rider in the World 
Superbike Championship. The deal was done in just a couple of 
days: But then Kirk was involved. in an accident at his farm, 


. when a cow pushed a gate, which cost Kirk part of a finger. of 


his left hand. For this race, he is replaced by Australian young- 
ster Karl Muggeridge, who has been riding in the British champi- 
onship." Muggeridge, 24, took his Honda to 35th position, with 
James Toseland, still not fully recovered from his crash, failing 


to qualify. 


Whether or not the canceled Indonesian round will be replaced on 
the calendar is still uncertain. Hockenheim and Brands Hatch are 
apparently on the short list of possible options to fill the spot as 
the second-to-last round of the series, but the Manfeild circuit 
in New Zealand seems to have a better chance of being selected. 
In addition to the usual criteria of safety, organization and existing 
infrastructure, its proximity to Japan - where the final round will be 
held at Sugo the following weekend - makes Manfeild a somewhat 
more likely choice than either of the European circuits. 


The top teams in the final entry list for the. Suzuka 8 Hours 
should read something like this: Yamaha: Noriyuki Haga/Simon 
Crafar; Scott Russell/Norihiko Fujiwara; Wataru. Yoshikawa/Ken- 
suke Haga. Kawasaki: Akira Yanagawa/Neil Hodgson; Shinyá 
Takeishi/Tamaki Serizawa; Hitoyasu Idutsu/Piergiorgio Bontempi. 
Honda: John Kocinski/Colin Edwards Il; Tadayuki Okada/Aaron 
Slight. Suzuki: Keiichi Kitagawa/Akira Ryo; Nobuatsu Aoki/Kat- 
suaki Fujiwara. In addition to the customary superbike-mounted 
teams, a few open-class bikes have also been allowed to enter. 
Matt Wait will team with Jun. Maeda on a Honda CBR900RR, 
while Makoto Tokinaga and Yasuhiko Goriku will ride a Yamaha 
YZF-R1. And for the first time in road racing history, a Chinese 
team will enter an international event, He Zi Xian/ Huang Shi. 
Zhao are set to ride a Honda RC45 sponsored by the Chinese 
government and are said to be practicing eight hours a day. In 
addition to the 8 Hours, the Chinese team may also enter the 24- 
hour race at'Spa-Francorchamps in France two weeks before the . 
Suzuka round of the World Endurance Series. In the meantime, 
works on the circuit of Dalian.are going well, and China might 


host its first World Championship race next year, most likely a 
Grand Prix.

all year. It was always something crazy 
happening.

Other than finishing second to Rich 
King in their qualifying heat, Davis' 
night was nearly perfect. He won his 
heat with the fastest time of the night, 
then proceeded to lead every lap of the 
25-lap Grand National feature. Davis' 
main competition came from Rose Rac- 
ing /Schaeffer's Harley-Davidson/B&B 
Trading's Kevin Varnes, who also ran 
strong all night after posting the fastest 
qualifying heat; he ran a very close sec- 
ond to Davis in heat one, then duplicat- 
ed the finish in the National. 

"I'm really happy," Varnes said. “We 
were about even - he'd mess up and I'd 
gain on him, then l'd mess up and he'd 
pull away a little. I was gaining a little 
bit on him in three and four, but he 
would gain it back in one and two."

Just before the halfway point, Evans got 
by and gained a small amount of breath- 
ing room. The three transfer spots were 
sealed while Illinois riders Paul Morgan 
III and Davey Camlin battled over fifth, 
well off the pace. It was the fastest heat 
of the night. 

Harley-Davidson of Missouri/Dave 
Burks Motorsports Joe Kopp got the 
holeshot and pulled to a comfortable 
lead in the second heat. King led Stan- 
ley, Tim Eades and Carr early before 
pulling away to give Kopp a race for 
the win. King grabbed the lead on lap 
nine and squeaked out the win. Carr 
took third away from Stanley, and the 
race for front-row starting spots in the 
semi was between Stanley, Paul Lynch 
and Gary Rogers. Lynch led Rogers, 
Stanley and Eades across the finish 
line. 









| Mike Hacker led Parker, Springsteen 
-and J.R. Schnabel into turn one at the 
start of heat three, but Hacker's advan- 
tage was short-lived. Parker assumed 
_ the lead at the end of lap one and eased 
away from the field. Springsteen put 
. Hacker away one lap later, and the two 
leaders pulled away. Hacker was then 
. attacked by Schnabel, Brett Landes and 
Roeder. Typically, Roeder pulled high 
into uncharted waters, but the Ohio vet- 
| eran made it pay off handsomely and 

took the last transfer spot on lap seven. 
Hacker, Landes and Schnabel continued 
their battle to the end. 

The fourth heat got off to a violent 
start as Rob Miller and Paul Bergstrom 
tumbled into turn one. The red flag came 
out as Miller lay motionless, high on the 
track. Bergstrom walked back to the pits 
but was unable to make repairs in time 
- for the restart. Miller had to be trans- 
ported to the Parkersburg hospital. 

Johnny Murphree put his Fred 
Schmulbach/Eddie Adkins Racing 
Harley into turn one first, but it was 
his former teammate Shaun Russell on 
the Bartels’ Harley-Davidson who led 
the first lap of the last heat. By lap 
. two, Canadian National Champion 
Steve Beattie had used the high line to 
put his Stylemaster Custom Motorcy- 
cles-backed Harley into the lead. Not 
to be intimidated, Russell stormed 
| back into the lead at the crossed flags. 
Russell's lead was brief, however, as 
Beattie asserted his horsepower and 
went on to the win. Russell and Mur- 
phree pulled àway from Mike Varnes 
and gained direct transfers. to the 
Grand National main event. Jason 
Fletcher and Dale Jenneman dueled 
over fifth. 


SEMIS 


The three "last-chance semis" would 
send two riders from each to the main, 
and close, action-packed, racing was the 
norm. 

In the first semi, Jenneman led the 
pack into turn one over Brent Arm- 
bruster and J.R. Schnabel. At the end of 
lap one, Armbruster had his RC Truck- 
ing/Joe Bisha-backed Harley up front. 
Jenneman, Schnabel and Bigelow were 
close behind. Bigelow methodically 
worked his way to the front and took 
over the lead on lap five. Armbruster 
stayed in the hunt despite pressure from 
Schnabel and Kenny Coolbeth, who got 
around Schnabel but was unable to pass 
Armbruster in the fading laps, leaving 
the two young Michigan riders a trip to 
the main. 

Stanley rocketed into the lead of semi 
two and was never headed, despite the 
fact that veteran Steve Morehead had his 
F&S Harley-Davidson/KK Motorcycle 
Supply Harley right on his rear wheel. 
Morehead had been forced to work his 
way around first Paul Morgan and then 
Mike Hacker, but he did so by lap three 
of the eight-lap race. At the halfway 
point, Morehead caught Stanley and that 
is where his charge would end. Hacker 
would end his night one position from a 
feature berth. 

Landes was the fastest out the gate 
in the last semi as he pushed his Audio- 
vox/Quaker State-sponsored Honda 
: into turn one. Camlin and Eades were 
right behind him. Camlin challenged 
Landes, while Eades fell into a battle 
with Mike Varnes and Paul Lynch. At 
the race’s midpoint, Camlin had slipped 
back and was being pursued by Varnes 
and Lynch. With just two laps left, the 
Flamingo Lounge/Ridge Heating & 
Air-sponsored Lynch grabbed second 
and qualified for his first Grand Nation- 
al of 1998.

By virtue of his fast heat time, Davis 
made the first selection of starting spots. 
Davis picked near the bottom third of 
the track, while Parker went to the very 
top with his choice. To Parker's left were 
Varnes, Springsteen and King. Beattie 
went to the very bottom, giving the front 
row a very unbalanced look. Russell, 
Kopp, Evans and Roeder were high in 
row two, while Murphree and Carr were 
toward the bottom. Stanley, Landes, 
Bigelow, Armbruster, Lynch and More- 
head would start from the last row. 

"We felt good all through practice," 
Davis said. "When it was just a solid 





groove, there were a couple of guys get- 
ting a hold of that stuff a little bit better 
than we were. I just kept reminding 
myself that there was no need to keep 
chasing this groove, because when the 
moisture comes up, we're going to move 
up top. I could see the dirt up there was 
waiting to be ridden on. We had the 
same setup as last year, so we didn't get 
drastic and start changing a lot of stuff." 

Davis was right on the money with 
his start and he led King, Varnes, Parker 
and Springsteen into turn one. The next 
25 laps belonged to Davis. ~ 

“I felt like the track would change 
and come to me," Davis said. . "Every- 
thing worked great. Everybody was 
going fast, King and Parker were fast 
and Kevin Varnes was really fast all 
night. I felt like there were a lot of guys 
that were going to be tough to beat." 

Varnes grabbed second on lap two 
after thwarting Parker's challenge and 
took off in pursuit of Davis. 

“At the start, I had to get by Rich, but 
once I got by him, I was able to settle 
into a groove," Varnes said. "This is the 
first time I’ve got second at a National. I 
think I’ve finished in every other posi- 
tion. We might have been the only bike 
out there that wasn't twingled - we ran 
ours straight up." 

Davis held a solid lead, but Varnes 
was putting some pressure on. Davis 
tried to keep an eye on Varnes while 
protecting his line. 

“I felt like there was a little different 
line that maybe I should try going in,” 
Davis said. "I was going into the corner 
high, chasing the moisture. But I kept 
thinking to myself, "Maybe going into the 
corner low might be the faster way.' I 
talked myself out of it and decided to not 
change anything until someone caught 
me and we started mixing it up; then I'll 
go searching. I’ve done that before - get 
out front then change my line all around, 
thinking something would be better, and 
it would be worse. All the ground that 
l'd gained would be lost. It's hard to get 
back your rhythm. I felt comfortable 
where I was, so I just stayed there." 


Parker, mean- 
while, was forced 
into the unusual 
position of chaser. 

"| pushed it 
pretty hard the 
first half of the 
race, and then I 
sort of lost my 
rhythm," Parker 
said. "I knew I : 
couldn't beat them. I guess I just sort of 
fell back and said, ‘Well, I've just got to 
get third.' I pushed until about 15 laps in 
and could see I wasn't getting anywhere. 
Then I started getting sloppy. I had to 
tell myself to just ride the bike. With 
about five laps to go, I got into turn one 
too hard and slipped off the groove. I 
guess you just give up after a while. You 
just push so hard then realize you can't 
do it." 

Parker's troubles were not over, as 
Springsteen made up a great deal of 
ground in the closing laps. 

"I started glancing over to see where 
Jay was at and sort of keep an eye on 
him," Parker said. ^I knew it would be 
tough for him to just smoke by me and I 
just rode the race out and said, "Well, 
we'll see you next week.” 

"Scotty messed up a couple of times," 
Springer said. "One time in the middle 
of one and two, he got in hot and drifted 
off the groove. Then he's sideways, and 
he's looking back at me. I was trying to 
milk it off the corner and not spin to try 
to get traction and catch him. The last 
lap, coming off turn four, I thought he 
knocked it into third gear, with his foot 
or something. I swore I saw him shift 
coming down the front straight, but he 
said his bike started popping; then it 
took off and ran again. He was screwing 
up. He got in hot a couple of times. I 
think by that time he was just cruising. 
He knew he was going to get where he 
was at." 

Roeder was an impressive sixth early. 

“It was one of those nights you sit 
back and say, ‘If this would have hap- 
pened or that would have happened..."

Roeder said. "We still did all right. I was 
up to sixth, but I guess I pushed too 
hard. I should have tried to settle down. 
I was trying to get around on the out- 
side. I should have tried them under- 
neath a couple of times. Hindsight's 
20/20, right?" 

Evans was charging all night. 

"The one thing I have to credit my 
improvement to is mountain-biking," he 
explained. “I’ve been riding with Steve 
and Doug Beattie and a pack of other 
guys. I wasn't winded, I wasn't tired - I 
felt like I could have done twice as many 
laps out there." 

Shaun Russell, making his second 
National in a row, got off to a good start. 

“I got a pretty good start," said Rus- 
sell. ^I think I was running about eighth, 
but then I made a mistake. I thought I 
was going to go down and a bunch of 
guys got by me. Then I just kind of hung 
around where I was at the rest of the 
race." 

Russell ended up 13th. 

Stanley, making the most of his first 
steady 750cc ride, finished a strong 
seventh. 

" After I passed Carr, I got excited and 
passed Roeder and a few other guys," 
Stanley said. "It felt really good. I wished 
I'd have started up on the front row. We 
struggled a little bit early in the day. I 
couldn't get the bike to steer. It was drift- 
ing high in the middle of the corner, so 
we were changing things all night long. 
We learned a little in the semi. I saw 
some of the guys moving up and that's 
where I like to ride here. I was trying to 
run that line all night, but it didn't really 
come in until the main. I made all my

passes going into turn three. I knew it 
was there. I could drop to the bottom and 
shoot right underneath them and drift up 
and still get a drive to hold it. A seventh 
is my best 750 finish. Sixth would have 
been better, but I'll take seventh." 

"| got off the line decent; I think I was 
seventh the first lap," Carr said of his 
eighth-place finish.-"Then I went back- 
wards, then came back forward. Hope- 
fully that will be my worst finish the rest 
of the year." 

Bigelow worked his way into a 10th- 
place finish. 

"We found a good line with very little 
traffic," Bigelow said. "It was a good 
passing line and it let us come somewhat

"Chris Evans got sideways coming off 
the line and hit my wheel," Kopp said. 

The crash left Kopp in last place, 
with a lot of traffic to fight.

“Morehead and I really went back 
and forth. I'd stuff it under him in one 
corner and he'd chop it off on the other 
end," Kopp said. "I just wanted him to 
give me that high line once. I was turn- 
ing in early and shooting up off the cor- 
ner, hoping to get a drive. It kind of 
screwed up my exit, but I was trying to 
get in front of him enough to where I 
could block him. I moved up about six 
spots, I think - better than nothing, I 
guess. I wanted more than that; we were 
really running good tonight." 

Steve Morehead is still trying to 
make his new bikes to his liking. 

“We haven't got the single shock or 
the twingle figured out yet and it's a 
struggle," Morehead said. "It's really 
frustrating. We haven't been right all 
. year." 

Morehead finished 14th. 

After winning his heat race, Beattie's 
15th-place finish was a bitter pill. 

“I just missed the setup for the main,” 
Beattie said. “I thought the track would 
hold a little bit of its moisture. I just 
missed it completely, on the rear tire. | 
left it alone and should have put a razor- 
blade cut on it or something. In the heat, 
the sun had just gone down enough that 
I was able to ride just off the notch, and 
the moisture had come up. For the final, 
it was dry there. When I went out and 
watched the track, I thought for sure the 
moisture would be there. I shouldn’t be 
poking around at the back of the pack 
here. I'll know for the future." 

Mineralwells was a learning experi- 
ence for last year's Rookie of the Year, 
Johnny Murphree. 

“I got a bad start and things went 
from bad to worse," Murphree said. 
"This track was really tricky. Every time 
I tried something different, I'd just lose a 
little bit of ground. I couldn't gain any 
ground all night; I don't think we had 
the bike set up right. The track changed 
all night. It was pretty slippery, but 
those guys figured it out. I guess we'll 
just get 'em next week."

and then vanquisher of Aprilia, 
crowd-pleasing entertainer, reclusive 
enigma - Max Biaggi is all of these 
things and much more. But nobody was 
prepared for the impact he would make 
in 1998. 

Switching to the 500cc class after a 
record four straight wins in 250s - three 
with Aprilia, the last one on a Honda - 
the 27-year-old Roman came in right at 
the top. Riding a factory V-four Honda, 
backed by Marlboro after a last-minute 
deal that included his '97 team boss Erv 
Kanemoto, Biaggi started testing late 
and crashed in his first outing. But by 
the time he got to Suzuka for open pre- 
race testing before the Japanese GP, he 
was the fastest man on the track. 

He qualified on pole position for the 
first race at Suzuka, then went out and 
won it in utterly dominant style. The 
king of the class, Mick Doohan, could 
only watch from the sidelines after first 
running off the track in a rare error, then 
suffering a terminal engine blow-up. 

Since then, for the first third of the 
season, Biaggi has qualified on the front 
row for every race, led several of them, 
and finished on the rostrum four times 
out of five. He led the championship

and he was still only four behind leader 
Alex Criville. Arriving in a class until 
now utterly dominated by Doohan, the 
rookie Biaggi had joined the elite group 
of serious challengers without pausing 
for breath. 

Biaggi has always been known as a 
ruthless competitor as well as a rider of 
superlative skill and determination. But 
past experience suggested that even a 
racer of this caliber should take a little 
time to learn the ropes of riding the 
. world's fiercest racing machines. 

Of course, he has been helped in the 
move up to a works V-four 500 Honda 
by the simultaneous switch to unleaded 
fuel - which has taken the snap off the 
throttle response and the edge off the 
power, making it easier for an ex-250cc 
rider to use the sweeping lines and high 
lean angles with which he feels comfort- 
able. 

The scale of his achievement remains 
remarkable. 

The man himself has changed some- 
what. Always rather remote and aloof, a 
watchful and guarded interviewee, he is 
now harder than ever to pin down. 
Obviously intelligent, by now he has 
highly developed skills at finding ways 
around awkward questions while at the 
same time producing sound-bite quotes. 

I interviewed him with one colleague 
in the Marlboro motorhome at the 
French GP. Biaggi complained to the PR 
girl in attendance that there were not 
more journalists; he likes to get things 
out of the way. Then he switched off his 
carbon-fiber cellular phone and turned 
his full attention toward us. 

This is, after all, another one of those 
things that a truly great World Champi- 
on needs to do well. 

Were you surprised to win the first 
race and lead the championship? 

I had done three or four tests in a few 
weeks, and I didn't touch a bike for 
three or four months. The first bike I 
touched was completely different for me 
- a 500. But I can say it was not a very 
big surprise, because during the tests I 
went very fast, and I broke the lap 
record many times. 

Was that a surprise? 

That was a surprise. But after that, I 
knew I would do something good. Of 
course, I was surprised to win in Japan - 
I think it was a surprise for everybody, 
even Honda, because nobody had ever 
run under 2:06 (his lap time) before. 


Should you have come to 500s earlier? 
Many people say that. Mick (Doohan) 
says that. But I had some job to do, with 
Aprilia last year. For me, that was the 
biggest challenge I had in my life. (Fail- 
ing to reach an agreement after long and 
bitter negotiations, Biaggi had dedicated 
himself to the task of proving it was the 
rider who had won the last three titles, 
not the Aprilia. The factory hired Tet- 
suya Harada and Loris Capirossi, both 
former champions, to prove the oppo- 
site.) Some people can think it is very 
crazy that I decided to run one more 
year and risked to ruin what I did the 
last three years. But this one proved my 
riding talent. 

Maybe the other riders need to look 
in the mirror and ask themselves if they 
were giving 100 percent or not. Because 
I came from three years on Aprilia to 
Honda, and I won. (Olivier) Jacque, 
(Tohru) Ukawa and (Ralf) Waldmann 
had ridden Honda for many years and 
they never won. 

With some luck, I did win. But I also 
had some bad luck - like being black- 
flagged at Assen, crashing in Doning- 
ton... 

Was the way you split with Aprilia a 
big disappointment for you? 

Of course. And also for many people in 
Italy. Now I have moved to 500s, they 
(the Italian racing fans) have moved 
with me. Last year, the TV audience was 
3 million for 250 and 2 million for 500. 
Now in the first race, when they didn't 
know if I was good or not, 3 or 4 million 
people watched the 500 and 2 or 3 mil- 
lion watched the 250. I don't live in Italy 
anymore, but I can feel for the fans. I 
was born in Italy. 

Have you had any contact with Aprilia, 
or with the owner Ivan Beggio, since 
negotiations broke down at the end of 
1996? 

No. I never spoke to them again. 

After the end of last year, you were 
without a ride for a long time. You had 
talks with Suzuki and Yamaha. Did 
you come close to joining them? 

I was not close to going to another facto- 
ry before signing to stay with Honda. I 
wanted a Honda if there was any chance 
of getting one. 

Some people think you were too hard 
in your demands with Aprilia. Do you 
think you are a hard bargainer? 

Other people say I am tough. Beggio (of 
Aprilia) and the people at Dainese 


Leathers say that when I quit motorcy- 
cle racing, they want me to come and 
work for them - negotiating contracts for 
them. 

How often do you go back to Italy? 

In one month, three or four days. I 
moved to Monaco in 1992, and I enjoy it 
very much. I have a good life. I feel I am 
with friends. I see Mick (Doohan) very 
often. 

Are you and Mick Doohan good 
friends? 

"Good friends" is... big words. But he 
will ask me if I want to go ride bicycles 
with him and sometimes we go to have 
dinner. It's a professional relationship. 
We are okay together. 

You are a devil with other riders, about 
psyching them out. 

What do you mean? 

I'm thinking about the front-row press 
conferences; many times with Ralf 
Waldmann last year - saying clever 
things. And this year, when Mick was 
complaining that the bikes were less 
powerful, you put him in his place by 
just smiling and pointing out that the 
lap times were quicker now. 

Well, the bikes are almost the same as 
last year. The tires are better. I just 
meant what I said. The factory looks 
only for the lap time. But if we always 
go quicker, quicker, quicker, then they 
stop working on the bikes. 

I'm talking about the psychology - it's 
a clever game that you play. 

I am not a devil. I am a very simple 
man. I am very normal. I think that is 
my strength, that I am so norma]. People 
think that I like parties, and like that. 
But I never smoke, I never drink. I don't 
like wine. I don't like beer. Sometimes I 
don't want to do anything. If people 
could see my life, they would think I am 
boring. Because I am doing so much in 
motorsport, sometimes I want to be too 
much normal. 

"Lonely" is perhaps not the right word 
- but you do like to be alone. I remem- 
ber once you told me how you like to 
leave the paddock immediately after 
the race. Is it still the same? 

Yes. I like to have my personal life. I'm 
looking to keep this place (the race 
track) always strong and without peo- 
ple. I like to get away, and then I never 
speak about motorcycles. I speak about 
movies and music and any other things. 
When people start to talk about motor- 
cycles, you know what I say? "Phew" - 





and I leave. "Okay," I say, "I'm not 
working. I'm leaving." 

Do you follow the news - keep up with 
world events? 

A little. I follow the economics, the busi- 
ness news. Because I have some invest- 
ments. I employ some people, but I do 
my own management. 

There was a story going around that 
you told an Italian newspaper, "I am 
too big for this sport; I am going to F- 
1." Did you say that? 

I think nobody said that. I never said 
that. I never read it. And I read every- 
thing. If I don't read it, I have people 
who read it for me. When there is some- 
thing wrong, I do something about it. 
Do you have trouble with the press, in 
Italy or elsewhere? 

No. I am so good with them. But if you 
give too much to the press, they are 
going to eat you. Mick is giving too lit- 
tle. But you don't have to give too much. 
It's easy to do that, because people like 
success. But I don't want to do that. 
Then they eat you, piece by piece. 

What about the fans? They almost 
mobbed you on the slowing-down lap 
at Mugello. 

It's true. People like to have an idol. And 
I don't think I ever made a mistake. I am 
very nice with the fans. I spend time 
with them. I work on my front page on 
my Internet site, and I always want to 
develop it, make it more better, extra 
pages. Any fan who writes a letter to me 
gets back an autograph and a picture. 
What is it that drives you, makes you 
get up on Sunday to go racing? Is it 
money, fame or something else? 

I only enjoy racing. I was born for that. 
And if you weren't winning? 

I don't know. Because it is a long time 
since I was not winning. Of course, win- 
ning gives you the energy to work hard- 
er, to ride faster and to do more. And I 
want to win, not to lose. I only think 
about that. 

What car do you drive now? 

I have had the same one for three years. 
A Porsche Carrera 4 - I don't remember 
the exact model number. I had a Mini 
Cooper that I gave to my father in Rome 
three years ago. That was stolen last 
year. 

What's your favorite night out? 

Dinner with my girlfriend. I like Italian 
or Japanese food. Not sushi - but all 
the rest. Tepinyaki, shabu shabu and 
so on. €N

hey don't look much different, 
but Yamaha will tell you other- 
, wise. While the 1999 Y7400 and 
WR400Fs feature relatively few changes 
for '99 - after all, the first run of '98s 
were just released a few months ago - 
the new two-stroke 125 and 250cc YZs 
feature many refinements and some sig- 
nificant changes. The YZ80, on the other 
hand, remains unchanged for 1999. 

The 1998 Yamaha YZ125 was the 
undisputed king of the class, and Yama- 
ha did not want to rest on its laurels and 
let the competition catch up. Instead, 
Yamaha made many "small" changes, 
and Yamaha claims some of these modi- 
fications make the YZ125 even faster 
than before. 

Starting with the engine, the '99 
YZ125 has new porting specs. All of the 
exhaust ports have been enlarged by 
Imm, as have the scavenging ports, 
which have also been reshaped. Small 
changes were also made to the power- 
valve’s valve holder and governor, 
including a larger-diameter governor 
ball. 

The YZ’s TMX36 carburetor has 
changed, as well. While it’s still a 36mm 
Mikuni, the overall length (top to bot- 
tom) and width (front to back) of the 
carburetor body has been significantly 
reduced, and the throttle valve itself has 
a different shape. Yamaha claims these 
changes improve low- to midrange per- 
formance. 

And, to round off the engine 
changes, a new exhaust pipe has been 
incorporated. The pipe also features 
Slightly thinner walls, down from 
1.0mm to 0.9mm. A new works-type (a 
la Kawasaki) tail cap has been added to 
the end tip of the aluminum silencer. 

In the suspension department, the 
swingarm head has been slightly 
reshaped, and the relay-arm (bottom 
linkage) mounting position is also slight- 
ly changed - as is the linkage itself, which 
is longer. (Even though the relay-arm 
mounting position has been changed, the 
overall ratio is the same as before.) The 
sealing structure of the rear arm-pivot 
section has also been changed from an 
outer-type seal to an inner-type seal, 
Yamaha claims that the new swingarm is 
also lighter overall than last year’s. 

The revalved rear shock is 15mm 
longer (from mounting hole to mount- 
ing hole), and capacity has been 
increased. Y amaha claims the YZ125 has 
improved "soft initial activation, soft 
intermediate stroke, with no bottoming- 
out contact." 

Yamaha completely redesigned the 
rear axle, which is now 2mm larger in 
diameter and has gone to a two-plane 
type of head instead of a hexagonal 
shape, which means you don't need à 
second wrench to keep the entire axle 
from spinning when loosening or tight- 
ening the nut. 

Minor weight-saving changes were 
made to the YZ's rear hub, including 
going from steel to aluminum spoke 
nipples, laced into new Takasago/Excel 
rims. As a result of the hub changes, the 
driven sprocket sees a new mounting 
pitch, which basically means older YZ 
rear sprockets won't fit on the '99 YZs. 

Up front, the taper of the outer fork 
tubes has been changed to improve 
strength, and Yamaha claims the forks 














have less stiction than before. Changes 
have also been made to the forks' 
valves. 

To improve clearance, the footpeg 
brackets have been shortened by almost 
3mm so that the footpegs don't stick out 
as far. 

Pretty much all of the suspension 
and chassis changes that were made to 
the YZ125 were also made to the YZ250, 
but the same cannot be said for the 
motor, which, for all intents and purpos- 
es, is all new. You name it, and it's been 
changed. 

The YZ250 now features a longer- 
stroke motor with a 66.4mm x 72mm 
bore-and-stroke configuration, as com- 
pared to last year’s 68mm x 68.8mm 
nearly square-bore configuration. The 
result of these changes, Yamaha claims, 
is an improved torque band and 
improved low- and midspeed perfor- 
mance. 

Yamaha also changed the entire 
mounting position of the engine, result- 
ing in the lowering of the crank center 
position downward some 13mm, and a 
reduced forward tilting of the cylinder 
from 10.7 degrees to just 2.5 degrees. 
These changes are claimed to improve 
the YZ250's overall center of gravity. 

The size of the cylinder head has 
been slightly reduced, both in combus- 
tion volume and overall outside diame- 
ter of the head. The height of the spark- 
plug seating surface, however, has been 
raised slightly, from 33.1 to 33.7mm. 

Both intake and exhaust ports have 
new shapes, and port timing has also 
been altered. 

Major changes were also made to the 
now-three-valve YPVS exhaust power- 
valve system. The YPVS valve is 
changed as well, having gone from a 
rotary type to a slide type. 

And to top things off, Yamaha joined 
the power-jet carburetor bandwagon. 
The power jet is controlled by a solenoid 
valve (run off the ignition system) 
mounted to the Mikuni carburetor. The 
CPU of the CDI unit has been changed 
from a four-bit to an eight-bit system. 

In the transmission department, 
major changes were made as well. 
Yamaha basically replaced the entire 
gearbox with the stronger and slicker- 
shifting unit used in the YZ400F. Also, 
the clutch cable is routed through the 
left engine case (next to the clutch 
cover), and the clutch cover is now 
sealed by an O-ring instead of a gasket. 

Like the 125, the YZ250’s exhaust 
pipe is new and features thinner walls. 
The silencer also features the new tail 
cap. 

Information regarding the two four- 
strokes, the YZ400 and WR400F, is still a 
little sketchy, but we do know that they 
will feature - like the two-strokes - the 
new swingarm, linkage, Takasago/ 
Excel rims, lighter hubs and sprocket. 
They also get larger 240mm rear discs. 

Yamaha isn’t ready to release infor- 
mation regarding the 400’s engines, 
though we don’t believe there will be 
major changes. 

The YZ80 and 125 are both scheduled 
to be released in August, the YZ250 in 
September, and both the 400s in Octo- 
ber, and none of the motorcycles will see 
any price increases. €N

COLUMBUS, OHIO, JUNE 11-14 

hile his road racing counter- 
part, Anthony Gobert, was rid- 
ing the Vance & Hines Ducati 
to victory at the AMA Superbike Series 
event at Elkhart Lake, Wisconsin, Team 
Vance & Hines' other rider, NHRA Win- 
ston champ Matt Hines, was doing the 
same thing aboard his Eagle One Suzuki 
GSXR in the Pontiac Excitement Nation- 
als at National Trail Raceway. 

Hines, who entered the Columbus 
event as the runaway points leader in 
the 14-race series, was never challenged 
as he scored his sixth win in seven 
events this year - and the 16th win of his 
career - with a 7.34-to-7.48 win over six- 
time NHRA champ Dave Schultz in the 
final. 
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“We came here with the same exact 
setup we won with in Chicago two weeks 
ago, and we expected it to work, but the 
track kind of threw us a curve,” said 
Hines, now 27 and 1 in elimination 
rounds of competition for 1998. “It was 
slippery at first, and a lot of guys were 
complaining about the traction, but as the 
weekend went on it got better. This track 
is 10 times better than it was last year.” 

The results spoke for themselves as 
Hines took the pole position with a 
track-record 7.37, well ahead of Angelle 
Seeling’s 7.42, and extended his lead 
over the rest of the field with a 7.32 ona 
single run in round two of eliminations. 
Hines’ would-be opponent Tony Mullen 
couldn’t show after breaking a crank- 
shaft in his round-one win over John 
Myers. 

"| felt the engine-break right at the 


finish line,” said Mullen, a leading con- 
tender for the NHRA Rookie of the Year 
award. “We tried to put a new engine in 
but we just ran out of time. It was a very 
big thrill to beat John Myers, but it sucks 
that I blew up. I would love to have 
raced Matt again.” 

Hines, who has beaten Mullen three 
times in three meetings this year, fought 
the track in round one when he slowed 
to a 7.42 against Kawasaki racer Rob 
Short, but found the combination in the 
second, and maintained his tenth-of-a- 
second advantage throughout the rest of 
eliminations. 

“In qualifying, the bike made a hard 
right on one pass, and broke a coil wire 
on another, so we really didn’t make the 
run we were looking for,” Hines said. 
“We made a wheelie-bar adjustment after 
qualifying, and it seemed to help, but it 








didn’t work in the first round, so we went 
back to the exact setup we had in Chica- 
go, and things just clicked after that.” 

Hines also didn’t have to contend 
with Seeling, who has been a thorn in | 
his side for much of this season. The 
Team Winston rider - the only one other 
than Hines to win an event in 1998 - 
appeared to be on pace to make her 
fourth straight final in Columbus after 
she breezed past a broken Steve Johnson 
in the opening round with a 7.43, but 
she slowed to a 7.54 in round two and 
lost to Antron Brown, who powered to a 
7.48 on Troy Vincent's Team 23 Suzuki. 

"We're doing good because we're 
still second in the points standings, but 
we've got some problems with the 
bike," Seeling said. "In the past, the 
problems have been with my driving, 
but now we're having problems getting 
the bike down the track. I’m just going 
to keep on doing my job because I'm 
confident that (crew chief George Bryce) 
and the guys at the shop will get it 
straight like they always do." 

Schultz, the six-time Winston champ, 
managed to do a pretty good job of 
silencing the critics who dared suggest 
that his days as a final-round threat are 
over, as he reached the final round with 
a narrow semifinal victory over Brown, 
7.46 to 7.47, though his 7. 48 in the final 
wasn't nearly enough to run with Hines, 
who clinched the title with a 7.34. 

"We feel pretty good about making it 
to the final," said Schultz, who hadn't 
won a round since his runner-up finish 
at the season opener in Gainesville. “We 
blew up 11 engines last year, and we 
were determined to get a better handle 
on reliability this season, even if it 
meant sacrificing some performance. 
Obviously, I won't be satisfied until we 
tip the odds our way, but in general, 
we're moving in the right direction. I 
hope to be on an even keel with Byron 
(Hines) by the end of this season." 

Despite his overwhelming perfor- 
mance edge, Hines wasn't about to take 
the sport's all-time winningest bike 
racer lightly. 

"When Dave gets to a final, you 
never know what he's going to do,” said 
Hines, who red-lighted against Schultz 
in his first-ever final in Columbus in 
1995. "You think you've got him cov- 
ered and he all of a sudden pops up and 
beats you. I knew that I couldn't afford 
to have a bad light against him, so I 
went up there ready to go. 

"This one feels pretty good," Hines 
continued. “We lost 80 points to Angelle 
in Englishtown, but we put 20 points on 
her in Chicago and gained 60 on her, so 
I'm back to where I was before English- 
town. Our rivalry is getting pretty 
intense. Everybody is talking about it, 
but I’m just trying to win races, and if 
she's in the way, then it just happens to 
be that way." CN

n recent years the organizers of the 

TT in the Isle of Man have attempt- 

ed to attach some kind of "anniver- 
sary" to mark the event. This approach 
apparently makes the meeting more 
marketable, and this year's TT was no 
different. However, this time the orga- 
nizers didn't need to attach one of their 
own mystical tags. Honda, the mainstay 
of the TT in recent years, intended to 
make the very most of its 50th anniver- 
sary. 

In the weeks leading up to the TT, 
rumors were rife that Honda was effec- 
tively going to temporarily change the 
name of the small island in the middle 
of the Irish Sea to the Isle of Honda. 
Apparently we would not be able to 
move around the place without seeing 
Honda banners, posters or socially 
sponsored events. In truth, it never went 
quite that far - except where anything to 
do with the race was concerned. 

This was a blessing in many ways, as 
in recent years the Isle of Man Tourist 
Board (responsible for marketing the TT) 
has seemingly concentrated more on the 
social events than the actual racing. In 
one moment of controversy on the eve of 
the event, it even seemed that the Tourist 
Board was unwilling to recognize 
Honda's unfailing support of the TT over 
the last 40 years. Some prominent track- 
side advertising was sold to a rival manu- 
facturer. Allegedly, Honda was not very 
pleased at not having been given "first 
refusal" on this advertising opportunity. 

Anyway, this little wrangle aside, 
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Honda was definitely putting every- 
thing into its racing-team effort. Two 
special RC45s were hand-built for their 
main TT stars, Phillip McCallen and 
Joey Dunlop. These were to be ridden in 
the Formula One race, an event that

Honda has won every year since 1982. 
Honda also made available three 
NSR500 V-twins for the Senior event. 
These would be ridden by Dunlop, Scot 
Jim Moodie, and up-and-coming British 
250cc star, John McGuiness. 





In an attempt to win every race at the 
TT, Honda even built a one-off 650cc 
single-cylinder bike for the Singles TT. 
As well as its attack on the works 
and special "trick bits" bikes front, 
Honda also hired a host of TT stalwarts 






































to ride for it. McCallen and Dunlop 
were joined in official Honda Britain 
colors for the two main (superbike) 
races by regular British Championship 
front-runners Ian Simpson, Michael Rut- 
ter and Iain Duffus - all potential win- 
ners. Honda Britain was also backing 
Jason Griffiths, Irishman James Court- 
ney and veteran Nick Jefferies, as well 
as entering several riders in the 250cc 
and 125cc races. Add to that the appear- 
ance of its satellite Sanyo-backed team 
in the 500cc and Production events and 
it appeared that this year’s TT looked 
like it would be a Honda benefit. - 

However, in the weeks leading up to 
the TT, Honda's hopes took a nose dive. 
On the weekend of May 2-3, McCallen 
and Dunlop were both involved in 
heavy crashes. The Irish pairing 
incurred severe injuries. McCallen 
crashed in a British Championship 600cc 
race at Thruxton, breaking three verte- 
brae. The injury would subsequently 
rule him out of the TT, and at press 
time, the future of his whole career is in 
some doubt. Dunlop, 46 years “young,” 
had a horrific accident at the Tandragee 
100 meeting in his native Ireland. Dun- 
lop broke his right hand and his pelvis 
and lost the top half of his wedding-ring 
finger. It seemed that the TT and Honda 
were going to be without their two main 
attactions. 

Unlike McCallen, Dunlop decided to 
practice and see whether he could ride - 
and more importantly, ride fast. On the 
first evening of practice, he realized that 
he would never be able to ride the RC45 
or the V-twin competitively. Honda thus 
passed the “special” RC45s on to Rutter 
and Simpson, and the V-twin was given 
to Welshman Ian Lougher - twice a TT 
winner and lap record holder for the 250 
and 125cc classes. 

At the end of practice week, the 
Honda lineup had another last-minute 
withdrawal, this in the most bizarre of 
circumstances. Scotsman Duffus, return- 
ing to the TT for the first time in two 
years after an injury, fell from his 
motorhome in the paddock and broke 
his leg shortly before the start of the 
penultimate practice session. Duffus' 
bikes were then passed to James Court- 
ney for race week. 

What of the other factory interest? Basi- 
cally, there wasn’t any. Suzuki did send a 
World Superbike-spec engine and frame 
for Mark Flynn - but if Peter Goddard and 
James Whitham can’t get their machines to 
handle in superbike, what chance did poor 
Flynn have on the Isle of Man? 

Kawasaki gave some factory bits to 
Simon Beck for his Formula One and 
Senior machines. Apart from that, there 
was virtually no interest in the event 
from the major makers, except Honda. 

Despite the seeming lack of opposi- 
tion before the event started, there may 
have been some concerns from Honda 
personnel. While there is no doubting 
their short-circuit prowess, neither Rut- 
ter nor Simpson are exactly McCallen or 
Dunlop material around the Isle of Man. 
Any fears Honda may have had going 
into race week were exacerbated when 
Beck, on his kitted Kawasaki, set the 
fastest time of practice week. And while 
Honda machines topped the 125cc, 
250cc and 600cc classes, it was the 
Yamaha R1 and Kwasaki ZX-9R that 
dominated the first six places in the Pro- 
duction class. Would Honda's party 
plans be spoiled? 


FORMULA ONE 


While practice week had been held in 
largely excellent conditions, the weather 
was about to have a profound effect on 
the entire week of racing.

The Formula One race is traditionally 
the opening race and was scheduled for 
Saturday, June 6. However, the day 
dawned wet (to say the least) and the 
mountain section was covered in heavy 
fog. Racing was ultimately canceled for 
the day and scheduled for Sunday. 

Unfortunately, the next day's weath- 
er wasn't initially much better, either. 
But as the 2 p.m. start time approached, 
conditions appeared to improve. How- 
ever, with the race just seconds from 
being started, the organizers suddenly 
announced a delayed start - it transpired 
that rain was falling on the west side of 
the 38-mile track and the mist was 
descending onto the Mountain once 
more. The start time was delayed two 
hours and the race distance reduced 
from six to four laps. 

Tires would prove to be a crucial fac- 
tor, as the track was damp in most areas. 
There was mixed opinion among most 
riders as to what rubber to run with. 
Michael Rutter and Jason Griffiths went 
with full slicks, but Simon Beck and Ian 
Simpson went with cut slicks on the 
front and full-slick rears. Rutter seemed 
to have made a shrewd choice. 

At 25, Michael Rutter was still look- 
ing for his first TT win in this, his fifth 
year of competing on the Island. With 
his family connections with the TT (his 
father, Tony, won eight races between 
1973 and 1982), there was some pressure 
on the Birmingham youngster to per- 
form. He had powered into an early 
lead by the first split timing sections 
(Glen Helen and Ramsey; 10 and 22 
miles, respectively) and by the end of 
the opening lap he was six seconds up 
on teammate Ian Simpson. 

Rutter's opening lap was indicative 
of the damp conditions as his lap speed 
was "only" 118.27 mph (normally the 
opening lap is at least over 122 mph). 
But it wasn't just the damp that was 
causing Rutter a problem. 

"| lost my contact lens on the first 
lap," he explained. "But luckily I was 
able to get my hand inside my visor at 
Ramsey Hairpin and push it back in." 

Simon Beck's challenge on the 
Kawasaki already appeared to be falter- 
ing. The big English rider - he weighs 
around 15 stone (210 pounds) - was run- 
ning third at the end of the opening lap 
but some 10 seconds adrift of Simpson. 
Courtney was an impressive fourth on 
this, his first superbike TT ride. 

With the shortened race distance, pit 
stops came into play at the halfway 
point, by which time Rutter had extend- 
ed his advantage to 14 seconds over 
Simpson. Beck, meanwhile, maintained 
third place and had actually closed the 








gap to Simpson a little. There were no 
particular dramas during the pit stops, 
but by the first split section on lap three, 
Beck had hauled the big Kawasaki up to 
second spot. Simpson was experiencing 
some problems with the amount of grip 
he was getting (or not getting) from his 
front cut slick. This was about to change, 
however. 

Over the mountain section on the 
third lap, "Simmo" was becoming 
more and more confident in his tire's 
behavior. 

"The first 2 : laps were a little 
scary," explained the Scot. "But by Ram- 
sey on lap three I felt I could second- 
guess the slides and started to push a lit- 
tle more. Seeing a sign'that I was down 
to third helped as well!” 

As they hurried off onto the fourth 
and final lap, Simpson was again back 
in second, although he was still some 14 
seconds down on Rutter. ; 

The last lap will perhaps go into TT 
legend. At the first split section at Glen 
Helen on lap four, Simpson was just 10 
seconds back. At Ramsey Hairpin, he 
was one second back. To TT spectators 
of old, this was reminiscent of Joey Dun- 
lop’s chasing and ultimate slaying of 








Mick Grant’s Honda in the 1980 Classic 
TT (a race win that reawakened the 
Ulsterman’s career). 

“On the last lap I really went for it,” 
explained Simpson later. “It was really 
scary. Coming down the Mountain, I 
actually lost the front wheel at Windy 
Corner (a sweeping 90-degree right-han- 
der) but my knee actually balanced the 
bike and I got away with it.” 

With Rutter starting at number five 
and Simpson at 12, there was a nervous 
wait for the respective riders’ team per- 
sonnel as they waited for Simpson to 
finish (Rutter started some 70 seconds in 
front on the road). In the end, it was 
Simpson’s team who was jubilant. His 
charging last lap brought him a second 
TT win by a margin of just 2.2 seconds. 
His final tour was just 1.7 seconds out- 
side Carl Fogarty’s 6-year-old outright 
course record. 

“This is a big moment for me and 
Honda,” Simpson said at race’s end. “To 





win a (superbike) race here has always 
been a big ambition for me. It hasn't 
really sunk in yet. I can’t believe I was 
so Close to the lap record, because it was 
pretty damp out there the whole race.” 

Rutter’s last lap had also been his 
quickest of the race, but he was gracious 
in defeat. 

“lan really deserved that,” Rutter 
said. “I tried to push harder myself on 
that last lap, but my damned contact 
lens came out again, and this time I 
couldn’t get it back in. It was a little 
hairy on right-hand turns, I can tell 
you." 

Beck trundled in fourth, having 
given way to an impressive Courtney on 
the last lap. Beck was not a happy chap- 
pie in the slightest. 

“It really is about time that manufac- 
turers other than Honda started putting 
something into this meeting," Beck 
exclaimed. "I was able to sit behind or 
pass Michael in the turns, no problem. 
But he just hammered away on the 
straights. It's ridiculous." 


250cc AND 125cc 


Not a TT goes by without the Dunlop 
brothers providing some sort of story. 
Joey's injury list has been cataloged else- 
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turned up on the Island midway 
through practice week in much the same 
physical shape - i.e., bad! 

It was Joey's turn to grab the head- 
lines first. Monday's 250cc-race start 
time was actually brought forward by 
15 minutes because of expected poor 
weather later in the day. The race dis- 
tance was also cut from four to three 
laps. However, the weather experts got 
it wrong. The rain decided to descend 
on the Island just as the race started. 
Tire choice had already proven to be a 
headache; now it would be a lottery. 

Dunlop, canny as ever, had opted for 
intermediates front and rear, as had 
other expected front-runners Shaun 
Harris and Gavin Lee. Both, incidental- 
ly, were on Yamahas as opposed to the 
favored Honda. Dunlop's Honda Britain 
teammate (and probably the favorite for 
the race) Ian Lougher, got it all wrong, 
though, opting for cut slicks. 


Joey had the race in the bag from the . 


start. Even at the first split section just 
10 miles out, he was already 12 seconds 
ahead of McGuiness (on a Honda with 
intermediates). Meanwhile, Harris was 
out of the race early; the New Zealan- 
der's TZ seized after just four miles. 

At the end of the opening lap, on 
what was now a soaking-wet track, 
Dunlop had averaged over 100 mph and 
led by an incredible 34 seconds over 
McGuiness. Lougher's tire choice ruled 
him out of the picture completely and 
he retired early on lap two. 

As he reached Ramsey for the second 
time, Dunlop was some 52 seconds 
ahead of McGuiness. By this time, how- 
ever, the drizzly conditions had turned 
into a monsoon and running water was 
everywhere. The organizers wisely 
decided to stop the race at the end of 
just two laps. Dunlop was declared the 
winner by some 43 seconds. It wasn't to 
be McGuiness in second place, however. 
Veteran Bob Jackson completed his sec- 
ond lap some 25 seconds quicker than 
anyone else and pushed McGuiness 
down into third place. 

Dunlop later admitted that he'd had 
an inkling the race would be stopped 
early. 

"The place was just so wet," he said. 
"I was due to stop at the end of lap one 
for fuel, but I knew I had enough to do a 
second lap. In case (the organizers) 
stopped the race early, I just cracked on. 
I am glad it rained, because I would 
never have been able to hang on for four 
laps (in the dry) with these injuries. I 
noticed that Lougher had gone for the 
cuts (slicks) and when I passed him 
early in the race, I knew I could win. 
Over the mountain on the last lap, I real- 
ized that I had a big lead and eased off a 
little." 

As ever, Dunlop was nonchalant in 
victory, but to those observing this was 
one of the finest of his 23 TT wins. 


On Wednesday it was his brother 


Robert's turn. The 34-year-old had 
crashed heavily at the North West 200 in 
Ireland two weeks prior to the TT. In the 
process, Dunlop broke his right collar- 
bone and shin. Indeed, he was only 
passed as fit to ride in the 125cc race 
halfway through practice week. In the 
last qualifying session, he proved that a 
little discomfort needn't get in the way 
and he unofficially smashed the class 
lap record at over 110 mph. 

The race itself was yet another event 
to be reduced in race distance, again 
from four to three laps. Conditions were 
expected to deteriorate and those ago- 
nizing decisions over tires were thought 
through again and again. Robert gam- 
bled on slicks and it was to work out to 


where, and his younger brother, Robert, 





be the correct choice, as the roads were 


to remain dry for virtually the whole 
race. Gavin Lee also opted for slicks but 
his Yamaha was not expected to keep 
pace with the Hondas. The remainder of 
the opposition went for cut slicks or 
intermediates. Among them was 
Lougher, who was to be caught out for 
the second time in two days by the 
wrong choice of tires. Perhaps put off by 
his decision to gamble on cut slicks in 
Monday's preceding 250cc race, he 
opted for intermediates this time. The 


elements were to work against him . 


again. 

Dunlop had this race in the bag by 
the end of lap one, his and Gavin Lee's 
tire choice paying dividends, but as 
expected the Yamaha rider couldn't 
keep up and was already 11 seconds 
down on Dunlop. Lee's race, and the TT, 
finally came to a miserable end when he 
retired at the end of lap two with an oil 
leak. Thereafter Dunlop had no serious 
challengers and went on to win by 18 
seconds. The luckless "Lucky" Lougher 
ended up in second place. Another 
Irishman, Owen McNally, completed 
the podium positions. 

Dunlop was a understandably a little 
weary at the end of this, his fifth TT vic- 
tory. 

“I was a little worried about the tires 
before the race," Dunlop explained. "I 
thought about changing to cuts at one 
point but decided to stay with the origi- 
nal decision. It was pretty grey out 
there, but luckily for me the rain held 
off." | 

Dave Morris won the Singles TT for 
the second year running aboard the 
Chrysallis BMW. The Englishman beat 
the special 650cc Honda of Moodie by 
19 seconds. The race was run simultane- 
ously with the 125cc event and contin- 
ues to provide little interest to riders or 
spectators. Indeed, the most exciting 
part of the race was when both Morris 
and Moodie struggled to get their 
respective machines to start after their 
pit stops. Thank goodness they did, as 
the quality of rider and machine behind 
Moodie was arguably poor. Mick Jef- 
freys finished third some 4 minutes and 
39 seconds behind! 


600cc (JUNIOR TT) 


Rutter finally achieved a lifelong 
ambition by joining his dad, Tony, on 
the TT roll of honors list by winning 
Wednesday afternoon's 600cc event. 

Again there was a reduced race dis- 
tance of three laps, but at least with 
600cc regulations the competitors didn't 
have to worry too much about tire 
choice. As per the superbike race, 
McCallen's machines were passed to 
Rutter and Simpson - riding under the 
Motorcycle City banner. 

Indeed, the end result (Rutter's win) 
wás somewhat of à surprise as Simpson 
is a renowned 600cc rider on British 
short circuits and won the correspond- 
ing race at last year's TT. 

However, it was another Scot, Mood- 
ie, who was quickly into the groove. He 
had a small advantage of six seconds 
over Simpson at the end of the opening 
lap. Rutter was third a further seven sec- 
onds back. 

Moodie was riding for the Sanyo- 
backed Honda Britain satellite team and 
had boldly predicted a 120-mph lap if 
conditions were right in the race. How- 
ever, while the conditions held firm on 
the opening lap (Moodie averaged 118 
mph from a standing start), they took a 
decided turn for the worse at the start of 
lap two. 

"At the start of the second lap, it 
started to drizzle and it just became 
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Robert Dunlop, 
brother of Joey, 
won the three- 
lap 125cc race. 
Like his 
brother, he too 
had crashed 
before the event 
and was only 
considered fit 
to ride halfway 
through the 
week. He 
promptly went 
out and broke 
the lap record 
for the class. 


worse after that," Moodie said. "I just 
didn't fancy pushing it in the rain." 

Too true - he didn't. What had been a 
13-second advantage over third-placed 
Rutter at the end of lap one had turned 
into a one-second deficit just 10 miles 
into the second tour. 

As they piled into the pits for fuel at 
the end of the second lap, Rutter still 
held a narrow lead of two seconds over 
Simpson. Jackson was now third, but 
some 10 seconds back on "Simmo." 
Moodie had slipped to fifth place and 
was out of the picture. 

In the pits, however, Simpson made 
up some crucial time, taking just 15 sec- 
onds to fill up. Rutter took an additional 
six seconds, and at Glen Helen on the 
final lap, Simpson was three seconds up 
on Rutter. But by Ramsey it was Rutter 
back in front by four seconds. It was a 
lead he was not to relinquish and he 
commanded the race over the Mountain 
for the final time to take a maiden TT 
win by seven seconds. 

Rutter was ecstatic in the winner's 
enclosure, taking the opportunity to 
thank his backers at every opportunity. 

"It's all thanks to Honda," he said. 
"This week has been spoilt by bad 
weather, but Honda just keeps winning 
and that's what we're here for. 

“I lost some time at my pit stop 
because I couldn't get the fuel cap back 
on properly. Conditions were pretty bad 
on that last lap and I had one almighty 
slide at Ballacraine. Then I thought I 
may have blown it when I got held up 
by backmarkers on the Mountain. This 
is something I have always dreamed of, 
and now it's happened 1 am just so 
happy”. 

The smile on Simpson’s face at the 
end of the race was a little puzzling con- 
sidering he'd just lost. 

“To be honest, I am just happy to be 
back in one piece,” he explained. “The 
conditions on the last lap were poor. 
Michael deserved to win it, though. He 
rode well considering (the weather). It 
was tricky out there, trying to avoid the 
wet bits.” 

Local Manx rider Paul Dedman com- 
pleted a heroic last lap to pip Jackson for 
third. Dedman had been struggling in 
the 600cc British Championship series 
and this result will have boosted his 
confidence for the remainder of the 
year. 


PRODUCTION TT 


If you exclude the Singles TT held 
earlier in the week (everyone else had), 
this race was the event most likely to 
spoil the Honda TT celebrations. 
Despite the fact that not one CBR900RR 


qualified in the top six, Rutter, Simpson 


and Moodie were still very confident 


. seconds, becoming the first man to lap 

















































that the CBR could pull it off. And as 
chance would have it, with race wins 
coming in abundance in 1998, Honda 
stood to win its 100th TT this day. And 
in its 50th year, too. 

At last, the final day of the 1998-TT 
brought some decent weather, and we 
could look forward to some races over 
the. normal distance - although the Pro- 
duction race was only scheduled for 
three laps anyway. 

Moodie had been extremely disap- 
pointed at letting his Sanyo crew down 
in the 600cc race and was immediately 
on the pipe in this race. The Scot broke 
the class lap record on the opening tour 
by 6.2 seconds (averaging 119.58 mph) 
aboard his CBR900RR and led Kawasa- 
ki-mounted Nigel Davies by five sec- 
onds. Rutter was third, another four sec- 
onds back. David Jefferies was in fourth 
place on the first Yamaha R1. 

If the truth were known, the situation 
barely altered over the final two laps. 
Moodie broke the lap record (his own) 
on the second tour by an additional 10 


the TT circuit at over 120 mph on a pro- 
duction bike! But a challenge from 
behind never materialized. 

Moodie eventually wound up. as 
winner by some 29 seconds from 
Davies’ Kawasaki. Rutter, third at the 
finish, had turned up the wick some- 
what on the last lap and was only 1:3 
seconds behind the Welshman. Jefferies 
continued to head the Yamaha cam- 
paign and finished a creditable fourth in 
only his second year of racing at the TT. 

Moodie was a relieved man at race’s 
end. 

"After Wednesday's 600cc race, I am 
just so happy for the team to have been 
able to win this race," Moodie said. 
"The bike was absolutely perfect, 
although I was a little concerned after 
the (second-lap) pit stop because I came 
out alongside Rutter (who had started 
30 seconds ahead of Moodie on the 
road) and he upset my rhythm a little on 
that last lap. I must admit I was glad we 
made it to the pit stop, because we had 
been worried throughout practice that 
we might run out (of fuel)." 

Davies admitted after the race that 
he'd been lucky to hold on to second 
place. 

"Starting from so far back (number 
16), I really had to ride hard to get 
through the traffic," Davies explained. 
"Over the mountain on the last lap, I 
was so tired, and that's why I slowed up 
a little." 

Rutter was satisfied with third place. 

“Jim was certainly on form this 
morning," Rutter said. “It was all I 
could do to try and get second spot, but 
I am not unhappy. I had some fun with 















Jim on that last lap and we were pop- 
ping the horns and just making sure 
Honda had something to celebrate." 

Some more good PR from Rutter, then! 

The R1 challenge just didn't happen, 
although Jefferies’ ride should not be 
overlooked. Jackson and Paul Hunt did 
bring Ris into fifth and sixth, but all 
admitted it was too much to hang on to 
the speed of the CBRs. 

So in a race where Honda may have 
expected to be beaten, the company 
actually won its 100th TT event. 


SENIOR TT 


The open Senior event is basically a 
Formula Libre - that is, anything goes - 
race. Traditionally the race is dominated 
by the 750cc superbikes, but in the last 
two years we have had a smattering of 
500cc Grand Prix machines which have 
added to the spectacle and in many peo- 
ple's eyes made this event the biggest of 
the week. 

| conditions prevailed once more, 
and lo and behold, we were going to get 
a full six-lap race. Moodie switched to 
the Padgetts team to ride the NSR V- 
twin, and was joined on similar 
machines by Lougher and McGuiness. 
Davies lined up aboard an aging Harris- 
Yamaha YZR of John Reynolds vintage. 
Much was expected of all the 500s. 

Inevitably, though, it was the Honda 
Britain boys, Rutter and Simpson, who 
made the early headway. The former 
was in front of his teammate by 10 sec- 
onds at the end of the opening lap, and 
coming within five seconds of that out- 
right course record to boot. This Senior 
TT was living up to its billing. 

Moodie in the meantime was run- 
ning a steady third, just three seconds 
back on Simpson. Courtney, having 
another fine outing on the third Honda 
Britain RC45, was fourth, just ahead of 
Beck and a certain Mr. Jackson. 

Now, here lay the story of the race. 
Jackson was riding an aging ZXRR 
Kawasaki for Irish print magnate Win- 
ston McAddo. He had gambled on 
using a huge, oversized tank (as the 
rules for this race permit) in order to do 
just one pit stop as opposed to everyone 
else's two. Despite the increased fuel 
load, Jackson was only 36 seconds off 
the lead at the end of that first tour. 

By the end of lap two, Jackson was 
up to fourth overall, while Rutter main- 
tained a lead of 12 seconds over Simp- 
son. "Simmo" in turn was now just 
three-tenths of a second ahead of Mood- 
ie, who was slowly upping his pace. 
Jackson was just 17 seconds back in 
fourth.

Now, while Jackson was of course 
able to bypass the pits on this particular 
lap, Rutter et al piled into Gasoline 
Alley for their first stops. 

Naturally, it played into Jackson's 
hands. The Kawasaki man was some 28 
seconds ahead of Simpson at Glen 
Helen on lap three. Moodie, still in 
touch, was another five seconds back. 
= Meanwhile, Rutter had hit trouble 
and was slipping down the order. 

"| hit a bump very hard on Bray Hill 
at the start of lap three and I got a punc- 
ture," Rutter later explained. 

Despite eventually completing the 
lap, Rutter had lost so much time that he 
eventually finished in 13th place. 

Up at the sharp end, however, it was 
Jackson's turn to pit. As he completed 
the lap he was half a minute ahead of 
Simpson, with Moodie still hanging on 
in third. Everyone else was by this time 
in a separate race for the minor placings. 
Unfortunately for the 40-year-old (-plus) 
Jackson, the chance to win his first TT in 
17 years of trying went awry at his pit 
stop. 

After successfully refilling the huge 
tank, his pit crew was unable to get the 
cap sealed back in place. Jackson lost an 
additional 40 seconds and the race 
seemed lost. 

By Glen Helen on lap four, Jackson 
was down in sixth place. His only solace 
was that at least Simpson and Moodie 
would have to stop again for fuel at the 
end of the fourth lap. 

Moodie had indeed closed to within 
a second of Simpson when disaster 
struck the V-twin on Sulby Straight on 
lap four. 

“It just seized," explained Moodie. 
"No warning, none at all." 

With Jackson's misfortune, and Rut- 
ter and Moodie's effective demise, the 
leaderboard had a different look as the 
leaders came in to refuel at the end of 
the fourth lap. Simpson seemingly had a 
comfortable lead of 29 seconds over 
Courtney. This information was passed 
on by his pit crew during the stop 
(which they would very nearly regret 
come the end of the race). Lougher, now 
getting used to his V-twin 500, was up 
to third, just six seconds behind Court- 
ney. Jefferies was having another 
incredible race in fourth place aboard a 
Yamaha R1 powerbike. Jackson, mean- 
while, was up to fifth. 

We waited eagerly to hear the split sec- 
tion times from Glen Helen on that fifth 
lap. Unbelievably, Jackson had ridden his 
way back into the hunt, just nine seconds 
back from Simpson. How had Jackson 
managed to pull back so much time? 


they are a-changin' 


Behind them there was a host of former 
Honda Grand Prix bikes from the 1960s ridden by 
the likes of Tommy Robb, Ralph Bryans, Stuart 
Graham, Kunimitsu Takahashi and Naomi 
Tanaguichi. Jean Claude Chemarin was out on his 
1982 Honda Elf endurance machine, while Alex 


Viera rode a similar bike. 


Somewhat bizarrely, we had some more- 
recent Grand Prix and TT champions on road 
bikes, such as Sito Pons, Dirk Raudies and Ron Haslam. It seemed odd to see 
three such distinguished champions riding round on street bikes in the company 
of such exotic racing machinery. 


Simpson later explained: "When I 
came in for my last pit stop, they (his pit 
crew) told me that I had a big lead and 
that Jackson was out - so I eased right 
off. Well, they got that wrong!" 

As they went into their final lap, 
Simpson led by just five seconds from 
Jackson. Lougher still held third over 
Courtney. 

At Ramsey on the final lap, Jackson 
was incredibly ahead. Would Honda be 
defeated at the final hour? 

The answer, unfortunately for Jack- 
son, was to be in the negative. Simpson 
put in one of his now-famous last-lap 
efforts over the Mountain and claimed 
victory by four seconds. 

“I couldn't believe the signals I was 
getting which told me I was down to 
second," Simpson said. "I knew I had to 


» push that little bit more over the Moun- 


tain. We got there in the end. It's great 
to end the week on a high for Honda 
and me. We've all worked so hard to 
achieve this." 

Jackson was inconsolable when told 
he had just missed out on that maiden 
TT win. 

"| am devastated, I can tell you,” he 
said. "We had the race in the bag and 
we couldn't get the petrol cap back on. 
Then on the last lap, the (exhaust) pipe 
came away from its hold and was drag- 
ging along the floor. I very nearly 
packed it in. I just don't think that I am 
meant to win here." 

Courtney rounded off a fine week by 
claiming his second podium position 
after Lougher's normal run of bad luck 
returned when the electrics on the V- 
twin packed up on the Mountain on the 
final lap. 

And so ended another TT meeting.

Honda certainly stole the headlines. 
And good luck to them, too, for they 
alone continue to back this famous (but 
arguably dying) event. How much 
longer will Honda see reward in effec- 
tively racing themselves? Hopefully the 
other manufacturers will heed Simon 
Beck's call for more factory help. 

Then again, who will be around to 
ride for them? Already Michael Rutter 
has hinted that he will not return to the 
TT in the foreseeable future, as he wish- 
es to progress into World Superbike. If 
young riders like Rutter desert the TT 
now and all we are left with are 35- to 
40-year-old (and older) riders - with 
respect, what does that say about the 
event? 

Old and decaying, perhaps. CN

hose contending the Acerbis 
National Championship 
Enduro Series came to 
Bellingham with hopes of winning the 
second day of the Northfork Two-Day 
Qualifier. Though both days of the event 
were actually scored as round four of 
the National Reliability Series, riders 
such as Mike Lafferty, Randy Hawkins 
and Doug Blackwell made the trip from 
east of the Mississippi to try their hand 
at the third National Enduro in a row to 
be run in a Qualifier format. But local 
Washington rider David Lykke threw a 
twist into the event by beating most of 
the enduro series regulars and actually 
posting the best score for day two of the 
event. When it was all said and done, 
however, KTM Sportmotorcyle's' Laffer- 
ty was the overall victor of both the 
combined rounds. 

"It was a hard race, and you couldn't 
be too aggressive," said Lafferty, who 
won four of the event's eight special 
tests. "You had to be consistent because 
it was so gnarly and technical, and you 
had to know when you could go fast 
and when you couldn't." 

Lafferty started Saturday off by win- 
ning the first terrain test with a score of 
392, only three seconds faster than Team 
Green's Destry Abbott. Lykke turned in 
a time of 398 to claim third in the same 
test, even though he had problems 
through the 2-mile test. 

"Actually, my day started off bad," 
the Yamaha YZ250 rider said of Satur- 
day's first test. "I fouled two spark 
plugs. And then, in the first test, I 
crashed and got my foot caught under 
the bike." 

Riding almost on the last row of the 
250s, Montclair Yamaha's Ty Davis 
posted a time of 400 in the first test, just 
ahead of Hawkin's score of 411. 

"It's pretty tight, as far as a qualifier 
goes," said Davis about the 83.6 miles of 
course on Saturday's schedule. "The 
tests could be marked better and the 
trails could have been cleaned up a little 
bit - either that, or put some danger 
markings here and there." 

Regardless of his results in the first 
test, Davis came back and won the sec- 
ond test of the day, which consisted of 
3.6 miles of straight trails and logging 
roads. Davis' score of 452 edged Abbott 
out by three seconds. Lafferty hung in 
with 457, and Idaho's Brian Brown fin- 
ished fourth 250cc bike in the test with 
466. 

It was the fastest test of the event and 
the scores reflected it. Several racers 
hailing from the Southwest posted their 
most competitive times of thé event. 

"Test number two was awesome," 
said Team Green's Steve Hengeveld, 
who switched from his normal KX250 to 
a KX125 to ride the qualifiers. "I started 
behind Russell Pearson, Eric DuCray 
and Rob Zimmerman. I passed both 
DuCray and Zimmerman and then I 
caught up to Russell's dust, so I think I 
may have won that test, as far as the 
125s go. It was just wide open and fun 
because we got to jump those water 
bars." 

Hengeveld was half right: He and 
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Pearson tied for the 125cc-test win with 
a score of 477. Davis' teammate Donnie 
Book moved up from a bad first special 
test to score the 251-400cc Four-Stroke 
win in test two. 

Just after the midway point on Satur- 
day is where the third special test began 
and, once again, Lafferty and Lykke 
were back on top. The 3.5-mile terrain 
test suited both riders' styles, and their 
super-fast test times reflected it. Laffer- 
ty's score of 567 and Lykke's of 572 
topped Davis and Abbott's tied score of 
577. Hawkins and Blackwell were next 
with times of 589 and 594, respectively. 

In 125cc action, KTM-mounted Zim- 
merman posted a time of 603, which 
was 20 seconds faster than Pearson and 
David Porter, who tied in test three with 
a score of 623. 

Luca Trussardi, on his IMS-backed 
KLX, was the top 251-400cc Four-Stroke 
in test three, topping Washington's Jon 
Nielson by one second. XR400-mounted

Cole Marshall's test-one win in the divi- 
sion was no fluke, as he consistently ran 
times near the front of the class. Mar- 
shall's score of 653 in test three and sec- 


ond-place class showing in test two put- 


him in control going into the last test, 
even though Trussardi appeared to be 
on a roll. 

On the final loop and terrain test on 
Saturday, the wear-and-tear began to 
show on many riders. Team Green's 
Oakley Lehman dropped out of con- 
tention late in the day when a crash and 
a nagging wrist injury was just too 
much for him to hold on to his KX250. 
And his teammate Hengeveld was not 
faring well, either. 

"The wrist pin just shattered," said 
Hengeveld, who returned back to 
Southern California a day earlier than 
planned. “Back in the last loop, it just 
quit. My dad and Dave Chase and I had 
to push it out of that section all the way 
to a road."

In the final test on Saturday, Lafferty 
pushed himself to a 14-second lead over 
Lykke's 876 score. Hawkins' 878 gave 
him the boost he needed, and Pat Garra- 
han finally showed the speed that he 
has possessed all year long by finishing 
four seconds behind Hawkins. 

"I messed up on the first two tests 
and got stuck," said the KTM 250- 
mounted Garrahan, who used his grace 
to bump up to the front row. "That hurt 
me in the overall, but.I made up a little 
time in test four. I bumped up to the first 
minute so I could start the last special 
test ahead of everyone else. It paid off." 

At the end of day one, Lafferty was 
in control with a 45-second lead over 
Lykke and Abbott, who were tied for 
second with a score of 2323. 


"After seeing the day's results, I was 
surprised that I was tied for second 
. overall," said Abbott. "I had an okay 
day but nothing spectacular. The tests 
_ were tight; the Six Days is totally oppo- 
site. That's why I did so well in Italy last 
year. I rode with Lafferty today and he 
showed me quite a few things." 

Davis sat in third after four tests with 
a score of 2326, followed by the two 
other Yamaha riders, Hawkins and 
Blackwell. 

"The course was well-laid-out, but I 
was hoping it would be a little tougher, 
because I do much better in that situa- 
tion," said Hawkins. "My test scores 
were good but not as fast as I wanted 
them to be." 

Sixth for the day belonged to Brown, 
who chalked up 2408 points, and KTM- 
mounted Jason Raines used consistent 
test times to sit in seventh. The 125cc 
lead belonged to Russell Pearson, whose 
score of 2462 was good enough for 
eighth on the day. 

“I tipped over on the first day a cou- 
ple times, but nothing major," said 
Pearson, who was 41 seconds faster 
than Eric DuCray, his nearest 125cc 
competitor. "I just wasn't used to the 
rocks and roots." 

Regardless of getting stuck a few 
times throughout the day, Garrahan fin- 
ished the first day with a score of 2465, 
which put him in ninth place. Marshall 
rounded out the top 10 and bested the 
251-400cc Four- Stroke division with a 
score of 2489, over Trussardi's 2496. 

"After the first day, I didn't think I 
was doing that well," said Lafferty, who 
thought he may have been in second or 
third place before seeing the scores Sun- 
day morning. "I was sweating it all 
night Saturday." 

Sunday's course was run backward 
from Saturday's course and was short- 
ened to 71 miles, and some new trail 
sections were put in. The first test of the 
day was new, virgin and tight, and Laf- 
ferty smoked through it with no sweat. 
The 22-year-old National Enduro Cham- 
pion beat second-placed Lykke by 15 
seconds. 

"The first test on Sunday, I was kind 
of nervous," said Lykke, who chalked 
up a time of 768 to Lafferty's 753. "I 
blew off the trail a couple of times, and 
then I just told myself to settle down. I 
kept fouling plugs throughout the day, 
though. I was jetted for motocross, and I 
guess it's just not used to going so 
slow." 


Test six on Sunday was the same as : 


test two on Saturday, but run in the 


opposite direction. Once again, Davis 
put his YZ250 to the test and it passed 
with a score of 445. Lafferty turned in a 
time of 452, and Lykke and Abbott went 
455 and 457. Hawkins and Book turned 
in the fifth-fastest time with a tied score 
of 465. 

"My bike has too much horsepower 
for the rest of the course," said Book, 
who rode a YZ400. "It worked great in 
both of the fast tests, though. I led the 
class in both of those (tests)." 

Rod Kriess and his RM125 presented 
a time of 479 in the fast test, besting the 
other 125s. Russ Piggot, riding on the 
same minute as Kriess, flew in just two 
seconds behind him. 

"Saturday I rode horrible," Piggot 
said. "I forgot that the key to riding in 
Washington is not riding fast, it's riding 
safe. I even lost route points on Satur- 
day. But today I pulled out all the stops. 
I put on my Six Days helmet and just 
stayed focused." : 

Pearson's time of 487 put him in 
third for the test, but he still held the 
overall 125cc lead, riding safely and con- 
sistently in each test. Even in test seven, 
where Pearson had problems, he still 
pulled it together to finish within 45 sec- 
onds of the class leader. 

"Sunday, the first two tests went 
good, and the third one (test seven), I 
tipped over and landed on the foot I 
broke earlier this year,” said Pearson. “I 
hurt pretty bad, but then we had a 





transfer section and it loosened up a lit- 
tle bit there." 

While Russell Pearson was having 
problems in test seven, Lykke was mak- 
ing up serious time on Lafferty and the 
rest of the field. Lykke's score of 722 


bested Forrest Tobin's second-place 739 - 


score. Lafferty was 25 seconds slower 
with a score of 747. Abbott and Davis 
posted times of 756 and 768. 

Trussardi was back on top of the 
Four-Strokes with a test time of 784. 
Marshall filed in behind his class com- 
petitor with 828. 

Eleven miles before the eighth and 
final special test of the event, an unfor- 
tunate mix-up sent some riders on the 
wrong trail. Some riders were forced to 
ride a few extra miles before they were 
actually rerouted to the right trail where 
the special test lay. Because of the mix- 
up, event coordinators threw out a 
checkpoint on which some riders lost 
route points due to the confusion. Even 
though neither lost route points at that 
particular check, Lafferty and Lykke 
were among the group of riders that had 
to ride the extra mileage. It did not, 
however, affect their final test scores, as 
Lykke went out and won the test with a 
two-second lead over Lafferty. Davis 
scored a 575, 11 seconds behind the 
fastest time. 

Eric Cleveland was the sixth Light- 
weight Two-Stroke to win a special test 
in the 125cc class. Only Zimmerman and

Pearson won more than one test apiece, 
and Pearson's test-two win on Saturday 
was a tie with Hengeveld. Regardless, 
Pearson finished second to Cleveland in 
the final test, sewing up the class win 
for both days. In the last test, Cleveland 
scored a 622 to Pearson's 624. 

Marshall barely edged out Trussardi 
in the final test with a score of 594 to 
599, but Trussardi won the war, edging 
out Marshall by 61 seconds on Sunday. 

Lafferty's two-day combined score of 
4796 earned him both National wins. 

"Sunday, I knew I only had a 45-sec- 
ond lead and that it would be easy to 
blow, so I just rode as safe as possible," 
said Lafferty, who is well on his way to 
a second consecutive enduro title. 
"Lykke rode well, especially on the sec- 
ond day, and on test seven he just flew 
compared to me." 

Lykke's two-day total of 4832 bested 
Davis' by 68 seconds with a score of 
4900. Abbott and Hawkins rounded out 
the top five in the Heavyweight (250cc- 
plus) Two-Stroke class as well as the 
overall. A total of 45 seconds separated 
the two and Abbott's score was 31 sec- 
onds slower than Davis'. 

Trussardi used his years of qualifier 
experience to finish top Four-Stroke in 
IOth overall with a score of 5190. Mar- 
shall finished second to Trussardi some 
54 seconds back. 

Russell Pearson's two-day score of 
5243 was good enough for 12th overall 
and first in the 125cc division. DuCray 
and Zimmerman finished second and 
third with 5301 and 5344. Pearson's 
wins at the Northfork and Texas Two- 
Day qualifiers almost guarantee him a 
trip to Australia come November. > €N

econd-moto ignition problems cost 
Sebastien Tortelli a double win and 
a share of the World Champi- 
onship 250cc MX series lead, and hand- 
ed the overall win - the first by anyone 
other than the Frenchman or title holder 
Stefan Everts this year - to the dynamic 
Pit Beirer, at Jinin, in the Czech Republic. 

The champ, Everts, was less than 
complimentary - and his comments 
were valid - about the ridiculously one- 
line nature of the track after twice losing 
a moto by the length of a motorcycle. 

The organization worked hard to 
scrape the mud off the track on Satur- 
day evening, but the Jinin track, on the 
outskirts of Strakonice, home of the CZ 
factory which still produces chains and 
tools, is traditionally one on which pass- 
ing is difficult, with jumps halfway 
down each long straightaway that kill 
attempts to build momentum. 

The "battle" at the front was a tale of 
mistakes. 

Tortelli took the holeshot from Beirer 
and Everts, and that remained their 
order for 15 minutes until the German, 
pushing Tortelli hard, fell. 

"It was strange," Beirer said. "Both 
Sebastien and I missed the line at the 
corner after the finishing line that lap, 
but he got away with it, and I slipped 
down in the soft dirt. After that, it took 
me a couple of laps to regain my speed, 
but I was happy with my riding in the 
end. I was able to close on Sebastien and 
Stefan at the end to prove to myself that 
I can race again at their speed for the 
full 45 minutes." 

Everts had lost ground early on, and 
Beirer's mistake left Tortelli six seconds 
clear, but on the half hour, the title can- 
didates suddenly came around together. 

“A backmarker had fallen off on the 
racing line, and I had to go into the soft 
dirt to go around him and fell on my 
side," Tortelli said. "I was able to get up 
again just before Stefan. He was close 
but I didn't feel any great pressure. It is 
so difficult to pass here, so I knew I 
would be okay if I didn't make any mis- 
takes." 

Everts was a gentleman in defeat.

“At least they had blue flags this 
week for the lapped riders, but they 
were struggling to find somewhere to 
get out of the way,” Everts said. 

The rest were nowhere. A mistake 
which lost him fourth to Mickael Mas- 
chio for a single lap (lap two) meant that 
Frederic Bolley soon lost sight of the 
leaders, and he eventually led home the 
fifth-placed Yamaha rider by nearly a 
minute - and nobody else could see him. 

Leon Giesbers held sixth until Jaimy 
Scevenels rode him most impolitely into 





the track-marker tires. A fall cost Mar- 
nicq Bervoets seven places, and last 
year’s World number two could only 
regain three of them in the next half- 
hour. 

The second race seemed all over 
halfway up the hill to the. first turn, as 
Tortelli again broke clear of the pack. 

Again, Beirer was second, but the 
Frenchman, Tortelli, immediately set 
about opening up a lead, the size of

which often depended on the erratic 
efforts of the German, whose lap times 
varied dramatically. 

Everts had started fourth but soon 
disposed of Giesbers and gave chase. 
Eventually he caught up to fellow 
Honda rider Beirer, but there was no 
way past. 

“I hope we don't have to ride on 
tracks like this again," said the champ 
after spending half an hour in a fruitless 
attempt to pass the German. "Pit held 
me up so much. There was just no way 
to pass here." 

After half an hour, Tortelli led by 13 
seconds, but the win was not to be his. 

"I don't know what the problem is, 
but my motor started to run very errati- 
cally, and I was struggling out of the 
corners," Tortelli said. "I just concentrat- 
ed on trying to finish the race then, but 
the problem cleared up in the last two 
laps and I was able to hold off Bolley for 
third." 

Kawasaki team manager Jan De 
Groot said, "We won't know for sure 
until we get the bike out of the postrace 
impound, but it must have been an igni- 
tion problem." 

The smiling winner was thus Beirer. 

“I was so full of confidence after that 
first race," the winner said. "When I 
passed Sebastien, I was determined 
nobody was going to pass me." 

And to Everts' undisguised disgust, 
he used every inch of the track to ensure 
this. 

Bolley tried all he knew to push 
Tortelli off the podium in the closing 
two laps, but to no avail. Mickael Mas- 
chio was a lot closer this time but still 
out of sight, and Giesbers made sure 
nobody got too close to his rear wheel 
this time. CN

BORGO MAGGIORE, SAN MARINO, JUNE 14 
EN have no pressure on me; it's all 

in my favor; I don't even 

expect to win this year's cham- 
pionship," smiled 20-year-old French 
rider David Vuillemin after chalking up 
his second overall victory in this year's 
World 125cc MX Series. 

Vuillemin has a point: While he is 
very much a rider of the highest quality, 
it is Husqvarna-mounted Alessio Chiodi 
who is expected to defend his number- 
one plate with ease. Chiodi, who had 
won three of the opening four rounds, 
had looked unstoppable in the early 
going; now, however, it seems it’s 
Vuillemin’s turn to take charge. 

The site for the 1998 San Marino 
125cc MX grand prix had been a happy 
hunting ground for Chiodi, who had 
everall wins in 1994 and 1995, and who 
also finished second in 1993. Was it any 
wonder his opposition was expecting 
anything less than a win by the series 
leader? 

"I really like the downhills here,” 
said Chiodi of the undulating track. 
“You have to ride like the wind and 
show some heart.” 

Vuillemin had his own liking for the 
track, though. 

"I have a practice track exactly the 
same as this at home,” he said. "I think I 
can finish with at least two top-three 
placings." 

Qualification would give some indi- 
cation, as Chiodi and Vuillemin finished 
first and second, respectively, the two 
clocked times being far better than those 
of their main rivals: TM's Alessandro 
Puzar could only manage eighth fastest, 
while Yamaha's Carl Nunn, of Great 
Britain, could only muster fifth place. 

Come Sunday, rain clouds again hov- 
ered over the mountainside track. While 
rain would not fall during the first 
moto, it would be a major player in the 
day’s overall placings. 

Opening up the first moto was a ram- 
pant Chiodi, who blitzed out of the 
Slight uphill start straight and into the 
lead. Behind the defending champion 
chased Yamaha riders Luca Cherubini 
and Frederic Vialle, Suzuki-mounted 
Brian Jorgensen, and Nunn. The pace of 
the first lap was amazing, and two 
favorites were not even in the picture - 
Puzar and Vuillemin struggled with 
slower riders, Puzar in 30th and 
Vuillemin in 10th. For seven laps, Chio- 
di had his bike pinned and was looking 
Sure to record his third consecutive win 
on this happy hunting ground, but out 
of the pack, Vuillemin had charged past 
all but the leader. 

“The first few laps I was really strug- 
gling with my rhythm,” Vuillemin said. 

“In fact, three riders passed me; then | 
got some nice lines and started making 
up some time on Chiodi.” 

The Yamaha-mounted Frenchman 
was closing on Chiodi, and the local 
crowd was expecting the worst. On lap 
eight, Vuillemin took the lead and 
began his own show of power. 

“I tried to stay with him, but he was 
using some lines I could not work out," 
Chiodi said of Vuillemin's surge. 

Further back in the pack, Cherubini 
had dropped from the picture, his place 
taken by Jorgensen, while Nunn was 
trying to put pressure on the Danish 
rider. 

"| felt really strong, but I wanted to 
conserve my energy, and Brian was rid- 
ing very well," said Nunn. 

Jorgensen moved his Suzuki machine 
into a safe third place. 

Puzar, meanwhile, was still fighting 




















with riders of much less quality. It is a 
problem Puzar has had all his career. 

“I was looking for ways past, but it 
was no good; the track was difficult to 
pass on, and for maybe 11 laps, I passed 
nobody," Puzar said of his 19th-place 
position. 

Vuillemin would close out the moto 
with some slower, consistent lap times. 
In second place was Chiodi, some four 
seconds behind, and Jorgensen was 
another six seconds back. Then came 


‘Federici, Nunn, Luigi Seguy and James 


Dobb. For Dobb, though, the race would 
be another sad tale of his 1998 season. 

“They have disqualified James,” 
Dobb’s team Honda boss, Dave Thorpe, 

said after the moto was over. Apparent- 

ly the FIM’s sound check found Dobb’s 
CR125 over the legal limits. For Dobb, 
who had also been disqualified in round 
two in Spain for dangerous riding, the 
two infringements have cost him at least 
two places in the championship points 
table. 

"IH just try and forget about it and 
get on with the next race, but it's diffi- 
cult," said a sorry Dobb. 

The second moto would open with 
some drama, as Chiodi fóund himself 
sitting in turn one with a broken chain. 

“I collided with Federici on the start 
straight; then all I know is, the chain 
snapped," grunted Chiodi, who would 
earn no points this moto. 

While Chiodi headed back to the pits, 
Nunn was holding back a pack of 
screaming 125s. 

“It was my first holeshot in GPs, and 
it felt great," Nunn said. "I was sur- 
prised, though; just as the gate dropped, 
I was backing off the line, but I let it go 
and got a great line to the first corner." 

Amazingly, Nunn had nearly 
crashed on the last lap of the first moto 
and was nursing two injured ankles, but 
he still looked very, very strong. How- 
ever, Nunn would later see everything 
fall apart. With half the race distance 
covered, he had two fellow Yamaha rid- 
ers looking for blood. 

“I could hear Federici and Vuillemin 
on my tail, but I just wanted to run my 
own race and I didn't get too excited," 
Nunn said. 

Then the rains came. 

"Once it started raining, my bike was 
all over the place," Nunn said. "I tried to 
hold Federici off on one of the down- 
hills, and I did for a while; then he tried 
again, and I thought, ‘Go for your life.” 

The drama would continue, though, 
as Vuillemin gave Federici a run. Then 
Vuillemin passed for the lead only about 
five feet after Federici had-passed Nunn. 

"| really felt good,” Vuillemin said. “I 
was being a little held up by Nunn and 
Federici, but I knew I could get by. It 

was just a matter of when. The track 
was very dangerous." 

Further back, Puzar, who had started 
in sixth, was making the most of the 
sudden rainstorm. The racer known as 
the "mud man" was soon onto Nunn's 
back wheel, and it took only a few cor- 
ners of the slippery surface for Puzar to 
slide by Nunn and set out after Federici 
and Vuillemin. 

With five laps remaining, Puzar, 
using all his wet-weather skills, charged 
past the two front-runners and set up a

four-second lead. over Vuillemin to win 
what in the end looked like a walk in 
the park. With the overall safely in his 
keeping, Vuillemin didn’t bother too 
much to keep up with Puzar. 

“I know he can ride the wet tracks 
very well,” Vuillemin said. “It was not 
an advantage for me to race with him, 
so I was happy with second place." 

With another overall and after clos- 
ing in on Chiodi's series points lead, 
Vuillemin was not about to start shout- 
ing about his chances in the 1998 series. 

"If I can get top three, I will be 
happy," he said. "Of course, if I win, I 
will not complain either, but I am only a 
boy in this World Championship. All 
the pressure is on Chiodi.” 

Chiodi is no doubt feeling the heat 
from the young French rider. CN

* ^y ason Lyons raced to victory in the 
|J Overseas Final at Poole Stadium in 
4 the south of England, thus boosting 
his chances of a first-ever Grand Prix 
appearance next year. 

Lyons became only the second Aus- 
tralian to take the title on a Wimborne 
Road track, which held up well despite 
some dreadful overnight rain. 

And there was good news for Ameri- 
ca, as “Sudden” Sam Ermolenko could 
have joined Lyons on the rostrum but for 
a pointless last race, after dropping only 
two points from his opening four rides. 

But there was not such good news for 
Californian duo Brent Werner and Chris 
Manchester, who both went out of the 
competition. Werner, who rides in the 
British Premier League for Newcastle 
this year, found the going tough against 
riders from the Elite League - a higher 
standard than Werner is accustomed to. 
And “Manny” was upset to miss out 
after looking forward to the event, as he 
felt he had a point to prove to British 
promoters who gave him the cold shoul- 
der during their winter team planning. 
But Manchester crashed out, suffering a 
mild concussion, and he was unable to 
participate further in the meeting, which 
left him wondering if he will ever make 
it to the Grand Prix. 

Lyons, Ermolenko and the six other 
qualifiers will now line up at Vojens, 
Denmark, on August 21 with a view to 
reaching the Grand Prix Challenge. 
Effectively, these riders are now just 10 
races away from their dream of a start- 
ing place in next year’s GP series. 

The fact that the meeting went ahead 
was a credit to the track staff, who 
worked tirelessly up to start time to 
make the circuit raceable, as an 
onslaught of heavy early afternoon 
showers added further saturation to a 
track that had suffered a deluge on Sat- 
urday. But despite those efforts, the 
Wimborne Road circuit - staging the 
most prestigious meeting in its 50-year 
history - looked more like an ice rink in 
the first batch of rides. 

Once the tapes went up in heat one, 
the red stoplights were quickly shining 
as the four riders slipped around the 
first turn, Steve Johnston being ruled the 
guilty party as he crashed and had to sit 
out the rerun. |

Mark Lemon, on his home track, 
made a better start, but a loose spark 
plug caused his bike to stop, leaving just 
two riders to finish. 

Lyons was quick away in heat two, 
and although the track was still very 
slippery and inconsistent, he was 
untroubled even by Joe Screen, who 
promoted himself from last to second at 





the expense of Manchester. Defending 
Overseas Champion Kelvin Tatum 
almost crashed out as he steered toward 
the pit gate on the second lap, but a 
piece of expert control managed to keep 
him aboard his machine but out of the 
reckoning for any points. 

In heat three, South African Karoly 
Lechky lasted only to the first turn and 





then went crashing out, leaving 
Ermolenko to collect three points. Simon 
Wigg, riding through the pain barrier 
with severed ankle ligaments, opened 
his scoring with second place, ahead of 
Clouting. 

Up until Friday lunchtime, Glenn 
Cunningham was only a reserve for this 
event, but when American rider Charlie 














Venegas opted not to travel over from 
the United States, the governing body 
decreed that Cunningham should step 
up into the starting lineup. And he took 
full advantage of his late entry with a 
splendid win, which was to set up not 
only qualification but also a shocking 
rostrum place. 

Ermolenko remained unbeaten by 
winning a restarted heat six, when Man- 
chester's eagerness to make a good start 
cost him a tapes exclusion. Lyons joined 
Ermolenko on six points by winning 
heat seven from Cunningham in some 
style from the start. 

Drama surrounded heat nine, as first 
Lechky crashed out on the first turn. In 
the three-man rerun, Nicholls lunged 
into Manchester on the third lap, caus- 
ing both riders to bite the dust. 
Nicholls, first to his feet, was excluded 
from the declared rerun, but Manches- 


ter needed a full checkover by the track 
medics. Referee Ringstrom opted to 
give Manchester plenty of time to try to 
be ready for the restart, ruling that the 
heat should be run again immediately 
after heat 12! 


This bizarre decision incensed the. 


Australian camp and became the topic 
of several pit-side quips as the meeting 
progressed - although the rerun never 
took place, as Manchester was officially 
ruled out of the meeting because of his 
concussion, so Lemon was awarded the 
three points for the win. 

Heat 10 was started, and Joe Screen 
found himself in a low points-scoring 
position, so he increased the pace and 
came under Wigg. As he went by, he 
was knocked off balance appearing to 
clip Wigg's footrest. As Screen began to 
fall, Wigg dropped his machine in 
defense. His exclusion was a decision 
that was eventually to consign Wigg to 
the reserve berth in Vojens. 

Screen won the rerun over Cunning- 
ham, still collecting valuable scalps on 
his way to that rostrum place, this time 
finishing clear of Havelock. Lyons col- 
lected his hat trick of victories in the 
twice-started heat 12, which brought 
him head to head with his nearest rival, 
Ermolenko. 

Ermolenko found a greasy patch on 
the apex between turns three and four 
and slid to the deck, able to remount 
and get his bike into motion just before 
Lyons and the ever-battling Paul Hurry

came round for the second time. Lyons 
had successfully seen off his closest rival 
and took a major stride toward the title 
with a comfortable heat-13 win, another 
race that was subject to a rerun after 
Lemon had crashed with Wigg on the 
first turn in an incident that was 
declared to be first-bend bunching - all 
four back. 

Ermolenko returned to his winning 
ways in heat 15 after another frustrated 
start first time around. Steve Johnston 
had set the early pace, but both Screen - 
by now Lyons' nearest opponent - and 
Ermolenko - still with title aspirations - 
going by Johnston. 

Ermolenko could relax with 10 points 
from four rides, and his last place in his 
final race only served to determine his 
finishing position. 

The title was confirmed in heat 18 as 
Lyons maintained his unblemished 
scorecard, and then Wigg proved just 
how critical that heat-10 exclusion was 
when he won his last ride to secure 
enough points only for ninth place. 

Screen won heat 20 to secure second 
place - but the night belonged to his 
Belle Vue Aces colleague, Lyons. 

"This is the greatest day of my 
career, and it comes at a time when I'm 
enjoying my racing more than ever," 
Lyons said. "It's a long and hard road 
through to the Grand Prix, but l'm con- 
vinced I can get there for next year." 

Ermolenko was satisfied with his 
efforts, achieving qualification just a 


week after enjoying a full maximum at 
the North American Final in Auburn, 
California. 

“I always said I wanted to get back in 
the Grand Prix, and nothing has 
changed - this is just a step on the way 
back to where I believe I belong," 
Ermolenko said. "I have every faith in 
my ability to match the best in the 
world, and my determination is as 
strong as ever." 

Manchester was naturally upset with 
his performance, which was brought to 
an abrupt halt. 

"| had an open mind going into the 
meeting. I just wanted to give it my best 
shot and enjoy myself, but I’m disap- 
pointed about the way the whole thing 
went," Manchester said. "I want to 


























come back to England to race in the 
league here next year, and a good dis- 
play today might have done something 
for me." CN

James "Jammer" Large took the runner- 
up spot ahead of Bobby Templeton's 
best pro ride so far, making it an all- 
Harley-Davidson podium. *: 

In the 540cc class, Ted Wilkins 
backed up his season-opening win at 
Middlebury, Indiana, with his win at 
round two of the AMA National Cham- 
pionship Hillclimb Series. Wilkins suf- 
fered his only serious hillclimbing injury 
last fall at York, breaking his back going 
over the top of the hill, but he entered 
this year's event with the points lead for 
the first time in his career and he wasn't 
going to back off. Five-time and defend- 
ing National Champion Paul Pinson- 
nault from Brookfield, Massachussetts, 
put together two solid rides to take sec- 
ond overall, ahead of BSA-mounted 
Terry Thompson. 


540cc 


The Pennsylvania area had been dry 
of late, but a short but violent storm hit 
the club grounds about an hour before 
the start, ripping canopies loose and 
putting some needed moisture on the 
hill. When referee Harold White finally 
waved the first rider to the starting line, 
the hill was in the best condition of the 
day. 

Longtime hillclimb competitor Leon 
Everett worked his Triumph over the 
top to open the racing. Harry Schreiber 
of Dr. Bob's Racing put in a good run to 
take the early lead with a time of 6.765, 
but Phil Libhart on the Kreeger Pro Hill- 
climb Team Triumph picked up a time 
of 6.598, good enough for seventh over- 
all by the end of the day. 

Pinsonnault has run the same basic 
setup for years and part of his consisten- 
cy has been due to his logbook of gear- 
ing, etc., for each hill.

^Walter Herrick helped me build a 
new aluminum rear swingarm and we 
put a taller rear wheel on it," Pinson- 
nault said.

Pinsonnault didn't have to worry, 
though, as he ripped off the second- 
fastest 540cc run of the day, a 6.3152-sec- 
ond blast. 

"| hit the first. kicker just right but I 
got a little air over the camel hump and 
lost a little time," said the reigning 
champion afterward. 

ASAP Racing (Lanny Zengus)/Get 
High Racewear-backed John Hamilton 
Jr. followed Pinsonnault's ride with his 
best ride as a professional. His fuel- 
injected Triumph flew off the bottom of 
the hill, but he couldn't snap the throttle 
all the way open until after the camel 
hump. Hamilton fought off a huge 
wheelie over the second jump and made 
it through the lights. His 6.4730 would 
be his best ride, earning him fourth 
overall. 

“I lost a lot of time at the top of the 
hill, but it feels great having a bike that's 
fast enough to win. My dad has put a lot 
into my bike and Jeff Yoder has helped a 
lot with the fuel injection. I’m really 


looking forward to Freemansburg." 


Tim Frazier was the next rider in the 
sub-seven-second bracket with a 6.942, 
but he ran out of gear early in his run. 

Honda-mounted David Watson also 
rode straight and smooth for a time of 
6.752. After Chad Disbennet powered 
his Triumph to a 6.559-second run, 
Wilkins came to the line. The humid 
weather affected Wilkins' methanol- 
fueled Rotax and they had to pull out to 
change plugs. His brother Bill got Ted 
back in before his 10 minutes were up 
and the 540cc points leader tried to get 
focused for his ride. 

"At this hill you have to stay low 


- over the first breaker to go fast, and 1 


got nervous watching all these guys hit- 
ting it just right," Wilkins said. 

He responded well to the pressure, 
though, hooking up off the line and han- 
dling the camel hump and second jump 
without any problem and stopped the 
clocks with a time of 6.1292, faster than 
all but two of the 800cc bikes, and nearly 
two-tenths of a second faster than the 
second-fastest 540cc time. 

"The rain helped the traction and the 
hill was nice and smooth and my bike 
ran great," said the winner afterward. 

Mac's Cycle Supply-sponsored Scott 
McNeely worked his way into the top 
five with a ride of 6.4861; he would end 















up fifth. Jim Zucco's first hillclimb of the 
year went well with a 6.925-second ride 
on his first attempt. Thompson was the 
last 540cc rider in round one and he put 
himself solidly in third with a time of 
6.3157, despite problems. 

"The bike didn't come out of the hole 
as hard as it should have," said Thomp- 
son. "Then I got too much air over the 
last jump." 

Still, the Thompson-Yoder Racing 
BSA got third, demonstrating the bike's 
potential. 

The 540cc riders faced a much differ- 
ent hill for their second attempt. Despite 
another short blast of rain, the hill was 


very dry and silty and the ruts were : 


baked concrete-hard. Schreiber was the 
first top-10 rider to better his time. 
Schreiber had a solid ride for a 6.633 to 
take eighth overall. Libhart and Pinson- 
nault were a little slower as they strug- 
gled to get hooked up, and Hamilton 
lost his ride at the bottom when he got 
cross-rutted and rode in the weeds for a 
while. 

Frazier put on all the tallest gears he 
had and ran a 6.720 to snag 10th. Dis- 
bennet improved by .0112 to hang on to 
sixth. Wilkins watched and waited as 
rider after rider took their turn. 

"When I saw Willie's time, I thought 
someone would beat my time, but the 
hill really got tough," Wilkins said as 
the contenders failed to close on his 
6.129. 

McNeely couldn't gain any ground, 
though Zucco put in a 6.673 to take the 
ninth spot. 

Then Thompson came to the line. 
After a good start, Thompson got into 
trouble in the ruts and sailed over the 
camel hump. His first ride was faster, so 
he stayed in third, behind Pinsonnault. 
Wilkins, meanwhile, had another win 
on his centrifugal-clutch snowmobile- 
engine-powered hillclimber. 

“My brother Bill really has my bike 
working great," Wilkins said. “All I 
have to do is ride, not think about what 
needs (to be) adjusted or changed or 
anything." 

Pinsonnault's second-place ride 
moved him up to second in the stand- 
ings and Libhart heads Thompson for 
third. Watson, Frazier, and McNeely are 
all tied for fifth as everyone tries to keep 
Wilkins in sight. 


800cc 


Russ VanderVeen put in the first 
800cc ride of the day on his Indianapolis 





Southside H-D/Buell-backed XR750. 
VanderVeen, coming off a career-best 
second at round one of the series, 
worked his way over the kickers to set 
the early pace with a time of 6.822. 

The hill claimed a group of riders 
including 1995 National Champion 
Steve Dresser, who fell near the top. 

"The last jump kicked me sideways 
into the timing lights," he said. 

Dresser would put it together on his 
second ride. 

"Hot" Rod Williams blasted his Tri- 
umph up the hill in a 6.5597-second run 
that would stand up for seventh overall 
by the end of the day. Mike DeBusk put 
his Kawasaki two-stroke triple into the 
sixes with a 6.838, but he was just get- 
ting started. 

Bobby Templeton's first ride on the 
Erskine's PMS for Motorcycles-backed 
Harley-Davidson at Middlebury wasn't 
a great success, but he really showed 
what he can do with a fast bike at York. 

"| was really pumped up before my 
ride because the bike is a rocket, so I 
decided to take it easy and get a good, 
smooth ride in," Templeton said. He got 
off the line hard and straight and he 
really got the crowd fired up with his 
6.389 pass, as well as taking over first 
place. "I knew if I could get through the 
bottom of the hill clean, the bike would 
do the rest." 

Glen Petty put together the next top- 
five ride, though he wasn't entirely 
happy with it. ; 

“I shut off too soon on the first kicker 
but the top of the hill went perfect," 
Petty said. His 6.3992-second ride had 
him close to the leaders. 

Bob Shreiner put the Dr. Bob's Rac- 
ing Kawasaki triple into the sub-seven- 
second bracket with a 6.914-second run 
but, just as with his son-in-law, DeBusk, 
there were changes to be made for more 
speed in round two. 

Then Large wheeled the number-one- 
plate Harley-Davidson to the line. The 
Reiser s Cycle Service-sponsored 
machine came off the line straight as a 
missile; then Jammer made a small error. 

“I shut off just a little early over the 
first breaker, but the bike was running 
excellent, so I had a great ride," Large 
said. His time was 6.1162 seconds - good 
enough for the lead for a while. 

Points leader Paul Zander has nol 
had good luck at White Rose wher 
points were on the line, but his BSA 
pulled him into the top 10 with a 6.7255: 
second time. 

Then Price came to the line. Price ha: 
owned the White Rose Hillclimb, win 
ning all three events held there in 1997 
and he was ready for win number fou 
on the Gary Miller Logging /Mac': 
Cycle Supply /Thompson-Yoder Racinj 
Harley-Davidson. 

"You have to be patient here becaus 
the first jump is the key to going fast, 
he said. 

Then Price walked the walk, blastin; 
out of the hole and up to the first jump 
shutting off at the last second to get th« 
rear wheel down fast. 

“After I got across the first one, I jus 
opened it all the way up and everything 
just fell into place," said Price, whose 
time of 5.8052 got everyone's attentior 
and boosted him into the lead at the end 
of the first ride. 

The problems the 540cc riders had in 
round two were nothing compared to 
the 800cc riders’ woes. Dresser was the 
fifth rider on the hill in round two and 
he was the first to make it to the top. 

"My ride went pretty straight but it was 
hard because of the ruts," Dresser said. 

Even though he fell, unhurt, it was 
after the lights and he knocked out a 








time of 6.4846, which pushed him up to 
fifth overall. 

Williams couldn't better his first ride 
but DeBusk hammered his Dr. Bob's Rac- 
ing Kawasaki to a 6.5150 to claim sixth 
overall. Templeton decided to "go after 
Willie" and he really cranked it on at the 
start of his ride. Templeton got into trou- 
ble over the first jump, though, and his 
bike flipped in the air, ending his ride. 

Petty, on the DA  Lubricants/ 
Stoughton Cycle Ranch Harley-David- 
son, put in his second fast ride of the day. 

"The middle kicker was rutted out 
and it.threw me a lot higher than 
before," he said. "I wish I could put my 
two runs together - then it would have 
been perfect." 

Petty's 6.3892 was good for fourth 
overall .0001 of a second behind Tem- 
pleton. 

Schreiner's first ride was faster than 
his second attempt, so he settled for 10th 
place on the day. 

Large changed his gearing for his 
sécond run, but it didn't work out. 

“We probably geared it too low for 
the changing conditions of the hill," 
Large said. "It came off so hard I couldn't 
keep it straight and I got into the grass 
before I got it back under control." 

Still, he was happy with his first ride, 
which held up for second overall. 

"This is Michael's and my first sea- 
son out here without Tom Reiser help- 
ing us," said Large, "so we are learning 
as we go." 

No one else broke into the six-second 
range and Price had win number four. 

"There are a lot of fast guys out there 
but I try not to pay attention to other 
people's times and it worked out today," 
said Price, whose four winning rides at 
White Rose have all been within nine- 
hundredths of à second of each other, 
demonstrating unbelievable consistency. 

Another rider with a lot to celebrate 
was new points leader Petty. 

^My dad helps me out so much, I 
couldn't hardly race without his sup- 
port," Petty said. "And Jeff Yoder helps 
me out a lot, too. This year we are trying 
to be more consistent and it's w orking 
SO far.” UN

AUBURN, CA, JUNE 5 
wo-time U.S. National and 1993 
World Speedway Champion 
"Sudden" Sam Ermolenko made 
. short work of a very talented North 
American Speedway Final field and 
scored a maximum 15 points to take the 
victory before a standing-room-only 
crowd at the Gold Country Fairgrounds. 
Current National Speedway Cham- 
pion “Flyin’” Mike Faria finished sec- 
ond with 13 of the possible 15 points, 
while the third and fourth spots went to 
another former U.S. National Champi- 
on, Chris Manchester, and Charlie “The 
Edge" Venegas, both of whom finished 
with 12 total points. Brent Werner won a 
runoff with Louis Kossuth and Bobby 
Hedden to claim the alternate (reserve) 
position. 

Ermolenko, Faria, Manchester and 
Venegas will all transfer to the Overseas 
Final, which will be held in Poole, Eng- 
land, on June 13. The top eight finishers 
at Poole will then move on to the next 
round in Denmark, where two riders 
will qualify for the 1999 World Grand 
Prix finals. 

After the meeting, Ermolenko was 
happy to be past the first hurdle on his 
way to recapturing what he hopes will 
be his second World Championship in 
1999, 

“I really didn't know what to expect 
when I came in here," Ermolenko said. 
“I hadn't ridden here in nine years, and 
the track is so much smaller than what 
I'm used to. I really just had to come in 
here and do my job, figure out the 
setups and take care of business." 

The first round of heats finished up 
with one of the night's biggest match- 
ups. Ermolenko had the pole, but the 
first to react at the start was Faria, who 
came from gate three. But Faria's quest 
for the front was interrupted by the 
swift start that Matt Becker got from 
gate two. The former Junior champion 
was head to head with Faria as the two 
exited turn two and straightened up to 
drive down the back straight. Mean- 
while, Ermolenko had sized up the 
inside line and drove past both riders as 
they entered turn three. Once 
Ermolenko got the lead, there was noth- 
ing Becker or Faria could do about it. 
Becker held off Faria's frantic advances 
to claim the two points for second place. 

Ermolenko quickly settled into the 
groove on the short, dry Northern Cali- 
fornia oval, and he was the first off 
when the tapes rose in the third heat of 
round two, leading Chris Manchester, 
who was the second away and who 
attacked the inside line. Bobby Hedden 
didn't get a good start but was looking 
very quick on the outside. Manchester 
held off Hedden for second but could 
only watch as Ermolenko pulled away 
to keep his perfect score alive. Faria got 
his first win in the final ride of the sec- 
ond round as he romped from start to 
finish ahead of Louis Kossuth, Pat Linn 
and Randy DiFrancisco. At the end of 
two rounds, Ermolenko and Charlie 
Venegas were tied for the lead with six 
points apiece; Manchester was one point 
behind with five. 








Someone's perfect score was going 
by the wayside in the second heat of the 
third round, as Venegas and Ermolenko 
faced each other for the only time in the 
event. Venegas carved a perfect start 
and led Ermolenko, Kossuth and Brent 
Werner through the first two laps, but 
he slipped to second as Ermolenko 
nudged inside on lap three. Kossuth 
also wanted by but couldn't manage the 
pass and had to settle for third place, 
ahead of Werner, who ended the race on 
the ground in turn two. 

“I was nervous the first couple of 
heats but felt better going into the third 
round," Ermolenko said. “I’m still lucky 
to have a perfect score against these 
guys." 

Ermolenko closed out the fourth- 
round scoring with a textbook gate and 
finish over his brother Charles 
Ermolenko, and Eddie Castro, who fell 
at the start but still managed to finish 
ahead of Linn, who had even worse luck 
with the turn-two wall. After four of 
five rounds, Sam Ermolenko's perfect 
score of 12 points topped Faria by two 


points and Manchester and Venegas by 
three. 

As the final round opened, Bart Bast 
found himself in the position of being 
the last rider with a legitimate shot at 
putting a dent in Ermolenko's dream 
night. However, Bast's evening ended as 
it had started, with a fifth straight sec- 
ond-place finish. By this time in the 
night, "Sudden Sam" looked much like 
the Sam of old: The same man who 
dominated many a previous American 
Final at the old Long Beach facility was 
once again showing the fastest way 
around a speedway track aboard his 
Troy Lee/Shoei/Silkolene/K&N/NGK 
GM. Faria wrapped up the runner-up 
spot with a nice wire-to-wire win in the 
second heat. Werner finished second, 
and third went to Charles Ermolenko. 

The third heat of round five saw Kos- 
suth start in the lead only to slide wide 
in the second set of turns, allowing the 
charging Manchester to take over the 
lead. Castro would also pass Kossuth 
when he fell in the final lap while 
attempting to maintain his second-place 
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position. Venegas wrapped the regular 
evening's events with a win over Hed- 
den, Becker and Linn. 

Ermolenko and Faria finished first 
and second with 15 and 13 points 
respectively, but Manchester and Vene- 
gas ended up tied at 12 points, so a 
runoff was staged to break the third- 
place tie. Venegas took the initial lead 
from his inside starting position, only to 
have Manchester work the outside to 
perfection and take over the lead as the 
two hit the halfway point. Manchester 
held the lead and claimed the third- 
place money. 

Since Bast qualified with 10 points 
but declined the alternate position, a 
runoff had to be staged to determine 
who would move ahead to the Overseas 
Final should one of the top four be 
unable to participate. Tied at nine points 
were Werner, Kossuth and Hedden. 
Werner got the gate and the alternate 
was in place just four short laps later. €N

eff Willoh took an early lead in the 

Dirt Diggers MC  Kernville 

Motocross High Noon Shootout and 
held on for the win, earning $1000 of the 
$3000 Pro purse. The Suzuki-mounted 
Team Stiffie/GP Sports/Westwood- 
backed Willoh pushed hard for 20 laps 
on the 1 1/4-mile GP-style outdoor 
course, holding off a hard-charging 
YZ400F-mounted Spud Walters for the 
top honors. 

The two-day event, which was round 
14 of the District 37 Desert Racing 
Series, provided a change of pace for 
AMA District 37 desert racers and 
allowed motocrossers a chance to race 
on a well-laid-out and well-groomed 
outdoor MX track. 

Willoh found the course to his liking 
and captured the lead soon after the 
start of the Pro race, which sent the rid- 
ers 50 yards off the starting line before 
making a left turn toward an uphill. 

"Spud (Waters) holeshotted, but I got 
him in the first or second turn," Willoh 
said. "It really helped riding the 250cc 
race before this one. They did a great job 
with the track." 

The High Noon Shootout Pro race 
saw great action between Willoh, Wal- 
ters, Stiffie teammate Shaun Perolio rid- 
ing a 125, Michael Young riding a YZ250 
and Tod Sciaqua riding a KX250.

I think I 
could have done better with à morning 
practice. The track conditions were 
great, and it was plenty long."

FORESTHILL, CA, JUNE 6 
he fourth round of the Northern 
California Championship Enduro 
Series, the Hoot Owl Qualifier, 
saw KX250-mounted Dave Froman ride 
with precision, rhythm and speed to net 
the AA and overall victories with a 
score of 1966. 

The Nevada County Woods Riders' 
85-mile event consisted of two loops 
with awesome riding conditions. Loop 
one was almost 40 miles long and cov- 
ered very tight and technical terrain. 
There was one special test, set at 12 
mph, that began near the edge of a 
canyon by a large granite pluton named 
"Devil's Thumb." The second loop fea- 
tured about 45 miles of fast, woodsy 
routes, tight enduro-style trails, fire 
roads and two more special tests. 

At the gas stop between loops, Cycle 
Pro/Moose/FNW-backed Froman real- 
ized the upcoming 24-mph average 
meant he needed to step up his pace. 

“I knew if I wasn't on the gas, I'd lose 
route points," Froman said. He was 
right, and he zeroed check three, which 
ended up being the race-winning check 
for him. 

Finishing second overall, just eight 
seconds behind Froman, was Open A- 
class winner Bryan Southward. Eric 
VonUrff, only 16 seconds slower than 
Froman, was third overall and first in 
the Vet A class. Dave Wood, who lost 
one route point at check three, took sec- 
ond AA class and fourth overall honors, 
only 32 seconds behind Froman. 

VonUrff said he was happy to have 
even finished the event, since he found a 
6-inch crack on his front rim the after- 
noon before the race. On the first loop, 
VonUrff was having fun flying over 
some water bars, but thoughts of the 
crack began to haunt him. At the begin- 
ning of the first test, VonUrff noticed the 
crack had grown. By the gas stop, the 
size of the crack had stabilized, so he 
decided to continue. 

"Besides, Wood was having a good, 
fast ride, and was on the minute ahead 
of me," VonUrff explained. "He was my 
motivation to ride as fast as | could." 

Near the middle of special test num- 
ber two, there was a large group of 
teenagers who were camping by a creek. 
They were surprised to find their party 
site next to a portion of the racecourse, 
so cheers, jeers and applause met riders 
as they raced by. Dale Harris, who won 
the Vet C class on his way to High-Point 
C honors, received a standing ovation 
from the crowd as he fell on a short, 
rocky hillclimb. 

“I bowed appropriately, and pro- 
ceeded on my way," Harris said. 

Next, NCWR's course marshall, 
Kevin Green, and special test two's 
designer, Dick West, sent riders on a 
new trail over a fallen tree and into 
some thick brush and manzanita. As 
they crossed the tree, it was easy to tell 
by the loud expletives or the cheers 
which racers were cross country riders 
and which ones were enduro riders. 

The third special test was fast-paced 
and full of Foresthill's infamous red-clay 
terrain, some of it damp. Several riders 
reported hitting speeds of up to 60 mph. 

“The third test was scary-fast," Fro- 
man said. "It was easier to ride in the 








pine needles than on the slick 
main line. It was hairy com- 
ing out of the creeks onto the 
slippery clay." 

Series leader Brian Butler 
was in the third test section 
when he went off a water bar 
sideways and crashed. 

“I pinned it, hit the slick 
ground and slid about 50 
yards," Butler said. “My bike 
hit me three times before I 
stopped sliding, and then it 
landed on me." 

When Butler got up, it 
was apparent he was hurt, 
but he was still determined 
to finish the race. As he got 
to the final check, he asked 
NCWR's Pete Prichard, “Is 
this the finish?" Then he 
quickly added, "Can you get 
me an ambulance?" 

Butler has a dislocated 
shoulder and will miss the 
rest of the spring events. He 
will be ready to ride when 
the fall portion of the series 
begins in October. 

After the race was over, 
the NCWR provided riders 
with a barbecue dinner. 

Last on the day's sched- 
ule was the popular Night 
Owl Enduro, which was held despite 
some thunder, lightning and intermit- 
tent rain. The highlight of the night 
event for many riders was the sighting 
of a 6-foot-5-inch "Sasquatch," who 
tried to hop on the back of their bikes 
as they went through check three. €N

ly Y TM's Grand National competitor 
1. Joe Kopp, Beaudry Motorsports 
* Husqvarna-mounted Steve Smith 
and Husaberg's Chuck Sun gave the 
Pacific Northwest an action-packed 
introduction to Super TT racing at Bre- 
merton Raceway. 

Utilizing a course that was com- 
prised roughly half of dirt and half of 
the paved surface of an old World War 
II airstrip, the Super TT racers split track 
time with WMRRA road racers and pro- 
vided lots of entertainment for the knee- 
dragging enthusiasts who weren't 
accustomed to seeing bikes get that 
loose on pavement. High-speed brake 
slides, power slides, wheelies out of 
tighter turns and plenty of passing gave 
the crowd lots to watch, ensuring a 
weekend full of entertainment. 

But as much as spectators enjoyed 
watching, the racers probably had even 
more fun riding. Most of the admittedly 
small band of riders had only heard of 
this type of racing, made famous by the 


AES 


mid-'80s Superbikers events put on by 
ABC's “Wide World of Sports" program 
primarily for television. Asked for his 
opinion of Bremerton's introductory 
Super TT weekend, Dale Franklin, nor- 
mally a road racer, replied, "Awesome! I 
want there to be one a month - that'd be 
good; that'd be okay with me." 

Though split fairly evenly between 
dirt and asphalt, the dirt at Bremerton's 
facility was softer than normal, leading 
to rougher, more-rutted conditions than 
expected. That gave motocrossers and 
other off-road racers a greater advan- 
tage. On Sunday, however, much track 
prep and dry weather helped create a 
smoother surface, providing dirt track- 
ers and road racers with more-familiar 
conditions. 

Still, the fastest rider over the week- 
end was probably Kopp. While his 
greatest claim to fame is as AMA Grand 
National number 43 and winner of last 
year's Peoria TT, he's actually quite ver- 
satile.

Classes basically break down along 


these lines - whether or not the bike has 
a 21-inch front wheel and engine 
type/size. Four-stroke singles using 21s 
in front generally go into the Dual 
Sportsman division, though they can 
also be eligible for Supermotard, which 
permits unlimited modifications. Two- 
strokes are eligible only for Supermo- 
tard, and Super TT allows practically 
anything up to 1000cc twins. 


Heat races Saturday morning set the 


grids for the 10-lap afternoon finals. 
First up was Open Supermotard, with 
most observers picking Kopp to win on 
a brand-new Hinshaw’s KTM 620SX 


shod with 19-inch Goodyear dirt track 


tires front and rear. While going for the 
lead, however, he ended up killing the 
engine while making the transition from 
dirt to asphalt. 


“I went into a right-hand, little 90- 
degree turn, and stalled it with the 


brake - just killed the motor - and 


couldn't get it going again," he said. "I 
finally had a guy push-start me and got 
it going again." 

That little fiasco cost Kopp a lot of 
ground, and by the time he restarted, 
he'd lost a lot of places. Undeterred, he 
sliced his way back through the pack, 
though he couldn't catch Sun's Hus- 
aberg FC600 - fitted with 17-inch Miche- 
lin road race rain tires - nor could Kopp 
catch the four-speed Husky TC610 with 
dual-purpose tires that Smith was on. 

Smith came back to capture the Open 
Dual Sportsman final over KTM 6205X- 
mounted motocrosser Leon Capps and 
Todd Hess on his stock-looking 
Kawasaki KLX650R. 

“I believe (Capps) is from a 
motocross background, so he was capi- 
talizing on that on the jumps and in the 
dirt where I was a little slower," Smith 
said. “We kind of evened out there, and 
I think he bobbled a couple times in a 
couple corners. That's where I kind of 
got away from him. Then we kind of 
stayed at a dead-even pace." 

Super TT is the fledgling sport's pre- 
mier class, and this main belonged to 
Kopp. Sun claimed runner-up over 
Smith. 

“Yeah, Sun and I both got off the 
start pretty good and just kind of went 
fast right off the start,” Kopp said. "I

had him covered pretty good in a couple 
spots. We were playing with each other 
there for a while. The last couple laps, 1 
kind of opened it up and had to get 
away from him in case something hap- 
pened on the last lap again." 

More riders bolstered the field for 
Sunday, but the end result remained 
similar to Saturday's. Sun took the Mid- 
dleweight Supermotard final, though 
the former AMA 500cc MX National 
Champion first had to deal with 15- 
year-old Jake Holden. Riding a flat- 
track-modified Honda CR250R, Holden 
quickly established a lead, with Sun 
pulling in behind him. 

“I almost didn't want to pass him 
because he was so much fun to watch, 
doing these big slides on the pavement," 
Sun said of the former 60 and 80cc Ama- 
teur National Dirt Track champ. 

Eventually, Sun passed the teen for 
the win, with Kurt Edwards getting 
third on a very stock, very used Honda 
XR400R. 

In Super TT, Kopp once again 
showed the field the large 43 on his back 
as he stretched out a lead lap after lap. 
On the last lap, though, he blew the rear 
tire, noticing it after landing from the 
first jump. He nursed it the rest of the 
way and barely took the checkered flag 
in front of a hard-charging Smith. After- 
ward, however, Kopp declined to accept 
another win and forfeited, thus making 
Smith the official winner, with Dale 
Franklin, on an old Yamaha TT600, sec- 
ond and Honda CR250R-mounted Tyler 
Sandell third. €N

| rclight Suzuki jumped to an early 
A lead in round four of the WERA 
- JA National Endurance Series at 
Roebling Road Raceway near Savannah, 
Georgia, then held off all chargers on 
the way to victory in a war of attrition in 
the six-hour event. Teammates Mark 
McDaniel, Chris Hughes and Brian 
Stokes kept the opposition at bay while 
battling the oppressive heat and flulike 
symptoms that affected the entire team. 
McDaniel took the holeshot on 
Arclight's GSX-R750 Suzuki followed 
closely by SBR/Semoff Brothers Rac- 
ing's Glenn Szarek on a Yamaha R1 with 
Roswell Racing's Mark Reed, TKO Rac- 
ing’s Luke Yarbrough, and Tapeworks 
Racing's Scott Harwell all giving chase 
on GSX-R750 Suzukis. Arclight's 
McDaniel quickly set the standard with 
1:16 lap times, forcing all but Reed to 
drop back into a more comfortable pace. 
Roswell’s Reed was forced to pit early 
when the faceshield of his Arai helmet 
was ripped away by the 150-plus-mph 
top speeds on the 2700-foot-long front 
straight. Reed caught the errant 
faceshield and made several attempts to 
replace it while continuing to maintain 
the race pace on the 2.02-mile, nine-turn 
road course, but was thwarted by 
blurred vision and too few hands. 
Arclight held the lead over Canton 
Racing's Sean Dillon and David Davis 





on a Kawasaki ZX-9R followed by | 


Firestorm Racing's Chris “Opie” Caylor, 
who fought from a mediocre start to 
push the team’s GSX-R600 Suzuki into 
third by the end of the first hour. 

Chris Hughes inherited a one-lap 
lead after Arclight Suzuki’s 25-second 
pit stop and set sail, maintaining the 
pace established earlier by McDaniel, 
while several competitors crashed try- 
ing to fight the slippery conditions 
‘caused by the tires overcooking in the 
relentless Georgia heat - it was 115 
degrees at trackside. McDaniel was 
forced to leave the pits to cool down in 
the team’s motorhome when his flulike 
symptoms worsened. Hughes relaxed 
the pace to conserve energy and combat 
the slippery track. 

“We really hit it right on the setup 
and jetting,” Hughes said after his stint. 
"We're coming out of the corners a gear 
higher and tractoring it out. It saves tires 
and is easier on the rider.” 

The M4 Exhaust-backed team used 
this tactic to avoid the many accidents 
and continued to lead the field. 

Firestorm’s Caylor overshot his pit 
and nearly flipped the machine forward 
while trying to stop. Chris Normand 
chased Caylor to take the.machine but 
lurched to a halt when he dropped the 
clutch after finding the Suzuki stuck in a 
high gear. Normand returned to the 
race, but was relegated to 10th. Evans 
Motosports, another consistent front- 
runner, suffered problems as well. A 
practice crash just before the start of the 
race forced Terry Evans to frantically 
attempt to repair the YZF-R1. The five- 
minute board put the team in a frenzy to 
mount tires to the backup GSX-R750, 
and Lee Acree joined the grid as the 
three-minute board was raised. 

“The front wheel would not mount 
to the forks,” said Evans. A broken elec- 
trical wire later dropped the backup 
machine out of the top 10, leaving Evans 
to make repairs trackside during his first 





ride of the day. The second hour fin- 
ished with Arclight still leading over 
Roswell Racing and Team MR Racing’s 
GSX-R750 Suzuki. 

Arclight Suzuki’s newest member, 
Stokes, took control of the race in the 
third hour. The Douglasville, Georgia, 
rider circulated the track with 1:19 lap 
times to protect the lead and conserve 
the Metzeler-shod machine. 

“The ride felt good and the bike was 
running strong; there were a few hairy 
moments with all the slower bikes, so I 
just laid back in the corners and took 
them on the straights,” said Stokes after 
completing his first endurance ride 
while in the lead. The halfway point had 
Arclight leading Roswell Racing and 
Canton Racing by two laps. 

TKO Racing’s Luke Yarbrough and 
Jamie Lane were the next victims of 
electrical problems, with a broken wire 
that led to the coil. The long pit stop 
required to diagnose and repair the 
problem dropped the duo from the top 
10, who then dropped further with a 
low-side in turn one by Yarbrough. 
Lane and Yarbrough continued on the 
machine despite leaving the fairing in 
the pits. Their day ended with a disap- 
pointing 20th position. Firestorm Rac- 
ing’s fortunes peaked in the opposite 
direction. Strong performances by Chris 
Normand and Scott Brown brought the 
Christiana, Tennessee, team to third 
overall by the fourth hour.. Caylor con- 
tinued the drive forward with a strong 
performance that included a race-best 
1:15.3 lap time that placed the team in 
second by the end of the fifth hour. 
Arclight Suzuki held the lead by three 
laps with Roswell Racing a mere three 
seconds behind Firestorm. Arclight's 
Hughes wrapped up the victory with a 
strong final hour, followed by Firestorm 
Racing, who finished just 40 seconds 
ahead of Roswell Racing. Arclight Suzu- 
ki retains the overall points lead in the 
WERA National Endurance Series with 
SBR/Semoff Brothers Racing in second, 
just four points ahead of third-placed 
Firestorm Racing. 

WERA National Challenge sprint 
racing featured the closest races of the 
year. Three races boasted a margin of 
victory of .23 of a second or less on the 
2.02-mile, nine-turn road course. 
Arclight Suzuki's Mark McDaniel 
posted two wins in the 1100 Super- 
stock Series and the GMD Compu- 
trak/Atlanta Formula One Series, 
backed by à runner-up finish in the 
Michelin 750cc Superstock Series. The 
strong performance by the Santa Rosa, 
California, resident produced a solid

points lead in the three classes with six 
rounds to go. 

McDaniel, on a GSX-R750 Suzuki, 
took the holeshot in the 1100 Superstock 
Series event and never looked back. 
Vesrah Suzuki's Mark Junge, also on a 
GSX-R750, and Team Valvoline/Emgo 
Suzuki rider Josh Hayes gave chase but 
McDaniel steadily pulled away. Hayes 
passed Junge on the brakes while diving 
into turn one. Junge regained the posi- 
tion after Hayes was forced to do a stop- 
and-go penalty for a jumped start. The 
GSX-R1100-mounted rider returned to 
the race at the back of the field and 
fought up to seventh by race's end. 
Yamaha R1-mounted Billy Eisenacher 
mounted the only serious threat to 
McDaniel by charging from a mediocre 
start to second by lap two. McDaniel's 
four-second lead dwindled but proved 
to be enough with laps running down. 
McDaniel took the victory, followed by 
Eisenacher, with Junge finishing third. 

"I've got good confidence now, com- 
ing off the wins," said McDaniel. "I 
wanted to get away from them at the 
start. I remember Wayne Rainey was a 
hard charger from the start and I want- 
ed to do the same." 

The Metzeler 600cc Superstock Series 
featured the tightest racing of the day 
with GSX-R600 Suzuki riders Junge, 
Hayes and Motorsports Suzuki-backed 
Brian Gibbs dicing for the lead with 
Kawasaki ZX-6R-mounted Brian Lantz. 
A half-second covered all four riders 
until Lantz bobbled with two laps to go, 
pushing the Kennesaw, Georgia, rider 
back to fourth. Hayes, Junge and Gibbs 
continued their battle to the end. Hayes 
took the win by an axle over Junge, with 
Gibbs alongside for third. 

"That was tight," Hayes said after 
taking the win by .2 of a second. "I 
planned on just hanging back and let- 
ting those three fight, but it didn't work 
out that way." 

McDaniel and Gibbs jumped out 
front in the Michelin 750cc Superstock 
Series race and put on a show. Side by 
side, lap after lap, McDaniel and Gibbs 
crossed the start/finish line just inches 
apart, with McDaniel diving to the 
inside and Gibbs holding the outside 
line. Their 1:15 lap times stretched the 
GSX-R750 Suzuki-mounted pair away 
from third-placed Gulfport, Mississippi, 
resident Hayes, who could only watch 
as the leaders fought. McDaniel held the 





lead outright on the white-flag lap and 
looked set to take the win. Gibbs caught 
the Arclight rider and, getting a strong 
drive off the final turn, slipped past 
McDaniel for the win. Hayes finished 
third. 

The battle was not quite over, how- 
ever, as Gibbs and McDaniel exchanged 
gestures and aggressive riding on the 
cool-down lap that culminated with a 
shouting-and-shoving match outside 
victory circle. Tempers cooled and both 
riders congratulated each other for their 
performances. 

The WERA Formula Two Series 
returned to action with yet another tight 
finish. ZX-6R-mounted Lantz jumped to 


an early lead but was quickly chal- : 


lenged by JAR Racing's David Rose on a 


 GSX-R600 Suzuki, and Tri-City Honda's 


Honda RS250-mounted David Boosales. 
Lantz led to the halfway point, when 
Boosales took the lead at the stripe. The 
Burlington, North Carolina, rider's lead 
was short-lived as a crash in turn five 
sent Boosales to the sidelines to join his 
teammate Acree, who had crashed on 
the first lap. Lantz regained the lead, but 
Rose never let the Kawasaki of Canton 
rider get comfortable. Lantz pulled out 
the win just 0.23 of a second ahead of 
Rose, with Stokes in third. €N

Roy rolls on

ean-Sebastien Roy once again domi- 

nated at round two of the Snapple 

Canadian National Championship 
Motocross Series, held at the Riverglade 
MX Park. Blair Morgan and Marco Dubé 
both challenged the Two Wheels 
Kawasaki /MSR-supported rider during 
the morning program, but a serious 
start-straight Bees in the afternoon ses- 
sion took Morgan to the hospital and 
left Dubé on the sidelines. Roy came 
away from the day with all four moto 
wins in both the 125 and 250cc classes. 

1998 marks the first year that a 
CMRC National Motocross race has 
been held in the Maritimes, and the 
folks at the Riverglade MX Park went all 
out to make sure the racing was top- 
notch. The heavy, red-clay course 
received rain all week prior to the event, 
saturating the track, but on race day the 
sun came out and created ideal condi- 
tions for racing. 

The first 125cc moto seemed like a 
repeat of round one, with Dubé and 
Morgan out in the early lead but Roy 
quickly overtaking them. Morgan left 
the door wide open on the first lap, and 
Machine Racing riders Chris Pomeroy, 
Ryan Gauld and Chuck Mesley were 
able to get by Morgan and his Kawasa- 
ki. Roy continued to gain ground on 
Dubé as Morgan found his line and 
started making his way back up into the 
third spot. Roy captured the win with a 
30-second lead over second-placed 
Dubé. Morgan finished third, with 
Gauld in fourth and Pomeroy in fifth. . 

Disaster struck the top two Canadian 


riders in moto number two. Morgan 


came off the start line charging hard 


and was followed by Dubé into the sec- 
ond corner of the Riverglade track. The 
two riders were side by side into the 
corner, and neither rider was about to 

ive up any room. The two bikes 
banged and locked bars. The two riders 
were hurled from their bikes, leaving 
Dubé unconscious and Morgan with an 
injured leg. 

“I was with Blair in the lead coming 
into the second corner," Dubé explained. 
“Just after the holeshot mark, Blair 
bumped me and I bumped him and we 
crashed together at the same time. I hit 
my head hard on the ground and I just 
laid there unconscious for a couple of 
minutes. I don't really remember what 
happened after that." 

The race was red-flagged due to the 
seriousness of the crash and restarted. 
Later, in hospital, Morgan's injury was 
determined to be a severely dislocated 
ankle caused by Dubé's footpeg, and he 
is expected to be back racing the west- 
ern swing of the series. Dubé attempted 
to race the final 250cc moto of the day 
but pulled off after the first lap. 

The second 125cc moto was restarted, 
and this time number-three-ranked 
Pomeroy was taken out of the race in a 
first-corner pileup. Roy was able to 
avoid the crash, and once again he took 
control of the track for his second 125cc 
win of the day. With Morgan and Dubé 


off the track, Gauld and Yamaha Cana- 


da rider Marty Burr took second and 
third. Yamaha rider Bart Stephenson 
took fourth, followed ET the hometown 
favorite, Toys for Big Boys Honda rider 
Johnny Montes in fifth. The overall top 
three positions in the 125s went to Roy, 
Gauld and Stephenson. 

It was a surprise to see Pomeroy out 
front early in the first 250cc moto, as he 
has been having trouble getting good 
starts so far this year. Unfortunately, the 
Ontario native was only able to hang on 
to his lead for one lap until he dumped 
his Honda in corner number two. With 
Pomeroy down, Dubé, Roy and Gauld 
moved up into podium positions. Roy 
made the pass on Dubé to take another 
easy win, while Dubé finished second, 
with Gauld in third. Morgan was defi- 











nitely off his game, as he was unable to 
get by 15-year-old Kawasaki rider Darcy 
Lange and had to settle for fifth. 

Roy took the holeshot in the final race 
of the event and rode a relaxed pace to 
win his second 250cc moto of the day. 
Meanwhile, Burr had his best showing 
yet, finishing the moto in second and tak- 
ing home a third-overall finish in the 
250cc class. Gauld finished the moto in 
third and grabbed second place for the 
day. The young Yamaha rider has made 
some attitude adjustments, which seem 
to be paying off as he is currently run- 
ning second in the national point stand- 
ings. CN

he Lodi Motorcycle Club hosted its 

first-ever AHRMA race under clear 

skies to a large rider count, with 
machinery ranging from Ossa to AJS. 
Riders from three states traveled to the 
famous blue groove to pit their skills 
against fellow AHRMA riders, and the 
Southern California riders clearly came 
out on top, as Gary Davis and Corey 
Schnuck emerged as double race win- 
ners, and Tom Horton as the big winner, 
with three wins.

and Jeff Apple. Local AHRMA hotshoes 
Cary Buck and Tom Booth could only 
play catch-up as Horton and Ortega 
extended their lead with increasing 
vigor. With five behind him, Ortega 
kicked in the afterburner and eroded 
Horton's lead, then passed him as he 
made a run for the checkered. Horton, 
meanwhile, wanted no part of this, and 
repeatedly made outside attempts on 
Ortega, who stood his ground, as he 
owned the inside line. At the halfway 
flags, Horton turned up the wick and 
pressured his adversary and then per- 
fectly orchestrated the old "show him à 
wheel on the outside, then pass him 
down low" move as he took the lead for 
good. Horton rode smoothly as the 
white flag came out, which forced Orte- 
ga to ride a more calculated race and 
bobble slightly twice in his attempts to 
pass the flying Horton. Age and experi- 
ence prevailed, as Horton took the 
checkered flag by about five bike 
lengths ahead of the aggressive Ortega. 

In Classic 500/750cc action, South- 
ern California's Davis made it look 
easy as he blasted off the line aboard 
his beautifully prepared BSA, ahead of 
Herb Wolff and local favorite Chris 
Rudy. Three laps into the race, Davis 
settled into a relaxed pace as Wolff 
charged more aggressively and stalked 
Davis to within two bike lengths. Davis 
stuck like glue to the outside line as the 
frustrated Wolff repeatedly tried to 
overtake the belligerent BSA on the 
inside line, only to have the door closed 
on him each time. Wolff switched his 
strategy to the inside line at the 
halfway flags, with Davis fueling 
Wolff's frustration as he moved to the 
outside and continued to hold him at 
bay. Wolff whittled the lead away to a 
bike length, with the two riders going 
side by side down the straightaways 
with Davis managing to hold the inside 
line. Davis played it cool with the 
white flag and forced Wolff to the out- 
side line for a drag race to the check- 
ered in a battle of the British singles. 
Davis' experience paid off. Wolff took 
the high line and settled for second 
behind the flving Davis, who took the 
checkered flag by nearly seven bike 
lengths. 

“I seem to get amped up early in the 
race,” Davis said of his win. “I had to 
keep telling myself to slow down and 
run a slower race. When I try to run fast, 
I seem to back up."

he overcame a midpack start and nine 
other riders of the Sport 250cc class. 
Early leaders James Holt and Richard 
Trait appeared to have the same speed 
and horsepower as Horton but were 
simply outmaneuvered by the crafty 
rider, who dived underneath with a 
pass that proved to be the deciding fac- 
tor as he held off the charges of James 
Holt throughout the late stages of the 


race. Horton continued to ride smoothly 


and flawlessly, and he won by a margin 
of almost eight bike lengths ahead of the 
hard-charging Holt. " 

“It was a hell of a race,” Horton said 
of his win. "Brad Holt and I were really 
working and going really fast. It was a 
great race." 

British twins took to the line in the 
Classic Open class as Davis timed the 
starter perfectly. and absconded with 
the holeshot. Davis poured on the coal 
immediately and established a sizable 
lead, leaving the battle for second wide 
open between the 650 Triumphs of 
Marty Lewis and Herb Wolff and the 
BSA of Joel Sweeney. Lewis entered 
the north turn too hot, which brought 
out the red flag and a checkered flag, 
as the race was declared finished, with 
Davis the winner over Sweeney, Wolff 
and Daryl Foster. 

In Novice 600cc action, Hank Coslo 
torqued his BSA single into the lead 
ahead of a multitude of obsolete racing 
machinery. that included a Honda, a 
Triumph and a pair of Bultacos. On the 
back straight, Honda-mounted Cory 
Schnuck sped by Coslo and took the 
pole position and held it to the wire, 
winning by a huge margin over Coslo, 
Gary Swan, Jack Hayes and Lane 
Allen. 

The Sport 600cc field of 14 riders 
lined up for a hotly contested main 
event, with local favorite Jesse Kreyling 
mastering the drag race to the first 
turn. Kreyling led the freight train 
down the back straight; then two riders 
went down in the south turn, which 
brought out the red flag and a restart. 
Once the track was cleared, Matt Rohr 
blasted away on the restart, with 


Kreyling hot on his rear fender - and 
then the pair exited turn two side by 


side. The red flag came out again as a 
multibike crash occurred in turns three 
and four, with Kreyling hitting the 
ground the hardest. Kreyling was taken 
to the hospital and was later released 
with a compression fracture. Brad 
Spencer was first off the line in the 
restart, ahead of David Morgan and Rod 
Lake. Spencer rode wire to wire to the 
checkered flag, as the battle for second 
went to Morgan by a slim margin ahead 
of Lake. 

Southern California riders once again 
proved that they could beat the local 
riders on their home turf as Horton won 
his third race of the afternoon, in the 
750cc Sport class. Horton rode flawless- 
ly on his Triumph, ahead of fellow Tri- 
umph riders Mike Van Lienden and Ken 
Thiebaud. Lodi favorite Eric Weisler 
maintained fourth for most of the race 
until Davis closed in the later stages of 
the race and passed, which made a clean 
top-four sweep for the Southern Califor- 
nia riders. CN

Roeder's 
rampage

DAYTON, OH, JUNE 6 
££ (3 things come in threes, and 


now I have two of them," said 

the unstoppable George 
Roeder II, referring to his second set of 
triple wins at the 28th annual Old Time 
Newsies event for charity at the 
Montgomery County Fairgrounds. 
“This is the first leg of the Ohio Triple 
Crown and a warmup for Lima.” 

Everyone in the Roeder camp was 
excited after the Ohio cushion specialists 
rocketed to the 750cc Expert main-event 
win - even tuner Eddie Adkins. 

“We came here with a plan and just 
stuck to it,” Adkins said. 

The victories of the “Monroeville 
Rocket” in the 750cc main and the $5000 
12th annual Edgar Fuhr Dash For Cash 
continued to show his domination of the 
event in the “90s. (He has been a winner 
in six of the last eight years.) Roeder 
now joins Steve Morehead and Gary 
Scott with six wins at one of the nation's 
most prestigious dirt track events. For 
the record book, Scott still leaves Roeder 
with some work to do. The retired 1975 
AMA Grand National Champion 
notched five wins in a row at Dayton. 

The race purse of $10,000 and anoth- 
er $15,000 in contingencies drew a large 
field on the non-National weekend. The 
event in Dayton is part of a weekend of 
events that have led to donations total- 


ing more than $1.8 million (over the past - 


27 years) to aid the local Big Brothers 
and Big Sisters charities and also to fight 
muscular dystrophy. 

Canada's Chris Evans continued his 





strong finishes at the Montgomery 
County Fairgrounds. The forceful racer 
from Ontario was the runner-up in both 
750cc events. The ever-popular More- 
head was graceful, with two finishes 
behind Roeder and Evans. 

"George has paid his dues and 
deserves the win," Morehead said. 

Oshkosh, Wisconsin's Brett Beyer 
also collected his third consecutive win 
at Dayton. Beyer got the best of the race- 
way - and a persistent Joe Kopp on a 
factory KTM - to earn the money in the 
600cc Expert division. The 250cc and 
600cc Pro Sport events belonged to Vir- 
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ginia's Joe Eades. Ex-Buckeye Scott 
Stump got the best of Paul Morgan to 
pick up the laurels in the 883 main. 

The scratch heats had everyone 
adjusting for an unusually hard and slick 
surface. As usual, qualifying was critical, 
but in the case of the Old Time Newsies 
it was a bit more so, with only 10 riders 
going to the mains. The 250cc Pro Sport 
heats were won by Ray Rees and Don 
Mullen. Joe Eades, Gordy Schioperay, 
Tom McGrane and Jeff Landrum earned 
front-row spots in the 600cc Pro Sport 
final with heats wins. Rob Miller and 
Scott Stump controlled the 883 heats. 

Roeder served notice in the first 
750cc heat that he was ready. Dan Butler 
and Mike Hacker collected their tickets 
to the main. Fourth-place finisher Ian 
Segedy would benefit from Roeder's 
fastest heat time and accept the last tick- 
et to the main. Chris Evans duplicated 
Roeder's daring and controlled the sec- 
ond qualifier. Rich King brought his 
Honda home in second place. 

"We thought that this place would be 
deep, so we brought our miler,” King 
said. 

The Iowa native fought to tame the 
fairgrounds and his mount, while J.R. 
Schnabel looked like a candidate for the 
main until his front tire lost a battle with 
a wooden post. Gary Rogers and Joey 


. Brock raced for the remaining ticket to 


the main - Rogers was in, Brock loaded 
for home. The final heat would spell dis- 
aster for Danny Koelsch, as the Koelsch 
Racing team's bad luck from Harrington 
(which included the loss of their van 
and most of their equipment in a road 
accident) continued to hound them. This 
time, it came in the form of a first-turn 
crash that appeared to have rebroken 
one of his legs. 

Morehead controlled the restart and 
the third heat. The "Findlay Flier" 
looked like he had the combination in 
hand for his seventh win. Brian Bigelow 
and Steve Beattie followed Morehead to 
the checkers. 

The first main holeshot belonged to 
Staff Sergeant Ray Rees. Joe Eades was 
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on the move from a third-place start. 
Eades took over the lead with five laps 
to go. Phil Palmer was also on the move. 
Palmer first disposed of Don Mullen 
and then Rees for the second-place 
money. 

The 600cc Expert main would belong 
to Brett Beyer, but only after a tough 
race. This was the most difficult of the 
three. 

"To go from turning in grades on Fri- 


day to this in one day is pretty neat," 


said Beyer, a secondary-school math 
teacher. 

Groton , New York's Shawn Clark 
and Doug Davis would be the first prob- 
lems for Beyer. Clark matched Beyer's 
bravery and went to the top of the race- 
way while Davis worked the bottom. 
Joe Kopp closed on the leaders after a 
poor start. 

"They were battling, and I caught 
them," said the KTM pilot later. 

Kopp's charge would bring him to 
the place position at the checkers. Clark 
was not disappointed with his third- 
place finish. 

"This was my first time on the bike 
this year, and I got a little tired," Clark 
said. "I love it anyway." 

Brian Shirley used his inside pole 
position to perfection to lead the 600cc 
Pro Sport main into the first turn. Joe 
Eades was in a hurry on his 
USC/Motion Pro/Wilson Honda- 
Kawasaki-sponsored mount. Eades 
assumed the point position and checked 
out. Tom McGrane also came from the 
back to pass Shirley late in the race to 
stand behind Eades at the pay window. 

Scott Stump would lead the 883 main 
from wire to wire on the Gutteridge H- 
D/Bieffie/Tsubaki/Wimers Harley, but 
not without some concern. 

"The bike started smoking in the heat 
and there was not a lot we could do,” 
Stump said. "It ran great for five laps in 
the main and then started to slow 
down." 

Stump's faltering mount helped Paul 
Morgan recover from a slow start. 

“It took me a few laps to get going,” 
Morgan said. 

Morgan would work his way past 
Gary Rogers and Rob Miller to finish 
second to Stump. 

The 750cc main belonged to Roeder 
on the Mike and Eddie Adkins/KK 
Supply /Winchester H-D/Mike's H-D 
XR. The remainder of the field fought 
over second place. Morehead and 
Evans filled in the top three for the first 


third of the race. Evans closed on More- 
head with two laps to go. The pair trad- 
ed places, vying for ownership of the 
second- and third-place purse and con- 
tingency money; Evans would earn 
more money than Morehead on this 
night. Beattie, Butler and Bigelow bat- 
tled for fourth, with Bigelow getting 
the nod. 

The only question that remained 
was, Could Roeder win the 12th annual 
Edgar Fuhr Dash For Cash? Evans 
would once again be the deciding factor. 
Five quick laps for $5000 necessitates a 
good start, and Roeder delivered again. 
Evans proved to be as daring as Roeder 
and led for a portion of the event, but 
Roeder prevailed and Evans finished in 
second, ahead of Morehead, King and 
Bigelow. €N

Berger on 
fire

illy Berger made his long trip from

Berger, 
a former AMA Professional who nor- 
mally runs VDTRA vintage events, beat 
AHRMA-circuit regulars in the Senior 
and Classic 250cc classes in a series of 
frantic four-lap features forced by a 
delayed program and a midnight noise 
curfew at the Juanita County Fair- 
grounds half mile facility.

First-time promoter John Winsett put 
together an ambitious program of three 
consecutive days of motorcycle racing 
over the holiday weekend, highlighted 
by the AHRMA Vintage National on 
Sunday night. A large field of AMA rid- 
ers mixed with more than 50 vintage 
entries made for a lengthy evening. Six- 
lap qualifying heats ran until nearly 
10:30 after a very relaxed practice sched- 
ule. The sudden realization that the 
midnight noise curfew was fast 
approaching led to the shortening of the 
feature events to a mere four laps, much 
to many riders’ dissatisfaction. 

Berger started his winning ways in 
the Over 50 Senior class with a narrow 
victory over Maico rider Gig Hamilton. 
Hamilton’s big two-stroke showed 
power at the end of the old speedway’s 
long straights but couldn't match the 
lowa rider’s speed through the corners, 
and he came up two bike lengths short 
at the line. 

Berger continued on in the Classic 
250cc race with his Sonicweld-framed 
Triumph never missing a beat, and a 
repeat performance of smooth cornering 
paid off over absolute top speed. 
Though the top position was never in 
doubt, the tussle for second was heated 
as current class points leader Carl 
Forkey came from a midpack start to 
steam into second on his Harley-David- 
son Sprint. Forkey narrowly beat Dave 
Herberling and defending class champi- 
on John Bova’s rigid Bultaco. 

Classic 500/750cc action saw an 
often-repeated performance by George 
Richtmeyer, as he put his 500cc Triumph 
into the lead on the first lap and main- 
tained a good advantage to the flag. The 
New York racer consistently took a high- 
er line than the rest of the field, squaring 
off the corners to rocket onto the 
straights. A furious fight for second 
evolved behind him between Craig 
Breckon, Rich Coates and Rusty Lowry 
as they pushed their brakeless machines 
hard in an effort to keep Richtmeyer in 
sight. The trio finished nose to tail, five 
lengths behind the winning Triumph. 

Richtmeyer didn’t have enough laps 
in the Sportsman 250cc class and had to 
settle for third behind former class 
champion John Plumb on his very fast 
Yamaha and Pennsylvania rider Dave 
Schaeffer on a Champion Harley- 
Davidson MX250 two-stroke, which 
Schaeffer has raced for 20 years! 
Plumb's win gave the crowd a hint of 
the determined approach he was taking

to the night's racing, and it set the stage 

for a memorable Sportsman 750cc race. 
The Sportsman 750cc race - often 
regarded as AHRMA's main event due 
to the variety of machines and the 
extremely fast fields - didn't fail to pro- 
duce a spectacular finish. The very short 
features resulted in riders tossing strate- 
gy out the window and just riding as 
hard as they could for four laps. Richt- 
meyer again thundered into an uncon- 
tested lead on the Ed Arndt-owned 
Yamaha, while the rest of the field waged 
war behind him. The white-flag lap saw 
Mike Scott in second, followed closely by 
Norton-mounted Arnie Mahnke and 
250cc-class winner Plumb (riding a Tri- 
umph borrowed from Richtmeyer's sta- 
ble instead of his usual Yamaha dirt 
tracker). In an aggressive move, Plumb 
kept the throttle dialed on deep into the 
corners on the last lap and moved into 
third on the back straight. Driving hard 
through three and four, Plumb came off 
the final turn on the outside of Scott, 
gaining fast. The two riders' lines con- 
verged as they drag-raced to the line, 
with Plumb shooting through the steadi- 
ly narrowing gap between Scott and the 
outside retaining wall to take second by a 
wheel. Then they hit. Plumb's Triumph 
went into a vicious wobble and sparks 
literally flew as the bike dragged against 
the outside wall. Plumb was ejected from 
the seat and ended up completely off of 
the bike's left side but still hanging on to. 
the handlebars and throttle, apparently 
unable to shut off the throttle and unwill- 
ing to let go. He bulldogged the flying 
machine down at the entrance to turn 
one and low-sided hard into the hay 
bales as the bike flipped further down 
the track. To everyone's relief, he ended 
up with only a badly sprained ankle 

from a crash that could have been tragic.

Te Prince has returned to his throne. 
Chris Carr has returned from the 
road race wars in the same way he 
left: on top of the Peoria Motorcycle 
Club’s victory podium.

King had his hands full, keeping his 
orbin Racing Rotax in front of the fac- 
ory Harley-Davidson of Scott Parker. 

"Scott was all over me; all I could 
hear was his engine," King said. "Some- 
imes it felt like he was inside my 
eathers." 

Parker wasn't satisfied with third, 
but he was resigned to the fact that he 
ad ridden a solid race. 

“I take my hat off to Rich and Chris," 
Parker said. "I got a good holeshot, but 
hey were just faster today. I think we 
earned quite a bit for the Grand Nation- 
al in August. I was trying a lot of differ- 
ent lines over the jump; I TORIA a few 
hat I won't use again.’ 

For the first time in many years, the 

ro-Sport (Pro-Am) class was included 
the Spring race. Burlington, Iowa's 
Donnie Steward topped the small field 
pn his Heartland Harley- 
Davidson/Bill's Custom Finish/Thor- 
sponsored ATK. Moroney's Harley- 
Davidson/1-800-FAST-HOG/Indian 
C Supply-backed Tom McGrane Jr. 
stayed very close despite obvious trou- 
ples over the jump. Washington’s Tony 
ox finished a distant third. 
Five qualifying heats placed the 35 
perts into their four heats. 
Audiovox/Quuaker State-backed Brett 
andes turned the fastest four laps. Lan- 
Hes led the first heat for two laps before 
ardner Racing/Walters Brothers' Dan 
Stanley. roared by. Stanley pulled to a 
ealthy lead, while Landes had to hold 
bff Joe Kopp on his Factory KTM. Marc 
ifford topped a race-long battle with 
Dave Hebb, Jose Aguilar and Steve Beat- 
1e for fourth, but all were semi bound. 
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J.R. Schnabel led heat two over the 
jump the first time. Carr quickly took 
control, and one lap later Schnabel's 
race came to an end. A broken chain put 
the young charger on the sidelines. Carr 
finished well ahead of Lopko Racing's 
Jeff Annen and Coziahr Harley-David- 
son's Paul Morgan. 

Fresh from his Dayton win, Bret 
Beyer ran away with heat three on his 
S&B Racing/Suburban Motors Harley- 
Davidson-backed Rotax. Early on, Scott 
Stevens held down second over Josh 
Butler, Shaun Russell and Bryan 


Bigelow. 


At the halfway point, Stevens slipped 
to the back of the pack, with Butler tak- 
ing over second ahead of Bigelow and 
Russell. With two laps left, USC Rac- 
ing's Bigelow took over second. Bartel's 
Harley-Davidson's Russell captured the 
last transfer spot on the last lap. 

The last heat was somewhat of a pre- 
view of the upcoming main event. Right 
from the start, Rich King jumped into 
the lead ahead of Scott Parker. Nick 
Daniels held third before giving way to 
a battle between Kenny Coolbeth and 
Willie McCoy. 

Parker stayed all over King - to no 
avail - while Harley-Davidson of Dal- 
las/Tucker-Rocky's McCoy slipped into 
a comfortable third. 

With two semis on tap, the top two 
would advance, with third from the 
faster claiming the last starting spot in 
the main. 

Hancock Racing/Lorac Performance 
Coatings' Marc Gifford ran away with 
the first semi after early pressure from 
Paul Bergstrom and Jose Aguilar. 
Halfway through the race, Gifford was 
well ahead. Aguilar, who had taken sec- 
ond, was under an attack from J.R. 
Schnabel. Exiting the last turn on the last 
lap, Schnabel's race once again ended 
with chain problems. Signco/Burton 
Cycle-sponsored Aguilar was safe in 
second, while Total Control Racing's 
Paul Bergstrom inherited third, which 
turned out to be the last transfer. 

Bill LePage/Harley-Davidson of Mis- 
souri-sponsored Coolbeth easily han- 
dled the second semi.

Hicks drew the pole for the richest 
race of the night, the Scratch main. 
Oxley was in two and Schwartz in three; 
Venegas loaded into four, and on the far 
outside was McConnell. 

When the tapes went up, all four rid- 
ers came off the line like they were 
attached. It looked like Schwartz cut the 
best gate, but Venegas went to work on 
the outside, and after one lap he had 
gotten around Schwartz to take the lead: 
Schwartz came right back and was rid- 
ing double with him, trying to move 
him off the groove. Throw in Hicks, 
who can make the track work anywhere, 
and Oxley and McConnell, who make 
the low line work, and you have some 
very close racing quarters. A small blan- 
ket could have been thrown over this 
bunch, and if anyone had made a mis- 
take, the whole field would have gone 
down. 

Venegas held tough and came away 
the victor, with Schwartz second and 
Hicks third. Oxley and McConnell 
rounded out the field in fourth and fifth. 

The Handicap side of the program 
works just like the Scratch: You have to 
move up the ladder to the main. In the 
first Handicap heat, it was Andy “The 
Enforcer" Northrup who came from the 
40-yard line and got by rookie Robbie 
Sauer on the fourth lap to transfer to the 
semi. Moving up with him were long- 
yardage riders Schwartz, Hicks and 
Taylor. In the second heat, it was rookie 
Richard Jones who came off the 10 and 
held the field off for two laps before 
Pearce got by to take over the lead, 
Transferring up with him were 
McConnell, Randy DiFrancesco and 
Venegas. The final heat had Chism take 
the lead from rookie Sean Learned on 
the third lap, only to lose it by an eye- 
lash to Oxley at the checkered. Chism 
still transferred up, along with Gary 
Ackroyd and Aden. 

The first semi had all long-yardage 
riders, but it was-Hicks, coming from 
the 40, who found the line that put him 
in the lead from the get-go. Northrup 
was out behind him, with Oxley coming 
from the 60 and getting through the 
field for the third. The final transfer 
went to Taylor. In the second semi it 
was all Pearce, who came from the 20 
and put enough distance between him- 
self and the rest of the field for an easy 
win. Aden, looking real good, got 
through the field for second, with 
Chism taking third. The fourth spot was 
a photo finish between Venegas and 
McConnell, with the scorers giving the 
nod to McConnell.

Chism had the 30 to himself. The 40 was 
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more crowded, with Hicks, Andy 
Northrup, Taylor and John Aden shar- 
ing the real estate.

Pearce used the same tactics he had 
used all night, as he went out fast and 
hard, trying to put enough cushion 
between himself and the rest of the field 
to hold the lead to the end.

Hicks was hot on Pearce's heels but ran 
into trouble four laps in, and 
McConnell, looking for a repeat from 
last week, went into second with four 
laps to go. Northrup was running hard 
in the third spot, and he had his hands 


full as Oxley was on his rear wheel, try- 


ing to get through. 

No one was able to make anyone 
make a mistake, and Pearce took the 
win for a hat trick on the evening, as he 
won his heat race, semi and the main 
event. McConnell was second, with 
Northrup third and Oxley fourth. 

Kitt Nay picked up his second Sup- 
port main win in a row, as he topped 
Brian Thompson and John DiFries. 
Michael Mattocks got his first Support 
"B" win, beating Bentley Barrett and 
David Enloe to the stripe. Fourth-placed 
Brad Rudy had a double celebration, as

Daniels fast at 
Cayuga Hillclimb

CAYUGA, IN, MAY 30 

Tom Daniels has returned to the hillclimbing 
scene after nearly 10 years away from the sport 
and immediately made his presence felt. Com- 
peting in the 250cc class on.a KX250, the 23-year- 
old rider posted back-to-back wins in early May 
at the opening District 27 Hillclimb. This week, 
Daniels unveiled his new ride - a 750cc “Hon- 
dasaki." The bike is a Honda CR450, carrying a 
full-race Gast Kawasaki Triple engine. On his 
first ride on the mean machine, Daniels flew 
high and far over the first breaker at the Plea- 
sure Riders Hill, landing with power on and 
topping the hill in a blazing 3.244 seconds. It 
was a time good enough to win the 750cc class 
and also take the Fast Time trophy. The closest 
challenge in the class came from 26-year-old 
Kaleb Northrup from Woodbury, Minnesota. 
Northrup topped the hill on his Triumph in 
3.781 seconds for second place, followed by 
three more Kawasaki triples. Andy Fortner, rid- 
ing his new triple for the first time, stopped the 
clock in 4.136 seconds for third place, with John 
Hillard and Jason Northrup filling out the top 
five places. 

Fortner had a very good day, as he also 
claimed two class wins. His first win came in the 
highly competitive 250cc class with a come- 
from-behind victory over Brent Stewart. Stewart 
blitzed the hill in a very quick 3.616 seconds on 
his first-round ride, with Mark Goodman Jr. 
only one-hundredth of a second behind with a 
3.626-second run on his KX250. Fortner was sit- 
ting in third place at the break with a 3.703-sec- 
ond time, but in second-round action the 27- 
year-old heavy-equipment operator from 
Pittsboro, Indiana, soared his Forward Motion 
RM250 over the top in a blazing 3.515 seconds to 
take the win. Stewart and Goodman could not 
improve on their first rides, and Tom Daniels 
claimed the fourth-place trophy on his KX250 
with a 3.759-second run. Kawasaki-mounted 
Tim Lambert finished fifth with a 3.887-second 
time. 

Fortner’s second win came in the largest 








(and usually fastest) class of them all - the 600cc 
class. And it didn’t come easily. Andy Rygel 
came in from lowa with his hot YZ490 carrying 
the National number-two plate and flew over 
the 120-foot hill in 3.723 seconds to take the 
early class lead. Fortner, however, responded 


with a 3.716-second time to take the lead into the | 


break. Rygel returned for his second ride and 
blasted over the top in 3.495 seconds to move 
back in front, but Fortner was up to the chal- 
lenge with a class-winning 3.361-second ride on 
his Jackson Performance CR500. Third place 
went to Jason Northrup, who turned in a 3.661- 
second run, while John Scroggins and John 
Brady took fourth and fifth.

To the surprise of 
many, the extremely fast Yamaha of Turner did 
not catch Graham, who took the win with a 
huge Superbike wheelstand.

Northrup nails 
Cayuga Hillclimb

CAYUGA, IN, MAY 31 

Jason Northrup, a 22-year-old college student 
from Mahomet, Illinois, has been the most pro- 
lific of the hillclimbing fast-time jockeys in the 
last two years, claiming 10 in 1996 and eight in 
1997 despite missing nearly half of the season 
with a broken ankle. Northrup picked up his 
first fast time of 1998 at the Pleasure Riders 
Hillclimb near Cayuga. 

Northrup’s win came in the blazing-fast 
600cc class, which, as always, was hotly contest- 
ed. As he did the night before, National number 
two, Andy Rygel, posted the early, first-round 
time to beat with a high-flying 3.396-second run 
on his YZ490. Northrup launched his Sportland 
Honda over the first breaker just as hard but was 
able to maintain a lower trajectory; he landed 
with power on and sailed over the top in a blis- 
tering 3.338 seconds to take the class lead and set 
a new fast time. Northrup's heart must have 
skipped a beat, however, as he watched his good 
friend "Fast Andy" Fortner deliver a nearly iden- 
tical ride on his Jackson Performance CR500. 
Fortner's ride was just slightly different, howev- 
er, as he pulled a wheelie at the 100-foot mark 
and had to let up a little. The wheelie made the 
difference, resulting in a 3.347-second time, only 
nine-thousandths of a second off of Northrup's 
time. On his second ride, Fortner duplicated his 
first effort, including the wheelie, for a 3.434-sec- 
ond time and he had to settle for second place. 
Rygel's time held up for third, while John Scrog- 
gins and John Brady filled out the top five on 
their CR500s, 

Northrup picked up a second win in the 
400cc Exhibition class, riding the Forward 
Motion Suzuki RM250 that he borrowed from 
Fortner. Posting a high-flying, first-round 
time of 3.668 seconds, Northrup sat back to 
watch the challenges from the competition, 
but no one could beat his first ride. Mark 
Goodman Jr. came closest with a 3.839-second 
time on his KX250, and Jeff Daniels took the 
third spot on his brother's KX250. 

In other amateur-class action, Kevin Weaver 
ran his 1998 unbeaten string up to five in a row 
in the Senior Class, posting an outstanding 
3.684-second time; Steve Shafer claimed the 
400cc-class win in 4.353 seconds on his YZ400F; 
John Brady claimed the Stock-class win on a 
CR500; and “Flyin” Bob Fisher took the Open- 
class victory on his Harley.

points in the Cornhusker Motocross Circuit 
Series and for some to qualify for the NMA 
Ponca City Grand National Championship. 
Budke Motors /O'Neal/FMF-backed Hansen 
laid waste to the Pro classes, sweeping the 
125cc, 250cc and Open Outlaw divisions on 
Sunday. Steeby was consistent enough to snag 
the victory in 125cc Intermediate action on 
Monday. 

Track owner Steve Fritz and his crew chis- 
eled the track to perfection. The talented person- 
nel even disced and watered the circuit after 
practice and during intermission to provide a 
competitive yet safe environment, much to the 
racers' delight. 

Hansen grabbed the holeshot aboard his 
Honda in each of his motos. Coming off a wrist 
injury, Hansen knew the value of getting away 
cleanly rather than battling through the pack. 
Despite the sore wrist, Hansen still managed to 
thrill the crowd by increasing his lead over the 
track's infamous 120-foot canyon double, an 
enormous jump placed right after a sixth-gear 
straightaway (for 125s). 

On Monday, Steeby used 1-3 finishes to cap- 
ture the overall in 125cc Intermediate class. Josh 
Meitl grabbed the holeshot in moto one, but Stee- 
by got by him quickly, as did Matthew Fhuere. 
Steeby and Fhuere were the only ones clearing the 
track's "other" big double - a 65-foot jump located 
near the bleachers - and this enabled the pair to 
check out from the others. Fhuere was knocking 
on Steeby's door through the more technical parts 
of ‘the course and made his move in the rockers, 
but he lost his momentum and went down. 
Fhuere's misfortune was Steeby's fortune and 
provided him with a comfortable cushion for the 
victory. 

Fhuere scored a measure of redemption in 
moto two, pulling a convincing holeshot and 
never looking back en route to the win. Unfortu- 
nately, his spill in moto one landed him in ninth 
place, and his 9-1 gave him fifth overall. Steeby 
gated poorly and had to push his way from the 
sixth position up to third to take first for the day 
with a 1-3 score. Eric Budke's 3-2 was good 
enough for second overall, while Josh Ellis' 2-5 
gave him third. Meitl's 5-4 and Fhuere's 9-1 
rounded out the top five.

drew many of Southern California's top Pros to 
the Antelope Valley Fairgrounds for the fifth 
and final round of Full Blown Promotion's FMF 
Saturday Night Supercross Series. 

The one-shot 125cc Pro moto holeshot 
belonged to the Team Moto XXX KX125 of Brian 
Deegan, followed by Danny Carlson, Parsons, 
Jeremy Chaussee and' Honda of Troy's Casey 
Lytle. Tim Langdon and Jeff Willoh tangled in 
the second turn and would have to mount a 
charge from the back of the pack. 

Parsons was quickly around Carlson and 
pressuring Deegan. Shaun Perolio came from his 
eighth-place start to pass Chaussee for fourth by 
lap two. Perolio marched on, passing Carlson 
and then putting the move on Parsons for sec- 
ond with a lap left before the midway point.

Hayward Yamaha/AXO/ZLT-backed Cory 
McDaniel turned in a perfect 1-1 score to take 
the overall win in the 80cc Novice class at round 
four of the 1998 AMP/GFI Spring Series, pre- 
sented by Parts Unlimited and Yamaha of 
Modesto. More than 180 riders took on the 
always-challenging Hollister GP track, and with 
the series winding down, precious series points 
were up for grabs.

As the checkered flag finally made its 
appearance, McDaniel came across unchal- 
lenged, with Rytter taking a well-deserved sec- 
ond over Markarian, Casados and Cox. 

The second moto saw Sinisalo/FMF/Scott- 
backed Rytter snag the holeshot, with McDaniel, 
Markarian, Cox and Dustin Biaginni in tow. Ryt- 
ter held on to the lead until McDaniel decided he 
wanted it just a little more. The two entered the 
back section of the track and McDaniel made a 
clean pass on Rytter over the double jump. As in 
the first moto, McDaniel didn’t want any compa- 
ny and quickly checked out. Back in fifth, Biagin- 
ni got a challenge from Jimmy Hazel, but the 
result was that both riders went down in the 
back section of the track. As a result, Casados 
inherited fifth, but he would never advance. Cox, 
running fourth, kept showing Markarian a wheel 
for about three laps but could never muster up a 
move on him. The checkered flag rewarded 
McDaniel with another win and the overall, with 
Rytter and Markarian finishing second and 





third. Cox improved to finish fourth, with Casa- 
dos rounding out the top five.

Joining Hollister as double class winners was 
Rick Winsett in the 600cc Pro and Sportsman 
classes, while Evan Baer continued his virtually 
season-long domination of the 50cc Oil-Injected 
and 50cc (4-6) classes. John Lewis and Chris 
Klinefelter also continued their season-long 
domination of the 65cc and 125cc B classes, 
respectively.

Casey ran wire to wire in both 250cc A 
mains, despite the hard charges of Shawn Rag- 
gio on the short track and the always-fast Corey 
Eaton on the TT. 

The enormously large Pee Wee class brought 
the crowd to its feet in the short track Powder- 
puff main as Sacramento's Rebecca Law chased 
down Alyssa Brionez in the early stages of the 
main before making a dramatic outside pass in 
the third turn. Brionez turned up the wick as the 
white flag appeared, but she had to settle for 
second as Law won by half a wheel. 

A 60cc short-track field lined up for the main 
event with mostly rookie pilots aboard, all capa- 
ble veterans of the Pee Wee wars. Lauren Wal- 
lace debuted on a beautifully prepared Kawasa- 
ki and finished a respectable third, behind Joe 
Hernandez and Bobby Fong. 

. Danny Smart and John Dotson dueled in the 
Over 40 Vintage short track in an odd match-up 
between a Triumph and a Bultaco. Smart mus- 
cled the big twin and extracted all of its horse- 
power to victory as Dotson played catch-up on 
the two-stroke single and finished in the runner- 
up spot. 

Rob Damron walked away from the competi- 
tion in the Open A short-track main as Toby Jor- 
gensen got a less-than-perfect start off the line as 
he debuted à new CCM motorcycle. Jorgensen 
clearly had his work cut out for him, and he 
stalked and passed Tony Meiring and Tony 
Souza and then moved into the second position. 
Damron was just too far ahead of Jorgensen in 
the late stages of the race for the latter to catch 
him, and he continued his dominance at the Lodi 
clubgrounds with the win. 

Three of the best TT riders in the district lined 
up in the Open A main, as a dogfight between 
Eric Weisler, Tony Meiring and Steve Hall erupt- 
ed. Weisler and Meiring were first to the turn, 
with Weisler ahead by a small margin and Hall in 
hot pursuit. Meiring dro Weisler to second, 
and then Hall displaced Weisler to third. Hall 
inched up on Meiring at the tree turn and waited 
for a fatal mistake. Meiring hesitated for a 
moment, and then Hall shot by him at the jump.

What did the eighth round of the Virginia Cham- 
pionship Hare Scrambles Series have in common 
with the venomous reptile that is its namesake?

Greer got his pace back and fin- 
ished fourth behind the trio. 

A powerhouse in the 200cc A class this sea- 
son, Dean Ingram roped in the series points lead 
with his win in the 200cc A class on his KX125. 
In his best race of the season, Chance Baker fin- 
ished second on his Motorcycles & 
More/Endura/UNI-sponsored Kawasaki 
KX125, followed by Atlas Honda-backed 
Tommy Reynolds in third. 

Timmy Mitchell took his fourth 250cc A- 
class win of the season on his Jarman's Cycle- 
backed Yamaha. Wesley Moran's Yamaha and 
Mark Allman's Bare Brothers-sponsored 
Kawasaki had a tight contest. Allman got too up 
close and personal with a tree on the last lap, so 
Moran finished second. The Vet A points leader, 
Danny Morrison, took the holeshot on his Motor 
Imports/ Answer/Scott-sponsored Kawasaki, 
but Montie Orr's Mark IV-backed Honda took 
the lead in the woods. Orr finished first at the 
barrels, with KTM rider R.J. Faddis coming in 
second, ahead of Morrison. 

Quite a few riders cruise into the summer 
break with impressive points leads. Senior-class 
rider Robert Cox did his "usual" at the Rat- 
tlesnake, meaning that he won the event - 
which he has done at each event he has attend- 
ed so far this season. Another show of class 
domination was that of Jeff Allgood, who in his 
first year of racing has taken a commanding 
series points lead in the 250cc C class aboard his 
Honda. Larry Trent's win in the Four-Stroke 
class on his Jimmy's Cycle Sales-backed Honda 
also puts him in a comfortable points lead. 
Casey Cycle City /Tsubaki / MSR-sponsored 
Mike Bouma used the Rattlesnake as an oppor- 
tunity to widen his points lead with his win in 
the 200cc B class.

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egarding the letter from Steven 
Schwenk (Issue #22, June 10) 
decrying the “politicizing” of the 
U.S. Supercross Open through diverting 
a portion of the proceeds to the Blue 
Ribbon Coalition, an organization 
Schwenk apparently doesn’t under- 
stand, I feel must correct his misunder- 
standing and explain some of the issues 
he has raised. 

I am employed by District 36 of the 
AMA to work full time on land-use 
issues, and I am a member of the board 
of directors of the Blue Ribbon Coalition 
(BRC), although I receive no compensa- 
tion from the BRC. My job is necessary, 
as well as the existence of the BRC, 
because our sport has become very 
politicized. Our sport is under constant 
attack by the radical, extremist leader- 
ship of national and regional organiza- 
tions that shroud their real mission 
under a veil of "environmental protec- 
tion." 

The Blue Ribbon Coalition does not 
attack true environmentalists, only those 
who use supposed "environmental" 
issues as a surrogate for social control. 
After all, don't we all want clean air, 
clean water, healthy wildlife popula- 
tions, and a healthy environment? 
Everyone I know does. 

But the radical extremist leadership 
of most major "environmental" organi- 
zations doesn't believe our sport is an 
acceptable activity, and they are work- 
‘ing to eliminate it by using surrogate 
issues. That same leadership would cer- 
tainly not agree that Mr. Schwenk's not 
an environmentalist, as he believes he is. 
In their eyes, you are only seeking cheap 
thrills at the expense of the environ- 
ment. After all, in their eyes, no environ- 
mentalist would own a gas-guzzling 
four-wheel-drive vehicle used to haul 
another gas-guzzling and air-fouling 
device, a motorcycle, out into the back 
country to tear up the land, foul the 
water, and scare all the wildlife to death, 
all in the name of thrill-seeking. A "real 
environmentalist" would not own a car 
or truck or motorcycle, but would rely 
on public transportation, live in minimal 
housing, and enjoy political activism for 
a sport. 

Mr. Schwenk also attacks the Blue 
Ribbon Coalition because of its support 
for resource industries such as mining, 
logging, and cattle grazing, and implies 
that the BRC is a front organization for 
those industries. BRC does have a few 
business memberships from those 
industries, although their financial su 
port is very small, as almost all of BRC’s 
income comes from individual member- 
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ships. While it is true that excesses have 
occurred in the distant past, today these 
resource industries operate in an envi- 
ronmentally responsible manner and 
use practices that are the best in the 
world. These industries supply products 
that are demanded by the public, 
including Mr. Schwenk, and he implies 
that making a profit while supplying 
those goods is somehow immoral. 

Mr. Schwenk needs to think about 
what he is saying. He, along with the 
rest of the American public, want to take 
advantage of our way of life and the 
advantages we have. 

Mr. Schwenk wants the fruits of 
those industries, but wants to deny his 
role in their production. Apparently, 
those goods should come from some far- 
away location, unseen and unheard of. 

Mining produces the majority of 
products we consume. We mine the 
sand and gravel for concrete and asphalt 
to build roads and highways. We mine 
the ores to produce steel and aluminum 
and copper and every other metal. 

Those metals and concrete are used 
to build our large buildings. We mine to 
produce glass. We mine for coal and gas 
and oil that we demand for our cars and 
for our central heating systems. We 
mine to produce the fuel to run power 
plants so that you can have lights at the 
flick of a switch. Your computer is made 
entirely from mining products. Your 
four-wheel-drive and motorcycle are 
made entirely from mined products. 

Logging provides lumber to build 
homes, furniture, musical instruments 
and pulp for paper products. Logging 
provides us with the only renewable, 
sustainable construction resource we 
have. There are no clear cuts from sky- 
line to skyline today, and while a fresh 
logging site make not be visually pleas- 
ing, it will only look that way for a short 
time. For every tree that is cut today, five 
new ones are planted, and in less than 10 
years, those trees will be over your head, 


`- and in 40 to 50 years it will look like it 


was never logged. Besides, even nature 
"clear cuts" forests from time to time 
with fire, wind and landslides. Nature is 
dynamic, and a natural landscape 
should have a mosaic of environments, 
with old-growth, midage and newly 
emerging forests, each with characteris- 
tics favored by different species of plants 
and animals. Some would say that Mr. 
Schwenk's San Francisco environment is 
the picture of "devastation from skyline 
to skyline." After all, the entire Bay Area 
has been not only "clear cut" but is per- 
manently deforested by man's ongoing 
efforts to keep it deforested. The Bay 


Area is a biological desert compared to 


commercial timberlands. Mr. Schwenk 
has made a value judgment based upon 
what he feels is visually appealing. 
Many would look at a pastoral farm 
scene with positive emotions, but that 
land is permanently "clear cut," while a 
fresh logging site is only temporary and 
will be reforested by itself unless man 
actively works to keep it deforested, 
which is what we have in the Bay Area. 
This is a matter of perception based 
upon visual appeal, not true regard for 
the natural environment. 

Cattle grazing was also a target of 
Mr. Schwenk's. Again, today's grazing 
practices are conducted in an environ- 
mentally sound, sustainable manner. 
Those livestock are produced because 
the public demands the products. Most 
people eat meat. Most people wear 
leather products. Most people wear 
wool products. 

Mr. Schwenk admits he likes to drive 
his four-wheel-drive vehicle and his 
motorcycle "deep into undeveloped 
areas." He should realize that almost all 
of the roads and trails in those areas he 
enjoys were built originally by miners, 
loggers or ranchers. None of them were 
built by "environmentalists." The Sierra 
Club, along with most of the other 
"environmental" groups, are working to 
close most of the roads and trails he 
uses. Mr. Schwenk demonizes resource 
industries because they are profit-moti- 
vated. Well, every business is profit- 
motivated, except the government. Prof- 
it is at the core of the free-enterprise sys- 
tem and is the driving force behind this 
country's abundance. Mr. Schwenk 
enjoys the lifestyle he does because of 
profits and abundance. 

In the end, we must remember that 
the leadership of most major environ- 
mental groups is not in tune with true 
environmentalism. For example, the Sier- 
ra Club has adopted a resolution to ban 
all logging on public lands - an extremist 
position. Similarly, the Sierra Club has 
also adopted another resolution seeking 
to ban all motorized recreation from pub- 
lic lands. If they are successful, the only 
lands available would be those private 
lands owned by logging, mining and 
ranching interests that Schwenk seems to 
despise so much. The Sierra Club has 
elected Dave Foreman to their board of 
directors. Foreman was convicted of a 
felony for conspiracy to blow up a power 
line. He is the founder of Earth First! and 
the co-author of a handbook on environ- 
mental terrorism with a separate chapter 
on how to kill or maim motorcyclists and 
destroy vehicles and equipment.

I applaud the national AMA 
office for supporting the work of the 
Blue Ribbon Coalition, and I only wish 
the participants of our sport and the 
industry supplying us with our hard- 
ware and clothing (all of it either mined 
or grown by ranchers) would be more 
political every day so that the staff of the 
BRC and myself could. do what we really 
want to do - just ride! Mr. Schwenk 
should be grateful that people like BRC 
executive director Clark Collins and 
public-lands director Adena Cook, riders 
themselves, are willing to endure the 
endless meetings and bureaucratic 
paperwork and constant attacks by our 
opponents, much less people -like 
Schwenk, to protect our right to ride. 
After all, they, as well as myself, are 
doing this work because we love our 
sport and we want our children and 
their children to be able to enjoy the 
sport we all love so much. If all Mr. 
Schwenk wants to do is watch Super- 
cross at a stadium or on TV, he is on the 
right track. If he wants to ride anywhere 
except tiny "squirrel pits,” he needs to 
take a better look at the world and figure 
out just who his friends are.
